This dumung river seems 
to have heen a oonstant MUtoe of amuMmeiit to the diifeirat ^oprieton 

of the place : ono generation, for infltnoe^ fiMtod recreation in oonvertmg 
if intd ;i straight cannl, uliile tlio p«wop<lin<» one took an equal pleasure 
in "restoring it to its own swtet will."' As for oursilvis, it would bo 
impossible to describe the many and happy hours we have passed fi:ihiog 
from its loiks or hoating on its placid waters; end the {ncBeat Lord 
Adare, who is an ardent and most suooeaaftd disoiiile of Isaak Walton, 
seems thoroughly to enjoj the variooa amittements it aflfords :

The TOiious ruins on the hanks of tilts " shining river" fiwm iMSUtifiil 
and picturesque soenes, while extensive vistas throu^ aged trees and 
shaded walks, amongst spots "where many a saint and many a hero 
trod," give a peculiar intt^rosf to the wliole place. 

The demesne of Adare uas irinurkublo for thp number and magnifi- 
cence of its elms. In Xovcmln'r, 1814, the whole avenue in front of 
the house, diewii in the first view of Adare Ifonor, was blown down. 
Hie memorable storm of January 6, 1839^ uprooted nearly 700 trees ; 
and that in January, 1842, between 600 and 700 men, sadly mutilating 
the nol*lo uM imoB, and destroying the finest specimens of single trees. 

The following mention of Adare is from Derrick's "Letters from 
, Ireland," vol. ii. p. 2, JMUit, A..D. 17G7 

" In OUT ride to Limerick we chsnoed to peep into a deer park, where 
the country people were spreading toils to rnfcli a doe for tlic ( liacc ; 
but we were not pcnnitted to depint till wt- promised to dirtf v'ith 
the lord of the manor. Your Lordship must know something ol him — 
Mr. Wyndham Quin, of Adair. His house is small but elegant, and 
pleasantly rituated on the bonks of a ddightful river. There we were 
I entertained with an excellent dinner, and treated with such politeness 
and care as greatly onhauocd the fiivour of the invitation." 
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Arthur Yonng, in his " low in IfeUmd^'^ a.j>. 177ft>7-3, flay» : — 

"Few plaoefl have 00 much wood about Hiem as Aclare: Mir. Quin has 

above 1000 acres in liis hands, in which a large proportion is under wood. 
The deer park of 400 n'-n's is almost full of old oak :ind very fine thorns, 
of a great size; and about the house the plantations ai-e very extensive, 
of elm and oHier wood, bat that tiirirea bettw than any other mrt. I 
havo nowhere aeon finer than vast namher» here. There ia a fine river, 
which runs under the house, and within view are no less tban tbrcc 
ruins of Frinrios, two nf them remarkably beautiful, and one has most 
of the parts ptrlect except the roof." 

Tlie ruins consist of a Castle, a Ti iuitariuu Friary, au AugiHtinian 
Friar}', a Fraaciscau or Grey Friary, which lu:>t in situated M'itliiu the 
demesne, and two email ofaurohea in the pariah ehurohyard* 

A castle ia aaid to have been buQt at Adaro by the CVJDonoTana, and 
afterwarda to hare passed into the poaaeesion of the Kildare branch of 
the Fitzgeralds. It is puinilarly called "Desmond Custlc:" its walls arc 
bathed by the river. The K. * p ( an be safely ascendi-d by a flight of 
stone steps, and from the summit a line view of the demesne is ob- 
tained. The feeling of repose which seems to pervade the whole scene 
when wandering among.ita mine ia wdl described by Gerald Griffin : — 

"Ftac«nil it stouda, the mightj pile.

Yet ailfiit now as floUUml ai«lo

In the year 1807 the ehnrch of the Auguatinian Abbey was given 
to the Fkoteatants as their parish church, the old one being out of 
repair, and too small ; and in 1814 the refectory was roofed and cou- I 
V('rt< d into n school-hoxisc. The family mausoleum was erected in another ; 
port of the ruins. Over the eutroucc is the IbLiowing text, — My sou, 
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TGrncmber now tbj Creator in the days of thj youth." On the west fkont 
are the family arms, and undemciit)!, — 

"This niausolcuni wnf pon<?fnif toil in tlio year of our T.onl lS2fi. hy 
Windham Henry, Earl of Dunravcn, tor the remains of his dear father, 
Biehard, Unt Earl of DnnjaTan, and for the &mily of Qam of Adare.'* 

Small mnial taUeta m mem<ny aerraiitB who had lived many yeara 
in the fitmny are placed round tiie walla of the eloisten, whieh wore 
Testored in 1831, A second restoration of the ohureb took plaoe in 1852 ; 

and it has hcen much embellisbed by the ereetioD of spvorol fine stained- 

pljips wiT?r|fnv-i. 1)V Tlanlrrmn of Binninsham. nK-moria!'* to members of 
th<' Quill family v.]\n liavc j^iiicc tlia! liaic departed this lifp. Uiidcr 
tlic west "window in the south aisle is a brass-plate with the following 
inscription 

ThM church w$» restored t& hononr of God, and in pbne memory 
of Windham Henry, Earl of Dunraven, by Caroline hia widow, 1854." 

And on the east window are theae words :— > 

Windham Henry, Earl of Bantaven, died 1850." 

Under tlie eaat window of the aide aide : — 

" Tliis window is erected in honour of God, and as a token of grateful 
afiVrfiiiti fo raruliiii (Huntoss of Dimruven, by the parishioners of Adar^ 

nncl inuuy attuclied Iriemls, 185-')." 

Tho subject of this window ia the l our Acts of Mercy. 
Underneath one of the chancel windowa is the following inaedption 
on a braai plate : — 

" This window v» erected by Edwin and Auguata, Earl and Counteaa 

of Dunravrn, in honour of God and in ptoua memory of her brother, 

AVyn.lliam Gonld, l->q.. M.P." 

Under the west window of the nare is the following inscription : — 

*' In honour of God and in pious memory of Caroline Adelaide 
Wyndham Quin, this window is erected by her parents. 

Obiit M ncocun., JEtate xv." 
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About the year 1811 the Trinitarian Abbey was restored and given by 
the first Earl of Dunravcn to the Roman Catholics, but has been enlarged 
and partly rebuilt by the present Earl, A portion of the ruins has 
hi^m very skilfully converted into a convent for Sisters of Mercy, to 
which arc attached two handsome schoolrooms. These late restorations 
were made imder the direotioii of Mr. F. C. Hatdiriek. 

Hm east windoir u of rieh stained glan by Hardmui at Binningluiiii, 
and represents the Offering of the Magi, triih tbe foUowing tiucriptum 
on a I'lrass-plaf (' : — 

In honour of iind and to commcmomte the pious munificcnco of 
Edwin, third ikirl of Dunraven, who restored this church and built 
sebools for the Chtutian instnui&m of 600 diildraii, thii east wmdo>if 
is erected a« a memorial by tiie paiuhianen of Adare, 1854.'* 

There are four other windows filled witlk stmiiied g1aM» three of titem 

by Hardman, also put in by the parishioners. 

Lord Dimraven lias Imilt another large sclioolrooni and orator)' for 
the CliriH<i:iu lirothers, who have nearly 200 lioys under their instruc- 
tion ; they have a considerable and well-seloctcd lending-library in ex- 
tennve oiroulation Hiroui^ the pariih. These bvildings are attached to 
the hte Fever Hospital, whidi alfords a aeoond aehool*room, a d88»>room, 
and a dwelling liouso for the oommnnity. The Hospital waa eriginaUy 
pui-poscil as a thank-ofiering after a long and dangerous illness sub- 
sequent to the birth of my second son in th(^ year 1820, and thf wortls 
*' Deo et Pauperibus" are engraved over the entrance. A chanf^e iu 
the medical laws of Ireland having rendered this building unavailing 
as a Fever Hospital, it was enlaig^d and appropriately converted to ill 
preient purpose in the year 1853. 

The attention which Lord and Lady Dunraven pay to the comfort of 
those around them is clearly manifested in the appearance of the village. 
Tlip cotfa£r(«! look nrnt and cleanly, and hpin_£» partly intcrsppr^^cd with 
fine old trees and flower-gardens, have a luusl pictun .sipif ujipc'arance. 
The village is aUo ornamented with a fountain, a pirting gilt to the 
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people uf Adare on my leaving Ireluud in 1851 : it is amply supplied 
with delicious water brought from a distance of nearly a mile. It was,

I believe, the first memorial cross erected in Ireland, serving also as 
a drinking-fountain. The following inscription is cut on the stone : — 

" Erected by Caroline, Countess of Dunravcn. In grateful nicmorj* of 
the zeal shewn by the people of tliis village in quenching a tire at 
the ofRces of Adare ^lanor on the 15th April, 1844, this supply of 
water was brought and fountain erected. 

*' Lord, prosper Thou our handy-work ! 1855."

tcnilcd Ity the latt- Earl. The old liuuse consisted of a very aiici<'iit 
square tower, to which had hern added a modem front, forming in 
shape a X. The new house is built of large blocks of bammer-drcssud 
limestone of difienmt eokun, grey pzedomiutii^ hut lelieTed hy oo> 
casionBl blodn of red and hrown, all flnind in quavriea of this counfy*. 
The gurgoyles and carvings are of grey timeatone^ a material very diffi- 
cult to work, but most durable. On tlie parapet of the south front is 
the following te xt in old English chaiactcrs : — " Crttrpt tftt Uotll built 
tbt t»ouse tbtir labour is but lost iftat ijuilU it." Tart of this front consists 
of an open colonnade, over which are the ioUowing texts : — " Lovo 
j God onely;" "H<nM>or and obey tiie Queon;" ""Etdtmr wH and do 
good." Thia olouiter forma a diarming plaoe to ait in, bdng shdltered 
from winds and dews at night, while it liaa the oijoyment of open-air 
life ; tbe murmming of the river, the singing of tbe birds, and the flut- 
trring of the numerous Trator-fowl being the only sounds that break upon 
the aileuce. Ou this front there is also the following iuscriptiou: —

"Tku goodly home iras eieeted 'Wiiidliam Honiyi Earl of DnimTen, 
and Coroluie hii Coimten, witfaont boROving^ aeUtng^ or teaving a debt 
A.D. 1850." Tile stylo of the building k Tudor, and tho details are 
carefully taken from tho best examples of tLe period in England and the I 
Continent. Tho works, hutli stone and timber, were entirely executed 
by the mechauiea and laboun-rs of tlu' vilhige and neighbourhood, and 
proved an ineetimablo blessing duriug the years of famine, at which 
time prorinoDS veie givea out to them at the oidimay prioea. On 
the east front ia the fidlowing inaeription: — "In meaKHy of Jiamea 
Conolly of Adore, miuion and frdthfiil aenrant of the Earl of Dunnnratty 
and builder of thia bouae from 1881 till hia death in 1852." 




On arriving at tlie entrance you ascend a few steps into a i-ecessed 
porch containing two massive carved oak chairs. The roof is groined, 
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tiie ribi ipringmg from ahields shewing the alliances ef the last Sonu 
genenttifflia of lite Qvnw and the Wthdhamb ; yit. — 



The cntruDCC-duor opens into a vestibule with a small imu r room formed 
by one ot the towMS— a receptacle for cloaks, fiahing-roda, fto. This 
Testibnle has four ronnd-anshed doorways with jambs of polished mar' 

blc, elaborately moulded and ornamented with nomanescjue details : the 
largest has spandrils containing sci-oUs with these words in illuminated 
letters: "d?ni*f Cf QHf T'0':.?( ~":'"r^trnf Tj:\i jiorirrp.:" the favourite motto 
of the late Lord Dunraveu. and mi which all his actionii were based. 

Between the corbels su2i|>ortu]g the beams of the oak ceiling of this 
room are two rows of shields bearing the arms of the sev^en latest genera- 
tiona of the Qnina and the W jndhams. Those on the east side are: —

The fulding-doo!^ in this arrliway are Ci'Vrn J witli ant iriit rk-kiy 
cmbasHctl stamped icallier, and lead into tbo great bull. Tho tiret fceUng 
on entering this striking upartment is one of sinpriw at fln«ting joniself 
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in ■ pkce totally unlike what jaa had evw smii befitre, and apparently 
mora of an eoelanaaitical than domestie ahaisotar, hut whtdi is wvw- 

tlieloss peculiarly adapted to every purpose for which it ttULj be required. 
It has been frequently used with equal appropriateness as a dining- 
room, conoort-room, ball-room ; for private thcntrienls, tableaux vt'cimfs. 
and other amusements. At the same tiiiif, when only onp pi rson is 
seated at the ample fireplace, where on niedievul tii'c-Jug» huge lugs 
of wood are Uannjf^ the emp ^mt i» ao p^feot, and the whole aspect 
of die room ao oomfiMrtaUe, that one ooold not widi it in any way 
changed or diminiahed, notwithstanding ita great aiae. It is most difficult 
to describe : three lofty arches of grey stone cross it in one direction, 
while two others at right angles moke a partial division of the stairs 
from the rest of the hall. The dimensions of this most picturesque room 
ure : — length 53 ft,, breadth 37 ft., and height 30 ft. A very fine organ, 
bnilt by Telford of Dublin, ooeupies a poaitioii over two amall arohea im* 
mediatdy oppoatte the entxanoe: it ia of great oompaaa, having 44 atopa 
and 2,368 pipea, (aee p. 16); the atopa were adected with great oare 
by the present Earl of Dunraven, several of them having been procured 
from Monsieur Cavaillu Coll, the rtlchnitcd organ-builder in Paris; and 
when phiycil by his Countess, who is a perfect mistress of the instrument, 
the effect is indescribably bcuutiiul. The haU is lighted by eight windows 
of different aiiea, plaoed high up in the walla, aodM of then wmtaimng 
oolottrBd g^aaa. The walla are deoorated with annour, and with homa of 
the old Irisb deer, several of which are of remarkable size, the pair over 
the fireplace measuring lift. 4 in, across from tip to tip, and luiotlier 
measures 10 ft. 4 in. The carved chimnfj'-piw, of grey stone, was 
Ut'jjigued by the late Mr. Pugin ; as was also the staii-cttso of curved 
oak, (vide plate,) the organ-case, minstreb' guUory, and ociliug. From 
the firat landing of the ataireaae you torn into an acehed paaaage, appa- 
rently fimned in the thiokneaa of the walla; tfai^ and the at^ leading

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qannt iind pietuvrnqiie : it leads to a gallery, projected out witb bold 
eorbelfl over the nmrth aide of the hell, and onuimeated widt riobly oaTved 
oak panda. A moat beantifol and curioody oarved oak door, the panels 

of which are partly pi( reed, and comprise groups of figures, the subjects 
from the life of the IjIi sscd Virgin and of St. Nicholas, of the best period 
of the fifteenth ('( nturv, npons into tiic? groat gullcry, which is tho fa- 
vourite sitting-room of the family. The dimeusious ot this magnificent 
room, tho effect of vbidi would bo meat diffionlt adequately to eonvey, 
are— in length 132 ft. 6 in., in breadth 21 ft, in hdgbt 26 ft. 6 in. It has 
ive verjr lugs bay windows, portly filled with stained glass : 1h.e oentzal 
part of the westora contains the following explanatory inaoriptum : — 

"Tlie stained glass of these windows, illustrating the pedigree of 
the anfMPTit niid noble family of Wyndham, was designed and i xiciifpd 
by Thomas Willement of Loudon, F.S.A., in the yuur of our Lord one 
thousand eight handled and thirty-eight, and erected by Windham 
Henry Wyndham, aeeond Earl of Bmuaven, in the love and honour of 
Oaroltne Wyndham his Countess."

Chnmicle^ London, 1806, and exe- 
cuted by Adare workmen. Some fine staUs bougbt at Antwerp ate 
placed at tbe west end; th« v liav<' Ik i n sq sucf i-ssfully copied hy local 
carvers that a second row is placed opijosite to them which cannot be 
distinguished from the original. There aro also niisiireros of curved oak 
at both sides of the room, some of the patterns taken from the cathe- 
dral of Cologne. Four large garderobcs of walnut wood an* placed 
against the aoutii wall, the subjeots (fliieAj seriptuiul, (one, the Judgment 
of Solomon, is peculiarly fine), 'fheie are thxee fireplaoes : the ohimnej* 
pieces are compoaed of the marble of the neighbourhood. Tho shields 
represent the arnr^ of Ihc Kings of England from "William tho Conqtieror 
to Edward I., wh(M« deecendant. Lady Margaret Howard, married Sir 
John Wyndham.

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A libcaiy of andeiit and modem yrwka oooupies laq^ bookcases at flie 
eart end, and the garderobes contain a collection <rf Boaroe and valuable 
prinfat and illustrated vorks. The following busts on podeetale ooonpy 

ptrsitions round tlio room, viz., the first and second Earls of Bunruvon; 
Edmuutl lUirkt'; Henry Grat tan ; TJt aii Swift; Is upolcon Bonaparte ; the 
Duke of W'clliugtoa ; Sir William ilamiltou; Sir Walter Scott; Lord 
MfinliMgle; Williaia Pitt; and a Oladiattv. The farniture is covered 
with tapestry vorlud by the Titlage and sobool girls, wbO| during a 
time of great distresfl, iraie trained to exeeate a variety of naeM aad 
ornamental fobrks. 

TLe dmlng-nioiii h not yet decorated according to the beautiful plans 
of the lute Mr. Pdgin ; tlicy consist ofpanclliMl walls and ceiling, a lofty 
and highly oriuiueutcd uautcljiiLCo, and a can'cd oak screen of rich 
design supporting a mmitrclb' gallery. 

The bOltaid-TOom and library aw also still unfinished. The latter 
was opNted at a snies of entertainments given to celebrate the coming 
of age of Lord Adaro, February, 1862 *. This noble room measures 6G ft. 
long, 21 wiJu, and IS high; and is partially divided by a lofty arch 
resting on red marble columns. The gr»'at bay window in thp eastern 
division is 18 ft. wide. The ceiling is divided into square panels formed 
of moulded oak ribs, at the intersee^ oi wUdi ave oamd pandaats; 
ttie panels fhemaelycs bung fllled with phster deoontiona in low idief. 
There are two nugnifloent ehimney-pieeee, Uie eastern one dwgned by 
Mr. Pugin, the other by Mr. Hardwick, both made of the red marble 
of the ncighbouriiood, the carvings of which are elaborate and beauti- 
fully executed.

The next djij 
thL-ri! via a coiicrrt of Ihc Adure Vill:if;i' Chorid Society, and cm the foUowiiii; evening a large crmnly 
bull, when the great capabilities for iiictureKqiic elfi^ct of tlip hall mid gallery wero for tlio Sr>t time 
exhibited and fully brouifhl out. Tlie fistiTilits cloM-d with a Iwll to the servuiits. Mid tlie triMie«Dieu 
uf the village ; and thus all c1:i-«.m!s piirt icipaled in the liaftpincv of the iainilf on this occa&iou. 
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The sitting-room T occupied dt'sorvcs notice as being quite peculiar in 
itself, and endeared to me indiTidoally by the ptoofe of affection which 
pervade every part of it : — 

" Thitrc's Hut a istraui to Memory dear, 
Kor iowar in dune grave, 

Thiix-'a uot a swttt not** wnrbliil h<rv, 
Hut minds lu of Thy love." — Keih r. 

The initiah C. D. arc earved on the chininey-pii t o and over the door, and 
tho Wyndham crest is repeated everywhere, evcu to the chairs. Three 
large windowa fueiug tbo river, and oommandii^ difibi«nt views of it, 
give it a ohceiM charactor. In the oontro of tihe room flicirB ia a manive 
aidi Bttppotting tiie end wall of the gaUciy, aad nade omamental by 
the way its soffit is designed. Tlie division of tho oak ceiling between 
the door and th' i Ii is heautifull}' <'arved, the h(\inis be ing supported 
by ang<>l-i, bcuiiiy; in their hands shields charged alternat<!y with 
a red and a white cross. The beams form large tstjuares, divided into 
four compartments ; tiiose neaieBt the wall and round the aitdi are richly 
emblanmed. Tho Wyndham crest and motto, with the nse of England 
in erery Tarioty of red and white, cnliTmod by suflSoient gUding to giro 
them a brilliant ciToct, alternate with each other; the coitiio' round the 
room is composed of tho arm<? of England and Francis. The shields iu 
the f'titre, and the mnttoeH, ,-irc disposed in scrolls of a preuliarly graeo- 
lul cliaractcr, which we look from the tomb of Charh-;* the Bold and 
Maiy of Burgundy, at liniges. The motto of Engknd is blue with gilt 
letters — "Diou et mon droit:'* that of Franco in gilt lottera on a pink 
ground — ^"Mon joye Saint Denis." Tho fireplace is in the ardt; the 
hcarth*stone in mosaic, formed of marbles found in the neighbourhood. 
The space between the chimney -piece and arch is covered by a looking- 
glass ; the frame has a pattern ol loses, shamrock and thistle, surmounted 
by a scroll with the mottoes — "Sub tiole vanitas," "Supra jsolem Veritas." 
The arch itself is ornamented witii a nmplo patton in pure white. 
Opposite the fireplace is a very ridi panelling of looking-glaas wi& blade 
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oak CMTUlg} efroi-ti\(ly relieved with re*! and gold colouihig. The 
panelling of thi ( < ilini; 1* tweon the arch and the windows is much 
less ornamented thau iha othi r sido ; it rnnsi^ts of very massive oak 
beams, with pale blue ceiling lun iuhud with a pattern uf blue and gold : 
the ooniioe a lepetition of the augeb, with urns of England tmd Franoe. 
The dhneiuaoiw of tliis room ate 26 ft long, 20 and 14 high. 

Loud Dunraven'i sitting-room, immediately Itciiig th« entnnoe door, 
is haodBomcly fitted up with carved oak bookcases, and over tin; red 
marble massive cliiniiu y-piet <■ is a .si iii s of subjects in docp relit f, liclily 
eoloured and gilded, repri si iitini; tlic liJe <«f the iilesdcU Virgiu Mary, 
brought by the lul*j Lord Duuravin from France. 

The Wyndham Tower, wbiob. is 82 ft. high to the battlements, and 
103 ft. to the top of its high-pitehod roof, is occupied by a stone stair- 
case running the whole height of the house, over which axe small rooms. 

At the head of the prineipul stuirea^e, ou the «eeond floor, is a wide 
corridor, Avhieh at present is being fitted up as a museum, and coutaius 
a colieetioii «.f objeels of interest, eouiprisiiig anticjuities, geological 
tip«timeuii, aud miMjellauctius cui'io:iitit';9 of v.aioU;3 kiudd. In the cuntio 
will be placed a magnificent and perfect spcoimea of the gi'eat extinct 
Irish deer, which was recently dug up in the vicinity of Limerick. 

Ihe serrants' hall is quite peculiar, somewhat resembling the ciypt 
of a c:hurch; the piers, supportiug massive arehi s of the twdfth oentory 
typo, forming the base of those in the great hall. 

The kitehen, 2G ft. It>Ti^ by -'^ ft wide, and 30 ft. high, is a striJuag 
room, of much ai'chitecturui beauty. 

On the nwth nde of the house is a large geometrical garden, de.sigued 
by Mr. Hordwick, endoaing a bowliog-grcen and ccoquet-ground, bounded 
on the east tqr hapdsowe out stone terrace walls, surmounted irith Toses, 
eontiuning a broad flight of atqts leading down to tin rivi r ; from whi nec 
a gravel walk, under a row of majestif olms, extends along the bauks 
of the streani to a pirlun sque bi i'l^'e in tlu- vieinity of the Abbey. 

In the ei.lei;si\t' aud lituuliiul plcusuie-^rouuds whieh surround the 
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hout'c :m 1-. Ill- fiiuiu] a gn af vurii fy i»f shrubs, aTul numcrou" Hiwrimons 
of till' new autl r-div couif't rti, iL-tiiicd hm-nfti r to ^-'-ipply f!i< place i.if 
the noble elms wliich now form so prominent n IVuture in tin- graochil 
slopes which rise on the wefltem ride of the manor. 

Among those old trees i* an inacribed atone, oommemonitive of an 
aged ash under vhioh the tmaSly plate is said to haTo heen deposited 
dnrnig the troubled times of the Bevolution of 1C88. This tit-e, which 
Hurvivcd the hurri(»ne of Jannaiy 6, 1830, vaa blown down on Christ- 
mas Day, 1850. 

This chuiuiing spot was my home oi' uneluudc-d happincsii fur fort}' 
years : may Heaven's ohoiccst blcsi^ings be poured with equal abundance 
on its present and fotnre poaaessora !

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TIE eoolMiMtical ruins «t Adare orarist of fhiee Friorieai, popnkrly 
faiUed Abbeys, the Trinitarian, tho Augustinian, and tlio Fran- 
ciscun ; and of two Churches, one of them tlif old {larisli cliurcli, 
dcflirated to St. ^Nicholas, tho other a small ohurch, or chapel, witluu the 

tiburcliyard. 

In an extract of wnne woieiit loUs engriMwd abont the year 1658, 
made bj Dr. Jasper WldtB in 1686, for whidi I am indebted to the 
Ber. Dr. Cussen, of Bnifl^ after eottmoKitiog the three Abbeys as exis^^ 

it is stated: "In tho samo town (Ad^rc) there is, or Vi^ a house of 
the. Knights Ilospitallors of St. Jolin of Jt ruKalcm." 

Tho Taxation of about the year 13U2* mentions tlic Ilyspitailers as 
having ten murks of yearly and free rent in the church of Adare, which 
proves the existence of this house : and on the Down Survey map of 
Adarc (pbto 29) there are the words "Spitle Gate" and *'8pi11o hinds," 
referring evidently to this foundation. 

In tho EpistoUe of Pope Iimocont III. published by Baluzius (Paris, 
1682), there is one to the brethren of tho Hospital of St. John of Jcru- 
m\om in Trt land. There is a long rwital of nnmoa of land?! -whioh be- 
longed to this Order: among tktui the denomination ''di- Addar*." 
This agrees with the mention of tho " Ilospitalarii" in tho old Taxation. 
There is also " de Oguban," nov IQlgobbiu, near Adare. 

Mention is made in AiobdalPs Mmmtiem^ Mtbermam of a hooae of 
the Preaching or Doniioiean Friars at Adare ; and the possession* of the 
Preaching Friars of Adare are alluded to in an extract in the same work, 
marked " Aaditw General," relative to the grants to Sir Henry Wallop;

A religious house at Adaro, under the titlfi "doraus brati Jacobi," 
appears in tho Taxation of 1302. No traces of this luooaslfry remain, 
and but for tho Damo being found in this and anuUier Taxation, all 
knowledge of ite luiTing erer ezieted would be lost 



Tut. most ancient of the Monastrrics brlonfred to the Trinitarian Friars. 
This noble Order, for tho redemption of Uluistiau captives, was founded 
in 1198 by 8. John de Matha and Felix de Yolois, in the pontificate of 
Linoea&t III. Tboir liaUt waa white, with a red and blue eroaa. There 
ia a yeiy detailed and ouzioiia aeoount of the £giiuidatioa and hiatoiy of 
the Priory of Adare, which was tho mother house of tho Order in Ireland, 
in a Spanish work entitled Noilcias IlUforicas del Orden de la Samtisema 
Trinidad redempcion de Cattdv^s en Inglatcrrit, F'^coci'i, f/ Ifi/bemia. Por e 
M. R. P. M. Fr. D. Lopez, D.D. Madrid, 1714. Tijia work contains a list 
of eminent men who belonged to the Order in the three provinces of 
England, Scotland, and Irdaud, indnding twelve Cardinals, thrae Bitri- 
aieha, fhiitaen Ardibiahopa, and eeventyrtwo Btahopa; among whom 
two Cardinals, five Aitihbii«hope» and thn>c Biahopa eame from tho con- 
vent of Adare. This statement appeared so extraordinary, that I eii- 
deavounvl to verify some of the Irisili names ; but "rnrrcly any of 
tlieiii art' to be found in Sir James Ware's, or other accessible lisls. 
To have entered upon an examination of the authenticity of tho whole 
number would have occupied, too much space, and heaidee, would be 
ftteign to the otjeota of tiiis work; nor is it necessary, since a partial 
enquiry has given the following sufficiently perplexing result. 

Neither of the two Cardinals of the Adare Convent can be identified. 

Of the Archbishops, the first, James D'Aroy, of Adare, is not to be 
found, 
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The third, Stej^ien de EBlburne^ Arohbitbop of TiMtn, is stated to liftve 
died in 1281. AficodUitg to War^ he wai Arohbishop of Tnam from 

1286 to 1288. 

The fourth, EdMrard O'Brioo, Archbishop of Cashel, is not to be 
found. 

The BBYentb, Robert Herrey of Aba^deen, AicbbiBhop of Dublin, sue. 
oeeded Bicbard de Ferings, who died in 1806. Hervey is stated to bare 
died in 1309. It appeals from 'Ware, that there was an interregnum 
fi-om 1306 to 1310, iini Fif^ueras, as quoted by Lopez, asks, "Why has 

Ware suTiprossrc] this bishop?" 

Ilic eighth, Friar James of Adare, Archbishop of Armagh, ia not to 
be found. 

Nor the ninth, Walto' of Ofbly, of Adare, Atdtbisbop of Tnam. 
Nor the eleventh, Brotiier Bedmund of Adaie, Archbishop of York. 
The thirteenth, Peter Butler, Arehbishop of Cadid, died 14S0. Ae* 
eording to Ware, he vas Archbishop of Cashol from 1627 to 1560. 

Of the T?isliojw connected with Ireland nine were examinwl, only two 
of whom wiTr iih^iititird, Piichnrd "Rocomb, or Enrlarn, liisliop of Lci^'lilin 
in 1420, and Dauit-l, Bisbup oi Killaloe froui 1277 lo Thus only 

four out of cij^hteon names hftve been Torified, and one m doubtful*. 

Lopez quotes a variety of boobh but unfinrtunately fev of them are to 
be procured in England or Ireland. It so happens that his rt^rerences 
are both numerous and minute for the lives of the Archbishops and

tions. To insert all that relates to Adare would take up many Images, 
nor, imrlrr tlie eircumstanees above stated, would it probnbl}' rcftay in 
iiit( ri>t tor the space so occupied; a summary only will therefore bo 
given, with extracts from tbe most intorestittg portions. 

The earlieet ioentioa of Adare occurs in the Life of Father John 
Comyn, who was its first Prior, or Uintster m the head of the Honse 
was designated in the Trinitarian Order. 

By wny of introdm iii^' Fafher C iniyn, the aceount of tho fomnlrition 
of tho Cmivi nt of Dunbar i-< L'iveu, p. 14. It appears lhat Grc^orv of 
Duubar'', Kari of Jlarch, had two nephews, Patriek and James, who on 
& Ti^sge were taken by Turkish pirates. They appeared to the Earl 
in a dream, and entreated him to rescue them firom their misraaUe 
captivity. Ho was so strongly persuaded of the truth of what he had 
dreamed, that he immediately went to tlio Convent of the Holy Trinity 
at Aberdeen, taking with him much wealth, by wliich he expected that 
the Father Kedemptorisits at Algiers would be able to i-edeem his 
nephews ; this he offered, adding that if his wishes were accomplished 
ho would himself found a Convent of their Order. 

The narratiTe prooeeds to state, that when the Eaii*s business was hid 
before the community, Father Cumnuns, who was present, undertook the 
mission. Eoceiving leave from Superior, he with certain of his brethren j 
srt (mt for the city of Algiers, and was suopp^sIuI in n'th i^ming from 
cai»tivity the Jiarl's nephews, and many others. On his return, after au 
abaenee <^ eight montlH, the Eari of Marcb invited him and his oom^ 
panions to Banbar, treated them hospitably, and in foftlment of his 
promise ^ve thorn one of his seats outside the town for a eonvent, and 
Father John Cummins was made the first Prior. 

Tiie for<^ing aoeount of the foundation of the Trinitarian Friars at

" Dunibar fuudat Gcurgiiit 4l< Dnmbu pater Caiur» XlaichiK." 
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Dimliar is oorrolionitod hf the following «ct»ct from Wood's edition 
of DongWi *<Pcenige of Sootlaiid*:"— "PatrielE, fifth Earl of Dunbar, 
founded a Hooa8te>7 of Bed Friars at Dunbar in 1218." Butler says, 
" The Trinitarians were sometimo^i cnlli j in l]nsjlaud Red Friars-, for 
thongli thuir habit is white, they wear a red uinl blue cross pntt'e upon 
tiieir scapular'." Douglas also states tlutt "Patrick, the eighth Karl, 
ia 1290| is eslled in a noofd 'Comes de Mszdiia,' being the fint de- 
ngnated by that title." 

We aext oome to chap. Tii p. 18, wh«e the introdnotioii of the Otda 
into Ireland, and the history of the foundation of the Convent of Adare 
in 1230, arc' ii;tri ali d at considerable length. A vrrr full awmmt of thest! 
transnctions, almost the same sis the precedinpr, is to be found in book vi. 
chap. xvii. p. 340, fruiu which the loUowing passages have been extracted, 
vith « Tieur of giving a spcdmea of the eiroiuastaDtinl ebaiMter of Lopei*s 
histoTjr; at the same time it is impoadble to avoid ffaeUng that a certain 
air of ttoieeliij runs tlnwngh the details of die description : — 

"It happened in this said year (1227) that the Earl of March («2 Gmde 

de las Marchias) cro8.sed over to Ireland on a matter about some ships, 
and the person with whom ho had to treat was at the time in Adare, 
a town in the province of Desmond, in the diocese of Limerick. The 
Earis of Ejldare held their residmice there, and as soon as they heard 
that the Earl of ICarob, of Sootland^ tras in the town, the Earls, Hither 
and son, called upon him, and asked him to make their Custlo his 
residence. The Earl of March thanked them courteously for their ofl'er, 
but not to give them trouble declined it. When, however, the ivirls of 
Odare had ascertained that the hm at which the Earl of ICaroh was 
stayuig was not sudi as was suitable for a pmmi of his distiaetion, 
they pressed him in most earnest, kind, and courteous terms to accept 
the proffered hospitality ; and so it came to pajis that the Earl took tip 
his abode in their castle ^palacio) until the conclusion of the business for 
which he had undertaken his journey. Thoy treated him with that dis«

and as the cxMBino:i talk of people who hare but little occupation u apt 
to ttirn upon nov\> oi' ibc t\:i\\ rntcrtaiuin^ anwdotp*!, an<l ;i(3\ i ritiircs, «ft 
It huppcucd that one day, among otbcr topics, the conversation full upon 
tho hbtMy df tiM captivity tiie nophem of til* Etttl of Mudi, and 
of their RHCae 1^ tho brethren of the new religbiia Order whiidi bad 
bot-n recently established in Scotland, with the title of the Mtist Holy I 
Trinity; which institution frcviMilid liy irrivcn to its founder St. John I 
I of Matliu, and to the I'ontitt' Innocent lll.j devoted itself to tho redeem- 
ing of penona from captivity. Thcj diaooareed aho of the noUo pro- 
sence and of the atriot oheervanoe of theae bretbrco, and made partiealar 
mention of him, wlio with such ardent and charitable Ical bad aided the 
Enr! in rodeniiitu ii from captivify of bis n<*plicws, Tlie name of this 
brother was John Couiyu (Cumino), of the family of the l£arls of ijuchan, 
a religious of great Yirtne, and pronounced to be a tuuut by all who 
- knew him. 

'•The I^la of Kildare listened with marked attention to this narnition, 
and havintj expressfil ;t dolic {<. know in what manner tin Karl of March 
had testilied his gratitude lor the .service rendered, he went on to say that 
eo high a value had be placed upon the benefit received, that ho gave up 
his oountry*6eat (palaeio de nereacwn) to found a Convent, wbidi was 
now completed and inhabited by the brethren, and by their Prior, the 
saintly brother John Comyn. 

"The Karls of Kildare said to him in reply, — '(iladly M'ouid we too, 
iUir Sir, embrace in our island this Order which has burne such good fruit. 
Yea, more, (added tho father Earl,) should it find an enttanoe among us 
here, I also will found a Convent in Adare.' " 

It is difficult to conceive what could have occasioned the £arl of 
March's visit to Adare on the aflfairs of !>ome ships, as it is not situated 
on or near the sea ; and it is curious that I-opez always uses the OX- 

pi-e-sslmi T/Arh of Kildare, as applied to bnth father nnd son. 

The narrative goes on to state how delighted tlie Il irl of March was 
at the Earl of Xildare*s offer, and both Earla having upplicd thenuolvca 
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diligently ta the IniriiieM, only tbree yean ehpsed until all ammgeniantB 

were completed. After deecribing how the Earl of Mardi pemuded the 
Superiors of the Order to eencl Father Comyn to Irdaad, Lopes pvooeeds : — 

"TIic l)li-sc(l Futlu r, with tlirce other monks, prorrodct^ to Ireland, 
m<\ luivins; arrived ;it Adari'. lie presented letters and despatches to the 
Earb of isLildaro; wiio immediately pointing out tho site, the Couveut 
whidi was the principal one of this provinoe was founded, to which the 
eaid Eavb gare maBj lands. There the blessed Father Comyn reniainBd 
as minister, by the command of his Superior;;, as T have n}wo menfionod 
in c. vi. of iVo/w. I. Tho Convent hdti^ complctec!, (ho Karls of Kildare 
continued to express their thanks to (lie Earl of March, not only for the 
iutroduotion of the Order, hat for haTing sent them the Ueaaed Father 
Cumnune, whom they seqieoted and venerated for his hexoio Tirtoea and 
great sanctity, even more than for his high birth and rank. 

Tho blessed Father John rcniaiiied five years in Adaro: two of them 
were spent in completing the lubric of tho Convent, and the remaining 
three in the office of the ministry, laying down nfles for ftiture Prion 
(jtrdSnjiw); sabaeqiiently, the Tmn always spoke to his suooesaofs of tiie 
good -works of the holy founder of their Convent, and all who followed 
reaped tho benefit of his exertions*." 

Father Cnmyn is described as having practised irreat austerities, and 
as having had a serious illness ut Adare. The Convent of Dunbar, 
finding his absence prejudicial to the interests of their ILoui»o, i-eeailed 
him, to the great sorrow of the Earls of EBdare and the peoplo of Adare. 
He restcmxl the CkmTent of Dunhar to its former splendour, was shortlj 
dtwwBvds appomted Prior of Aberdeen, and there died lS«!f 4, 1237. 

Tho whole account of the foun&tion of the Adare Monastery is in- 
volved in some obscurity. There is a discrepancy even in the dates, 
some authorities making it as late as 1272. De Burgo*" describes this 
Priory as founded by Thomas Fitzgerald, seventh Baion of Oiluly, father 
of tho first Earl of Eildare, but it is more probable that the date assigned

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by Lopei, Baron, and other bUtorians of <b« Order, aftmely 1230, is tbe 

true one ; in which case it must have bot-n founded by >[auricc, the 
!?<'Cond Baron of Offaly, who al-o introilui-rd into Tn laml thp Fninoiscan 
and Dominican Orders. Possibly the liuililin^'s \V( re ri -tuml or en- 
larged in 1272. The title Earl of March may be uutedatol by Lopez, 
juat ae is tbe title E^l of Kildare, tbe Eurldom not baving been created 
till 1316. It » atnoige hew little ia narrated ef tbe Trinitanan Order 
citlier by Ki^^iab or Irish wrttera : eren as to tbe number of their Uouscs 
there is the greatest discrepancy ; Sir James Ware stating that Adare 
wrt<5 the only Uousc ; Do Thtr^-f) nnyn there werr< fourteen ; while Figueras, 
a writer very extensively rel* rred to b}' Lopez, gives fifty-four as the 
Dumber. If the " Book of Uie Monastery of Adarc," meutioncd several 
times by Barm, oould be £nmd, these diffioiilties would probably be 
deared up, and many interesting parlioulaxs reseoed from oUivion: 
Figucras perliaps had aoeeaa to tbia book, and may have quoted from 
it in his " AnnaU." 

We next pass to tho list of Friars who held high jwsitions in the 
Church', and we find, eouutctcd with Adare, two Cardinals, five Arch- 
bishops, and three Bishops. The first Cardinal, William Ooold (Qoldco), 
is described as a nattve of Ireland : he took tbe habit of the Order at 
Adare; be afterwards studied at Oxford, where be obtained a Doctor's 
degree witli hum Ii disfim tion. On retiuTiing to Ireland ho founded the 
Convent of the Holy Cn)9s in Limerick, and was appointed its first Prior. 
Whilst there, he dofi^nd<"d the authority of the Pope most succrasfuUy 
against some persons who impugned it. lie wa$ sent to Home on the 
oooasion of wmo disputes which had brakeu out, and by his admirable 
maaagom«it peaoe waa restored to tbe whole province. 

Tapa Innooent IT. being at that time about to open tbe Oeneeal 
Council of Lyons, appointed Dr. Qoold aa his theologian, and after- 
wards, to shew his hi^ esteem for his learning and merits, he made him 
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CazdiDal Primt irf St. Clement in the ereation (enaeion) wbioh took place 
in AdTOit, 1246. He wee aftenraxde i^inted JLnhluhtig of Dublin 
hj Qf^oiy Z., irluoh see he govemed with gie^ nil and ehirilj. Ee 

died February 21, in the year 1270. 

The othor Cardinal from Adaro-', Zacharias Patriclc, was Irish hy hirfh, 
ol the Monastery ol' Drogheda, ( VadipontuHtme). lie studied at Oxford, 
became Prior of the Ilouse of Adare, and afterwards was appointed to 
other Friories, and obtained aucih diatinotton that he was ai^inted to the 
Bishopno of Heath. He perfiwmed many eervieea to tite CSnttdi, ▼hibb 
eaoaed Po|m Jdm iuLii. to oreate him CSwdinal, in the Riday of tbeEmber- 
daya of Adrent, with the title of B. Eustachius, in the third creation. He 
governed his diwcsc for ten years, and died on the ninth of JanuRry, and 
was buried in Lis cathfdrah Authors diffor about the year of hi.s death. 

rriar Zachary is also mentioned in a Spanish work by Cairo, f . Fr. 
BilTertv^ entitled " Siunnuny of the FkeroigatifeB <rf the Order of the 
Most Holy Trisify for &e redonption of Oaptive% and of the iUuetiioua 
men who have lloonshcd thMmn.'* FampLttna, 1791. 

Chapter sL of this work contains an account of the religious of the 
Order who were eroatod Cnnlitial!! of the holy Boman Church. Friar 
Zac hary is here stated to have taken the habit in the Convent of Adare ; 
the rest of tho accoimt agrees with Lopez. Figueros is quoted 

I hare had enquuiea made at Bame, but no traoea can be fbond of anoh 
8 Oardinal among thoae oieated by John XXII., nmtiMV in the copious 
diotionaiy of llorexii nor in other authors, Latin or Spanish, who speak 
of the Order of the Ibinitaiinis, or of John XXIL and of hia Cardinala. 

The following notices are coudeused from Lcpcz. 

Of the Archbishojis the first on the list is Ikother James Dirse, (p<Tbaps 
Darsey). He is described as very learned, and as practising great aus- 
terities: he was, against Ida will, made Prior of aerersl Gonvent8| and 
afterwards Archbiahop of Aniui£^ He died Fefamaiy 11, 12S9. His

lirathcr Jaracs (eighth ArchLtshop). an Irishman, was c<iucato<l in the 
Convent of Adare. Ho twk a Ductor's degree at Oxford, and was versed 
in the Hebrew and Greek languages. IIo was ho learned and devout 
titat he ma made Pravineud in Irehnd, and goTemed hii proTinoe irith. 
nneli addreas and xdigbua obsetTanoe. While at Borne on the bimneH 
of hia Order, he gave luoh gatigfaction to Bonifiioe VllL, that he made 
him Arohbidiop of Armagh {AJamarchano). rcfunn-d to his arch- 

bishopric, and c;ovpmed it with great credit to liiinst lf. JIo died in July, 
132;i, anil was Imried in the Cathodml riiuirli, where his ashes were 
held in veneration until the Anglican persecution"'. 

It vonld almost appear as if two Ardibishops had here been ma&u- 
fhetured oat of ono. When brought into jnxtapoaition, their lives have 
a BQspieious resembLmae. Tka dates of their deaths are worth observing, 
one being 1230, and the other 1320. Neither of them, however, are to 
be fonnrl in Wai-p'si lists of the Aroliliislmpf^ of Armagh. 

The third Art^hbishop oonm c ttd with the Convent of Adaro was Walter 
of Ofikly (Faiig/tia). He received the religious habit when tittcon years 
old ; then he went to Ozfbrd: and afterwards^ returning to Ireland, was 
made Prior of seveml Conventa, and subseqnenify Ptovineial of tiie 
Order, no was created Arehbishop of Tuam in the provinoe of Ultonia % 
{sic). He founded a Craivmt at Louth, which beeame celebrat4>d, and 
forty-two rclii^ious were martyred there in the reign of Henry VIII. 
Walt«T died in i:]r.2. 

Brother liedmoiid was a native of Adare. Ho entered a Convent of 
the Order in London, obtained a Doctor's de^ee at Oxford, was after* 
wards made Preacher to the Courts and eventually, at the King's request, 
appointed by Clmnent Y. to the Aichbishoprie of York. The year of his 
death is unknown*.

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Peter, or as flome call btm, Edmund Butler, entered the GMiTeut of 
AdiMW in hit eighteentli year, and afterwards took a Doctor's degree at 
Oxford. lie was of the family of the I'lacls of OmuNnd, By his zeal in the 

confessional and the [iul[)it ho gained many souJs to Ond. IIi' was Prior 
of several Convuuts, then Provindal, an<! finally was a]>i)oiiitL'd Ai chliiHlioi> 
of Cashel. God honoured him with many miracles, both during life and 
after death. He died in Beptemher, 1480'. There is aome mistake about 
this date. Edmund Butler was a natural son of Peter, Earl of Ormond, 
and was consecrated Arehhishop of Cash^ in 1527 : he died in 1550. 

Daniel of Killaloo [Laonense). After spending his noviciate in the 
Convent of Adare, he obtained n D<icffjr's dP2:ro(> at Cambridge, and 
8ub«4eqn«'ntly bcc;ime Prior of AJarc, aud thtu I'rovincial in Ireland. 
Clemuut IV. made him Bishop of Xtllaluc: he was consecrated in 1277, 
and died in laauaiy, 1287 *. 

BonaTentnca Baron says that two Bishops, alumni of the Order, at that 
time held bishoprics in Lreland, vis. Niebolaiu of CoriE, and Daniel of 
£illaloe. 

Ednnind Arthur, or Aithur F.drntmd, was a celebi'ated preachor: he 
became Provincial of Ireland, i'ope Martin IV. appointed him Bishop 
of Lincoln. He died January ID, but in what year is uncertain'. 

Comelhis TJvlopp ; wiint from Adare to Oxford, where ho obtained 
a Dootor's degree. £te piooeeded to Borne, where he was made Pro* 
ciiratifr-Gcncral of the Order. Pope John XXII. made him Bishop of 
Kildaie {Dareim). He wrote many learned conunentaiies on Holy Scrip* 
ture, and died in 1336. 

. Wo next como to the celebrated writers of the Convent of Adare. 
Iheir works are all enumerated in detail. 

Gregory of Adare: he flourished about 1271. 

Jerome of Adare: spent faox yean studying under John Duns Seotns. 
He upx>cars to have written numerous works, and to have flovrished about 
1323. He died in the Convent of Drogheda.

I'atrick of Adaro : was a celebrated Doctor at Oxfind. Hie was made 

Trior of Adare. He died in 1 2R 1. 

Kudolph Walton : was Prior lor eighteen years. Ho died at Adare, 
December, 1283. 

Walter, whom eome place among the saints, othen among the leaned 
men of the Order, took a Doctor's degree at Oxford. Uany detail* are 
given of his seal, piety, and learning, lie is said fo have perfonnod 
many miracles ; among others, ros(i>riiir; siglit to a blind man, and raising 
a dead man to life. TTr fl<nii ish( il proli.ilJy about 1348. 

Lopez • gives a very long and curiou.s account of the suppression of tbo 
Mooastoiy in the year 1589, in the reign of Henry YIU., which would 
he well worth inHerting in fiill, oould entire reliance be placed on its 
aoouney. As a snmnuuy, it may he stated, that when called on to 
take the oath of supremacy, the Prior Ilobert at first dissembled, to gpin 
time fo liidc a]l tli<' Coiivrnt property, relics, pictures, kr. Aftrr (liis he 
agi-ecd to fubuiit on one condition, viz., tbnt a di.sputatioii sliould take 
place between himself and the preachers ot the ne«r religion, otfering, 
that if vanquished, he should be burned aliye. The King's oiBcers and 
the ma(pstrate8 held a consultation with the preachm on this proposal; 
but tho. preacltcrs appealed to the people and to some of the nobility, 
and inflamed their minds against the monks, calling this proposal a de- 
vice of Satan to exoite the people to murder officials, mogintrates, and 
jjreaclHrs. 

So they returned to the Monasitery and summoned the Prior, who, 
refiising to take the oath i^ suprema^, was beheaded on the spot, 
Tbey then entered the buildings, made all the monks pisoner^ to the 
number of foriy-iwo, and caused them to saffer horrible cmclties. Some 
were put to death at that time, and the remainder were shortly after- 
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mudi lumged. The date of then uartyrdoms is described «• hemg 
Felmniy ISth and 13th, 1539. 

Thcve is something su<jpiciou8 about this number forty-two, for precisely 
t!io Famr thiihImt is iii( n!iom'(l as having suffi'ii'd donth in the Monastery 
at Louth. Figiioras givos fifty as tho numljiT i-xocutcd at Adare. 

A curious story is narrated iu two places by Lopez, in one witii very 
wnnnetanttil deteil, in Um other in a ouidenMd Inrm. The fblloving 
is a ttwidation of the Utter, takm from NoUdat IL, book iL p. 62 : — 

" The Uood of these glorious Irish martyn did not oool so rapidly 
as not to leaye its warmth until the present age, moe in the year of 

otir Lfird 1C4 t according to some, or in 1643 according to others, bro- 
ther C<'nH'lius O'C'oumir, ;uul Liotlier Robert. Eugcnius Paly, Irishmen, 
gained tho crown of martyrdom ; thu fir«t was bora of Catholic parents 
in the county of CJork; tho other bom in the same island, in what 
eonnty is not said, noff is it stated whether he was of hsfetieal parents. 

" liichard Arthur, Bishop of Limerick, gave CoraeiUas the saored habit, 
with tlic licence of the "Slo^X "Rev. Fatlicr Gciicnil, and he proceeded fo 
Spain, wiiero he mode his profession. Of iiobert it ^ not said where he 
took the sacred habit, but most probably it was in Spain. The superiors 
haring diieeted them to return to Ireland, they took their passage oa 
board an English vessel ; and we may conclude that they safely reached 
their d(:•^tiI\ati<Jn, and resided Ihcic fur some time, since brother Cornelius 
held several controvrrsics with tin; liori-tics in the Convrnt nf Adare. 

"They ix4urued to Spain to establish an Lugliuh L'uUege iu beville, 
or wherever the superiors might direot; and having arranged that Irish 
youths should be received into tho Convents and Colleges of the pro- 
vinces of An-agen, Castile, and Andalusia, they rc-cmbarkcd, and the 
ship falling into the hands of a cruel jurate named John Plnnkett, who 
recognised them Cuthuiicis aud mouka, he being u mobt obstinate 
heretii^ cast ropes about their neoks with heavy weights, and threw 
diem into the sea, wliere througjh his hatred of the Catholic faith they 
gained the crown of glorious mnrtyrdom. This tnumph was OU the 
26th of March, in one of the years already mentioned. 
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" I bave prints of thMe two narfyn (and one w in my own potsmmon) 
whioh represent the martyrdim. with a fine illuininntion, and dcirly 
enirravcrl ; and at iho fii t is On' following inscription:- — ' W. IT. Fr. 
Conielius 6 Conor, & eins socius Fr. Kiigonius Daly, llyborni, Oidinis 
Sanctiarimie IVinitatis de Eedcmptione Captivornn], in o4ium Fidei 
Oitfaodoxse, a Fynta haeretieo loanne Plvnkat in oaii mibmeni ton. 



Ghnstopher Bnrgatt, an Imbman, <rf tho Order of Freacben> in a Latin 

attatation quoted by Lopez states that he saw Cornelins O'Connor 
receive (lie liiihit from Rieliard Arthur, Dislioj* of Limt rif k ; that he 
' went afterwards to Spnin, uinl th;»t lai rrtuniinu' to Jvrlaini lu' fell into 
iho Lands of heretical pirates, along with a brother of the same Order, 
named Btiert of Adore (de Attar), and that they were oaat into the aea 
hy the pirate Fliinkett, A.n. 1643. This attestation is dated from the 
Convent of S. Dominicus Haheitani, Jan. 26, 1648. Father Bichard 
Urceolo, in a SpaDtsli letter, says that the event toA. place in 1G43 or 
1044. Both flip«e documents nppenr to be oricnnal. Lopez states that 
there is another letter from I'uth*'r Uiehard Urceolo, still preserved, ad- 
dressed to the Hcv. Fernando dc Torqucmada, Frovinciul Minister, in 
which both these martyrs are described as of Adare. 

The other acconnt* givee some additional interesting information 
rdative to Comelins O'Connor. lie is stated to have been a native of 
Adare, and was onhiined priest at Bordeaux, and celebmted his first 
Mnps in the presenci' of the Duehess of Ouillon, who pnid nil the expenses 
of his studies, lie went to Paris, and conceiving the design of recovering 
the Convent of the Order of the Trinity of Adare, he begged to be ad- 
mitted to the Order, in an interriew with the General, Father Louis 
Petit) vho sent him to ilEQidbard Arthur, Stahop of Limerick. On hia 
way through London h(? was discovered and cast into prison, and having 
narrowly escaped death, he was at length set &ee. After reoeiving the 
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ntif^oos lubit from, tlie Buhop of limeikik, to wliom Father Loma P^t 

had given the neoMBMj faculties, be went to Adare, where he spent Mme 
time, but could not succeed in obtaining the ConTent from its Protestant 
posscssorH. TTo -n-as joined by "Fugene O'Daljr, a native of Adarr, and 
they proceetled to rranco, aod both made their solemn profession in I'aris 
in K'ovembcr, 1C43. The rest of the account agrees with the one pre- 
Tiously quoted. Juat w they wera about to be thrmm into the sea, Finn- 
k«tt is retorted to baTe said, *^Toii| who belieYO m purgatory, imagine 
that you most goto heaven thtongh fin; if, however, you hope to sec 
liciivcn to-day, you may believe me, yon will £^o tliiflier throup;}i water." 

From the recent date of thoan transactions, and the ciroumstanli'al 
manner in wliich they are attested, there is a strong probability that the 
story is true. Sichatd Arthnr, the Biahc^ aUnded to^ -waa the Catbolio 
Bishop of limeriok at that lSam\ 

Among the nnmeroos vorha lefetred to by Lope^ ate two l^Iigneiaa, 
one designated as Annal. MS.^ Ihe other entitled (hmietm Oriinu 
S. Trill i' lull's Je ni'feniptione OupHvonm, Auotote £r. Joanne de liguens 
Carfii, v*c(\ Verona, 164-'). 

■\Vhere the MS. Annals are now preserved is unknown j but the 
Ghroniole haa been mmined in Bome^ and I am inforated that the only 
notices it oontains relative to Adaie are — tiiat there yren flfly-fonr 
houeea of tibe Older in Irdand; that Adaie was founded in the year 
1280*; and the following relating to the expulsion of the Friars in the 
nngn of Henry "STTT., a condensed description of which event, extracted 
from Lopez, has been already given : —

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"The inmatM of the Itfonastery of Adare seeing their upprmiching 
death, early in tho morning on Sunday, g^iiiEr nmnfl f!ir clnistors in 
a ri ;:riil^i'* procession for tho propagation of tho Divino iViith Mvi safety 
of Jloly C'imreh, j>our forth prayers to God. The minister uf the afuru- 
said CoDTent, Fiiar Baberi Burley, in a set sermon exhorts the rest not 
to refuse, if it became necessary, to sufft-r di-ath for tho dofencc of Christ's 
law ; nnd not Iod;:^ aflJorwards bciii;^ I)rsiegod by three English regiments, 
fifty religious in one mimitc of an liour wfto sn1ijwto<l to (hf pxtreine 
punishment of death. liobert and tho greater part aro struck with an 
axe ; some are stabbed with daggers, some are earned out upon a fork ; 
and when the martyrs of tho Christian lav and of the Catholic Church in 
their dying moment cried out 'Victory!' 'You will see,' said the Euglisli, 
' what your Pope will now avail you, whom you call your lord and 
prince*.' " 

Another book frequently quoted by Lopez, is one entitled Annalet 
Ordam SS. DtmUtt^ RetkmpUonii Capiivwvm^ i^. Tom. i«, Itomx, 
1686, by Bonaventuxa Baron, a native of CSI<mmflll, and a Fiandacan 
Friar of St. Isidore's, Rome. wa.s neph« w to Luke Wadding, the 

well-known historian of the Franciscan OkIi r. The family of Paron was 
u braiK h of tho Oeraldines. They wero titular Ikhoils of Humchurch, 
in the county of Kilkenny. Tlie barony wais created by the Counts 
Palatine, in virCns of the seignory granted by the Qcown ; and hence 
this Icanoh was popularly called Baron. 

From hia book I have made the following extracts m ezietuo, whtdk 
bare been carefully translated from the Latin. Ilaron^a account is not 
free from a certain appcnranee of niiroaliiy, contains anachronism^ ; 
as, for example, where ho says that the Karl uf Di siuond eon'rilmtcd to 
the first rcdcmptiou of aix very notable persons. Tho EarMum of 
Desmond was not created until nearly one hundred yean after the 
foundation of the house at Adare. 

**IV. The event peculiar to the Order, and to the prcsmt year, affects also

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the ftuthor of fhew aamali; for at the oUwe of the jeur (he Trinitwiaa 

Order was introduced into Ireland by certain fatliers of Albion or 
Scotland, ami esin'clally l)y Fi iar Jolm C'/iiiyn, Minister of Dunbar. It 
began at Atharia, or Alarra, commonly csilied by our coimtryinen Atbarah, 
in the diocese of Limerick, for tliero a remarkable monastery was built 
by the liithmi, and endowed bjr the Earls of Kildare, with posseMuuiB 
and rcvi riuea. 

'I'hoYP they laboured vigorously in the dltjcct ( f tlair Order, 
namely, the redemption of captives, with great applause for their piety, 
80 that some paid over to them the price of hmds, silver vessels, and also 
ehaltmft, which thejr sold. Noblemen and eommonerB mibMribed a great 
quantity of money. The Earl of Desmond, of whoso race I am dfifloended, 
rr.iitrilnilcil to flip first rcdomjiliori of six very notablf iutsoii;!, the whole 
phili' (if liis table, a gtHul part of which was of •^nld. and thr prcafcr part 
silver, but some of it only gilt ; and the Countess gave her gold ueck- 
laoei adorned with jewels, ear-ringi inUdd wiOi pfeewns afamee, golden 
bnoelets eet with pearls, and other female onaments. 

"From that monastery of Aflmrr, moreover, proccnded mniiy liglits 
of this Onirr and omnmonts of their country, as nlso from other houses 
of the same iu the uaid kiugdoiu, the enumeration of whom I think fit 
to reMTTe for the next jear, seeing there is nothing to compel us to place 
them under the present year. 

** IV. Tliut the year may end in this^, although content almost with 
silonee, I will add here on the faith of others, some events of an uncertain 
yt*ar, but certainly near this time, from documents sent to me from 
my eountiy, namely, that in this year, or oertainly some year near this, 
Convents of this Order were built at Dnblin, whidi is now the metropolis 
of the kingdom, at TJincrick, at CVrk, at rontaniini (commonly called 
Drihitla?rh '), and at Galwuy, iu which houso^^ a great nutnlier of religion;? 
beyond a doubt resided, and many of them remarkable both for skill iu 
letters and for probity of life. Ceitatnly the trohiTee of Atbsia, a manu-

of many fldeiMefl, and aa veil akQkd m "Hehniw and Greek ; Butler, 
otherwise Edmund*, Archbiihop of Caahd| a worker of minclcs both 
living and dead.— all of them venerable, of wondeifiil integrify of moralB, 
zeal for the worship of God, and sanctity. 

'^Y. Beyond many, however, the Trinitarians of our country, that is 
to aay the Irieh, are Ibnnd ieaIot» lor pvoeuring UlMrtjr for the boond. 
In that province alone, it is believed that sixty-four redemptions were 
perfoctcd, to each of whieli, if wo a^oribo af luu^f nin< ty, (for we would 
make the number usual with otbur», too low rather tliun tdu <;r('at,) there 
will result 6,800'' captives rcdeemod by the Irish Triuit4iriuns, if wo 
eiedit those who assert it. 

YI. But what is of greatest moment in the' aots and examples of 
these fathers, onc^ht justly to be montioiiod, tlu ir enn^taney in the pro- 
fession of tlu' faith, utul patience uiukr tortures even uii!<» deatli, which 
they submitted to not ouly with fortitude, but even with cugeruess. 
A eertain MS. book of the CaaiTent I hare mentioned of AtbarrB) diooese 
of Limeiiok, mentions forty of them by their proper nnmee. Some of 
thotn ( ■;vq :i recent author') must bo rescue J by our pen from oblivion; 
uud bigumin^ to do .so, he adds, Blessed' Arthur* O'^^eill, son of the 
Chieflaiu O Neill, by his very name exhibits the great glory of his race, 
but was atill more g^oriona by the sanotity of his life^ hia honouiable 
tdi^on, and his death. He never ^ared hia body, anbdatng it by

literary studies. A man of great wisdom, ho casQjr obtained the rank 
of a Doctor in Theology, and in hoth Laws ; he twice, with incredible 
joy of all men, governed the province of his religion'' in Ireland. In 
A11H0l^ or modem. Soivdattd, be boilt aome moiiaafefie»i Be traa 
abraady about aszty yens old, bat of Ttgonnia etrengtb, and witb few 
white hairs, when the desin- of preaching the Qospol to the heathen 
seized his tiiind. He called to kim, as fellow soldier* in this danger, 
Fcrgon oinm ' and X'atrick, alumni of his religion, both excellent preachers 
of the Divine bnr; Hm one thirty, the n&a aix-and-thirty yean dd, 
botb of vonderfidly veUmgolBted minds. Fw some yean tbey noom- 
mended the fidth to tho lieathen, wW voce, and by the example of an 
niistcre life. "VThen tliey had traversed long districts of lands, they 
arrived at the palace Amara, of the great monarch, Trester John. 
Then Ibey nmained two monflm tat tbe aaka of ftreadiing, and wBra 
noeiTod by that prince wilb flie greatest bononr ; being oalled fbe White 
Apostles, on account of the whiteness of their life and garments, (if I mta- 
tako not), ^nien tlif y w i re about to If^avo, tho Princf offered them great 
gifts of gold and silver. Tho religious beg to bo allowed to receive nothing, 
excusing theuiMlvea on tbe ground that they ought to imitate Christ, 
botb God and Ifan, and His boly diadples, wbo lived poor and taught tbe 
truth. In a few years afterwards they went to tilO xoyal Babyb>n, and 
whilst they were there preaching Christ, they were seiz<>d and crowned 
with the laurel of martyrdom. The blessed Arthur yvaa committed to 
the flames; the other two w^ impaled on spits, Cul. of Sept., 1282. 

"Ym. Oenld fivbert, burning witb seal for spreading tbe worship 
of the Lord, sot out &om Ireland, and piously lived some years at 
Jerusalem, where he also built a ^lonaitery of the Order of tho most 
Holy Trinity. lie had there tho greatest intimacy with Morogh his 
oountryman, who quitting his couati-y, for tho same reason, to spread

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ClirisHan piety, distinj^fuished at Jerusalem for sanctify and learning, 
chastened his body with flatrdlation and fnsliiit;, and spread tlic l\iitli 
with sji-eat Inbour, in wiiich office Gerald was l)y no moflns infi rior V> 
him ; until in Judam he I'tarlcssly gave up the ghost Ibr Iht? laith, baring 
be«n beheaded in the year 1291, on the 6th day of May. 

"Bet^ides these, the book of Atharia has committed to memoiy Gregory 
C'ormnc, Jolm T.ciisis ^, Dr. Redmond, Thfulda ns O'TIiggin, and seven and 
twenty others, all martyrs. All these, before the English came with the 
fury of bai'bariaDs, perished in foreign parts, to redeem captives from 
their power, as I have said. Thus &r he'; which things find with me 
the greniter credit, hecauK he mentions names used otdy, and very com- 
monly, by our countrymen. Let these £wt8 sufEtoo for this year." 

Of the Adare Priory, which was, according to Lopez, the most flour- 
ishing and best endowed at llu jk ritxl of the Dissolution, but scanty 
records are to bo found in nm- native annals or histories. The earliest 
notice 1 hare been able to discover is the following, in Archdall's 
Motmiievm MiemieuM, the reference there bi in;^' King, p. 256 — 

'♦a.d. 1310. Peter was Prior, for in the same year we iind that Friar 
John 8^0 and Friar Gilbert de dare, together with Hastar John Groyne, 
were aoensed of takin|^ force and Tioleno^ goods and chattels cC the 
said Prior Pet«r, to the amount and yalue of 100 shillings; and they 
ffLY9 hail lor their appearanoe to answer to the said ohaige V 

The next is Iram the Patent Bolls, 20 Edw. IL, 1329 : — 

" To all to whom [these] present letters shall come, Greeting. Enow 
ye, that Lave learned by the Iu']-.ii<if im wliidi wo have caused to be

Wc desiring to do a 8p«icial favour to tho said 
minist^ and ConTent, have granted to them and givai peimiaaion for iu 
and our heirs that they may purchase the aforesaid three aores of land 
with the appurfi<nances from the aforesaid William, to have and to hold 
to them and their suci-essors in pure and perpetual alms, a.s is afores4iid ;

The Patent Rolhj 32 Edw. III., p. 1, m. 11, contmu a grant to this 
Monastery", of whidi the following is a tHaslation; (twenty pounds 
a-year al that date would he eq^iuvole&t to hetween two and three 
hundred at the present day):—

In the Black Book of Lirninii/k, ]i. OS, in a dci il t xrciitf d 27 YAw. III. 
(1390), !>y John Fitztbniinis de dure, giving (i»e atlvowsou of Corco- 
moyde (u tlie Dean and Chapter of Limerick. One <if the witnesses 
was ITicbolaa Sanford, Prior of the Trinitarian Abbey, Adare. 

In the Patent Bolls Bieb. II., ]». 2, Uto. 40, is one for flie Hinister 
and Convent of the Holy Trinity of Addar* in Ireland. This is an 
exemplification <tf the previous Letters Patent. From this date, until 
tlio suppression in the re\<!j\ of Ilcnry VIII., we lose all trace of 
this House; and after that octiiiTence, until the reigu of Elizabeth, 
no account of these Priories is at prcwnt to be found. When the 
Stata Tupea of Edward TI. and Hary's reigns are fiiliy oalendarcd, 
it is to be hoped tiiat this gap may be filled vqp, finr it wonid be

on the south side of fho Friary; the mill and water-conrso of Cas(l(! 
Boberti? ; a mill and wutcr-courso in Adaire ; two ralmon- weirs on tlie 
river Mage, and uu t^eUwcir iu the parish uf Adairu ; the meadow of 
NonynahagliTBghereea, altitated on the eoath of the Fruury, and a garden- 
plot near to the samo ; the rectory and vicarage of the town and parisli 
of Adaire, together with all the titlies issuing from the following towns, 
viz.

The subsequent history of the lands belonging to this and the other 
two rriories is curious as illustrating the number of hands through whi( h 
they passed. In the intcrlcnvpd cnpy of Archdallj iu the lioyal Irish 

Academy, is the following meiiioraudum in MS. : — 

" Inquisition taken on the morrow of S. Martin, 20 Elizabeth, finds 
that 4t]i of Octoher, 9 of her reign, she demised to Sir Waiham St. Leger 
this House, (the Trinitarian Priory). Also the Abbey of Neumgli, and 

the nunnery of S. Katherine, both in the same county, with all their 
popscspions, at the annual rent of £22 17?, 8d. Irish money. It also 
appears by auolher inquisition that the rectory of Adare, appropriated 
to the Prior of this friary, was of the annual Tilue ol 20s,''' 
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We iMxt find that in 1683 tlie Blaok Ahhvjt tlie Wliite Abbey called 
the Rtian^iu O^^mrmn, end the Nannerr of BeUaaeg^lagli', fofmeily 

in the possession of Sir Jobn Desmond, had bean granted in lease to John 
Zouch" foi- tvrcnty-one yoars, and hml boon conveyod hy hira to James 
Gold, Attorncy-rniiirral for Alutistcr, to whom a lease for forty yeaM wee 
granted by the Crown, 25 Eliz., (afterwards forfeited). 

In the Irieh GonmpoiideDoe, Beooid Offlse, Londi», July 23, loSG, 
a fiall deaoriptioa is ffYBa of flie lands of the Trinitarian and Augue* 
tiniBD FriaiB at Adan^ together viUi tiMia of the Abb^ of Nen^ 
and the Nunnery of St. Kifberine, aa leaaed to 8Ir Ilenry Wallop, 
July 20; 1585, for (wonty yesirs; and the possessions of the Franciscan 
Friars as leased to ihv same, on July 23, 1585, for twenty-one yc'ars. 

This paper i» nearly a duplicate of one which will be quoted presently, 
and wbich is to be ibnnd in full in Appendix A. It eontaina» bowever, 
aome additiooal information; aa, for example, after deaeribing the landi 
of the Trinitarian Prioty, it adda the foUowing vorda, " which are all 
parcels of the possessions of the aforesaid House of the Friars Preachers 
of the Holy Trinity of Adam." The word preacheiSy employed in this 
record, may have given rise to llie i<ii a allmleil to p. /?5, of there having 
been a Dominican Triory at Adarc, as the usual name for that Order is 
the Preaobing Friata. 

The iblbwing letters axe inteMating aa Telating to tbeae leasee, and 
alao aa illustrating the duoacter and 2>ositiou of one of the h: ading men 
oonneoted with the government of Ireland during tbe reign of Eliaabeth.

"KiGUT llox. AND MY vEiiY liooD LoKD. — I roccivcd lutcly by Gregory 
Bigges a letter ft'om the horda of the Council there, coDCcrniag the 
Moaiasteri«8 of Ada>«, whieh. tlieir Honors do think Btmige that I diould 
accept or take any state therein, considering that the said Rigges had 
formerly brc)iip;ht over hither diri-cfion from Her Majesty to have the 
same pass by Ica.so to him. And as nothing may or doth more grieve 
me, than that 1 should incur anyway lier Highness' ofifonco or their 
H<»ioiis* miBlike, so lor the better satisfying of tliem and of Her Majesty, 
I have thought good to declare unto your Lordship in few words in what 
sort I have pomr to harv any title or intcn st in the suid monasteries. . . . 
After his (the Lord Deputy) coniiiii^ liithor, alleging spmal opportunities 
of servici^, and for that purpose a full intent to make hia chief abode at 
AiUone^ and to wall the town forthwith, he dealt Tery earnestly with me 
to have the said Castle of Athlone, which was before passed unto me upon 
the death of Sir K^icholas Malbey, un lcr the broad seal of this realm.

In con- 
sideration whereof his Lordship promised and assured me that I should 
have anything of the like value that I could find being in ht<; u'ift or 
disposition. . . .

I hope your Lordship with the rest of that 
honourablo board weighing with your grave wisdoms and accustomed 
fhvour the premises, you will not only eleor me of any sinistitf <4>uuon, 
whir li may have been conceived of me by Her Majesty or their Uotiora, 
but also that they will tbitik it reasonable timt the House of Athl'i ie, 
with the appurteuanooS) be restored to my posaesftiun, haviag so lawful 
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and just a title thoeto hy Ilcr Ilighneis' letters patents, remaming -with 
nw; M ym hun idjudged it agreeaUe to equity tiiet Hr. Bi^e ehould 

hftTe the Abbeys of Adni-e, haTing no estate perfeoted llttto him of the 
•Bine, and mine being already perfect ; wherf-ns my Lord Deputy hath 
of AthloDo none at all, but hU own will and my s^iiiferunoe. The rather 
also for that I naver have lud or have anything of Her Uajcsty's gift 
ainoe my comiiig hiliier towards the anrtauung of the exceeding efaaigea 
and expense which I live at here, all upon the penny iu so troublesome 
times an have been since my coming over, arid of mjch extreme dearth 
as hath been and is now universally throughout this realm, and so shall 
I have oaoBo to think their Honoia aa much my good Lorda, aa I am 
willing to ftilfil any their oomnandnenta, Thua I humUy take leave^ 
the 18th of April» 1586.

Sir Henry's wishes as to the fee-fanns were not carried otit, as we 
find* that these Abbey lands hud bciu demised in reversion by the 
Quern to Robert Collam, of Dublin, December 24, 1587, to be held for 
fifty years after Sir Henry's leases were determined ; Sir Henry imme- 
diately brought up this reversionary interest, and the Queen then, — 

*'in oonsideration of Sir Henry's services and the great expenses he 
had been at in building npon the pmnues fix the better fwliflcation and 

defence of her faithful subjeots in those parts, .... 22nd May, 1596, 
granted the said premises, and all the possessions, spiritual and temporal 
thereto belonging, to Sir Henr)' and his heirs, to hold as of the Castle 
of Limeridc, by fealty only, .... and to perform the oonditiona of plan- 
tation the ptovinee of Monster. The aibreBaid premises oontsining 
2,000 aeies; liberty to impede 120 aorea^ wil^ free -wanen and park V

"All remitted from Miuhaelmaii '69 Eiiz. to Michueimas 1 James I., 
and in eonsideration of a certain decrease of £600, by the alteration of 
money, the King allowed her the rent of the premises for seven years 
from the said feast of StMiohael." Privy seal dated at Wiodiester, 
September 28. 

We next ilnd a grant of a considMable portion of these lands to 

Nicholas Lyllis, Esq., July 17, 

Thirty yeara ai'terwards a part of these lands was in the ])ossessi(_)n 
of George Evans, oi BuUyphilip, co. Cork, as appears by u deed dated 
December 8^ 1669^, in whieh he eooveys his estate to trustees for the 
use of his ehildren ; and anon^ otiier hnds he enumerates, —

No tmea of Ibo Castle of Bower remauHS but it is ntarked upon the 
Down Survey map. 

Castle Roberts was situated near the bridge of that name, adjoining 

the south-cast bmmdary of Adarr drmosne: a small house has beeu in 
modem times erected ou its site, iueorporating within its walls what 
remained of the old C^tle, of which no features are now externally 
visible. 

Ln tbe Beoords of tbe Bolls, Tot. zi p. 245, tbers is a gesnt under the

Poor Abbey, with its tithes, mills, &o., and White Abbey with the same, 
belonged to Kieholas Ullies*.

Tlic history of the Trinitarian Pnoiy has been BOir Inoed from its 

foiindatirm in 1230, to its coming into poHsession of tho present pro- 
yiriotors- of Atbro, with the pxcoption of the short interval between tlie 
i xpulsiou ot tiic I'riur?) in the reign of Ueury YIIl. aud the grant in 
the ninth year of Elizabeth. 

Plate III. giTes a new of the rained Chnrch of tide Priory as it 
apfpeared about the end of the last century. Within Ae memory of the 
present generation there was an old gabled roin standing on the south 
aiilv of the road, which formed part of the eonrontunl huiltlings; a large 
well-lnnlt passafjc or sewer, still lo bo seen in the purJeu of one of tho 
cottages near wliere this tower stood, leads towards tho Cluirch. At 
the beginning of this century the mined ChurdL was used as a bsll* 
court, and lubecqueDtly the intention was to fit it up as a matket^honse ; 
and eonneoted with this plan the feUowing aneodote is related among the 
townspeojjle. One day the late Earl went into the old ruin, and as he 
stood looking up at the ceiling of the tower, he wns hcanl to ki}', " I 
never will allow it to bo a rlpii of thiovcs aud he imiiiodiati'ly .sent 
for the itev. Mr. Lee, tlie viuciabUt puri.sh priest, and announced his 
intention of giving it to the people for their Churolh; which was soon 
after eairied into effect. 

The present remains of the THnitarian Prioiy consist of the Church, 
ono wall of tho buildings whieh formed tho north side of the cloister, 
a tower w ith gabled roof at the western end of this wall, and a smaller 
tower at the other extremity 

The Church consists of a nave, massive central tower, chancel, and 
n<Hlh transept. The latter was many years ago lengthened by the 
presmt parish priest, the Bev. T. & O'Onidy, sinee whidh it has been 
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ooiTarted into one of the Mhoolnomi attaohed to the CoiiTeat of the 
ftitsn oif Many. 

The aichitectitral features of this Church are Teiy nmplei The window 
in tho sou(h side of the tower, and thoso in the nave, are of two lij^hts, 
with iutorsoctinc: tnirrry and dripstonei*. Tli<' wall of the nave is 
batlleineutud, us ut Askcutuu. Ihe low and ma&jive tuwer bears more 
of a militBiy ihm of an eodflnartioal cihanofear, indioalxTe of fhe 
neoeamty tu a atnog place of defenoe whieh eziated mhem fhia Frimy 
was founded. The dimwniBiniMi axe, octenially, 34 ft, by 81 ft, and 
63 ft. high. 

This tower is appronohed by ii narrow flight of steps constructed in 
the north wall, the door to which is in the north-west pier, twelve feet 
above the floor of the Church, and is reached by a ladder. In the belfry 
there are three dtxne, viuoh lead by narrow gtaueaaee to fbnr small and 
ewKMM odle. Two of them ate ibnned in flie thiekneee of the east 
and west walls, and are marked in tlie plan. These two celts have 
aquaie apertwes at either side, affording an east and w(>st view into 

the Church ; through the for- 
mer the high altar can be 
seen. Tbesovtlt>ea8t angle of

loffy and well proportioned, 
tfivinr^ an air of li<;h{iu>ss to 
the structure.

Ibese Irish baUleimentii aooording to Ur.Feigtassoa', "are identical 
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with ntay finind in the norih of Itafy, Irat veiy milike u^flniig either 
in Eugkad or Sootbnd. 'Buf give a fbreign look to the vhole httiUing, 

which is very striking." 

Tho apertures to tlio bell-chamber aro all narrow and sqiiare-lu aded. 
An opening uu this iloor conducts by a few steps to a low vacant space 
extending beneath the floor for the dietanoe of some feet, and which 
appeara to have heen eorered hj a tnqp door. The tower ia aimply 
groined, the libi having dwmftnd an^tea, qwingiog ftom maaaiTB 
oorixia wifll moulded capitals, tt^rminating in a hexagonal point, resting 
on a rudely carved head, one of which is here shewn. In the south wall 
of the nave are llireo plain recessed arches, about 12 ft. 
high, 11 ft. wide, and 1 ft, G in. deep. 

When this ohuiohwas repaired and enlarged in the year 
1852, the ehaneel required to be rebuilt. It bad a plain 
east window of three lights, of somewhat similar design to 
the present one. The nave has been U ugtht ned 12 ft., 
a Lady-chapel added, and a porch (>rect('d. Plate IV. 
shows the cast end of tho church in its present state. 
In the necessary alterations and mlargement oara was 
taken to preoarre as &r as possible the ancient oharaeter 
of the buildings. 

The square tower before mentioned has recently been 
converted into tlie liifehen of the Convent, with an oratory oVer it. The 
north wall of the cloister forms tho south wall of the larpo schoolroom. 
In the garden of the nuns is the dovecot belougiug tu the Monastery, 
of low oiroular form, the oomoal atone peefiaated roof of which ia atilt

This House was founded by John Earl of Kildai-e, 1315, us appears by 
the followins^ Patent granted in the eleventh, year of the reign of King

of TbonuM Eul of EUdup^ fiNrmcrly granted to those brothen, and which 
Tbomas, the Mm of Jobn, prewntEari of Kildare, coofirtned for them,)

Unibrtiiiiately, not * tingle notice connected with the history of this 
Priory can be found, ftom its foundation til) after the general aupprcBaioa 

of these Ilousea in the r( i;.'n ofHeniy VIII. 

In the year 1G99 the Earl of Essex slept witliin its mined walls ; the 
occasion of his; beins; (!k re in tjivpn in the histoiy of the Castle. The 
account of the apprupriatiou of it^ lauds has been already detailed, with 
those of the Trinitarian Priory. It appears to have possessed about 
fifty-six acres and their tithes. 

The group of conventual buildings forming what tomains of this Fiiary 
consists of the Church, the cloisters, the refectory with rooms under, 
a gateway, nnd a long building extending to tho iiortl; The Cliurch 
eonsi.sts of tln' narc, with a south 8ifl('-ai>le, the chancel, and a lofty 
sq^uoro contial tower. The west doorway of the nave wad plaiu, but 
above it are cocbds apparently to support the beams «i a wooden porch. 
The western buttresses are without plinths. The south aisle Is of hiter 
date than tho nave ; it has a owmee moulding both external and intoraal ; 
that on the outside is a hollow ornamented with carvings of foliage — 
human heads and animals of fourteenth-century character. The east aud

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WBBt windows are surmounted by dripstones springing fipom ftdiated 
flarvingB with a square reton. The western one is shewn in the ac- 
companying view of that window. The mol- 

lions in the south windows have a round head 
on th(' cdfjo oxtcnially. Tho cast window is 
surmounted by a drcply cut drip-moulding 
springing from slender engaged semicircular 
shafia with caps and bases. The present en* 
tnmoe to the Chnidi is bj a small dew near 
the western an^e of the south aisle, the west 
door being blocked up. The aisle was scpa* 
rated from the nave by four pointed arches 
without chamfers or raouMings, and rcsiing 
on rectangular piers without caps or bases. 
Only one of these piers now remains, as three 
of thsse arohes have been reoenfly thrown into 
two^ which are supported by a oireolar oolnnn with a ospital in the 
Norman style. Nothing could be contriTed more oat of character with 
the ancient building than this alteration, carried out apparently to enable 
a few of the congregation to see the clergyman, who were previouslj' de- 
barred from doing so by the more massive square piers. This is not the 
only instanee of horlnriBm in aroliiteoturc perpotxated nnder the ssnetion 
of the Eoelesiastioal Commissionen. The south wall of the ohanoel is 
pieraed by windows of three lights, with ohamfered muUicms terminating 
in simple interlacing tracery. Tho cast window of the south ai.slo, of four 
lights, is well proportiom-d, and is enriched along the edge of the splay 
by a fine moulding spriuL^ing from eorbi l>, su]ip<M-ti <l by iingi'l--^. In the 
south wall is a recessed tomb similar to thusu m the ii'rauciscau I'riory, 
and having the ssne monldings. The west window of the nave is of 
three' lighti^ with flw nsual interaectittg trscery. The eorbds whioh 
su^orted the anoient roodlolt still remain. The oentnd tower, lAioh is 
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square, and sovcnty-eiffht feet high, is of later date than the chancel, 
being attached to the old wall and partly blocking up the westernmost 
of the south windows. Beneath this window are three scdilia of a similar 
character to those in the Franciscan Abbey, remarkable from the pecu- 
liarity of their position. They may have belonged to an altar at the 
screen or junction between the nave and chancel previous to the erection 
of the tower. The chancel is lighted on the south side by two windows 
of three and one of two light.s, of rather unusual width for their height.

The angle of the splay of their inner arch has a hollow moulding. The 
east window is of five lights and of very large dinicusious, the mullions 
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and tmcery of which are identitail with those alroiitly dcsonbt^d. The 
foregoing sketdi AeiwB the cbauoel fledilia. Oppoaite to them aw two 
noeased tomlM, with elUptuial aniies of siimlBr type to thoso alwve men- 
tioned. The cloisters were entered from the Churah hj « door in the tower, 
(now blocked up by the oi^au). A semicircular-headed doorway in the 
north wall of the ehnncol lends to a vestry which ha"* rpcently br>on aildcd. 
Alioitt ten iVi 1 IVmiii the vestry is the entrance to the cloisters, of which 
Plate XVII. gives a view as seen just within the doorway. Tlic interior 
of tiie etoUter.gerth is a i><^uai e of thiity-three feet, each aide oonsbtiog 
of three bays, which oontaia a window of thiee lights, with einque» 
foiled heads. The amhulatories 00 the south and west side ure plain 
Taolted, while those on t'u- cast and north are groined. The hays on 
the east side ure elliptical, wliiio those on the remaining 8idc«5 have the 
depit^M^d pointed arcli. The i>ide oi the bays facing the east umhulutory 
arc well carved in hollow and ogee mouldings. On this side the spaudrils 
in. the thtee beys eontain shields, bearing, in the sonthera bay, the cross, 
in the centre the eross saltire, and in tiie northern, the cross saltive on 
a field ermine : the two latter arc the ai*ms of the Kildarc and. Desmond 
branches of the Geruldines. In the north ambulatory the ams on the 
sliir Id are the otoss and cross aaltire, and opposite the oentml bay is 
tbo lavatory. 

The north side of the cloisters i& bounded by a range of building, 
the ground'floor consisting of several vanlted rooms, and above a long 
apertmmt, which, may have been the rofeetoiy, or perhaps the dormitory. 
TbiB room measures 82 ft. by '22 ft., and is lighted by several windows, 
no two of which are alike. It is now converted into a schoolroom, in 
which also the concerts of the Adnre Chonil Society are held. No trace 
of the buildings on the east or west side of the cloisters remains, but on 
the site of the latter the mausoleum, already desoribed, has been erected. 

Attadied to the nortb-east angle of the bnUdings on the north aide of 
the cloisters is the gateway, of which a view is here given. Over the 
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aitli am two BbkAdB^ Iwanng Hi» DeoiioDd md Xildan bubi. Why the 
Dcsmoad aims ihottld he hen and in the cloisters it is difficult to con- 

ji'cttirn, unlrps these portions of the Monastery and the south aisle were 
t'loctcd by the K:irl of Kild.ire, who married a daughter of the Earl of 
JJesinond, the sunie who founded the Franciscan Priory ; a date which 
the style of the arehiteotore vould well hear oiit. 

Phte XYL diews the east and weet view of this gnmp of buildings 
in their present state. Abont Uucee hmidrBd yards south of tiie ehureb, 
just vithin ^e demesne wall, stands the ancient Dovecot of this Prior}-, 
an shewn in the voodout on p. 73. A^oining it the mill is said to have 
been erected. 

FBAHrCISGAir PBIORT. 

Of the history of tiiis Hoose ire hnow, fortonalely, many particalsEB. 
The Miamvag aooonnt of its foundatioa is derived fimm Wadding ■ >— 

" The Cuttvent of Adare was partly built in the year liM for &e 

Ohservant Brothers, by Thomas, Earl of Kildare, and Joanna his wife, 
i daughttT of James, Earl of Desmond, in honour of St. Michael the Arch- 
angel. The Convent was received in the Chapter of Moigh, which was 
held Urn year on the Feast of tto Apostles 88. Peter and Paul, and the 
Brotiiars entered it on the Fisast ot All Saints. The dedieatioo of the 
Churdi took place in the same year, November 19 ; the eonaeentton of 
the Church, as well m the two chapels and the cemetery, in the year 

14(36, on St. Michael's Day The names of the beueikctors, the 

gronto n»de to the Brothers, and the days on whioh they died, are noted 
in the chapter-hook of the Oonvent) whidi is still extant, and from whteh 
we have derived this iofbrmatioo. There lived hero in the great odour 
of sanctity Curca^ a Brother^ a layman ; he died on the 13th of De> 
cember, 1532."

Cofnoaa «ctrBotB fenn thii 
MS. appeared in Duffy's <' Hibernian Magazine the Mowing, relating 
to Adare^ ia iam the nnmbet Ootober, 1860 :— 

"Of all our Munster Monasteries there was none more celebrated 
than that of Adare, whoso ruins look down on the silvery Mague. This 
venerable edifice stands twelve miles south-west of Limerick, and within 
eight of the Shanmon, where the Hague ponra ita tribntaty watera into 
ttiat mighty river. Th» Franoiaoaaa are mainly iadebt^ for tliis Monas- 
tery to Thomas, 'lovrnth "Farl of Kildare, and Joanna his wifo, daughter 
of Jame?, Earl of Dismoud, who laid its first stone in 14t>4, and erected 
the Church and a fourth part of the cloister within the same ycur.

for, not nti«fied with fiumshing the Chunh with glan windows, they 
also bestowed upon it a bell of great value, and two silver chalices. The 
Church was consecrated iu honour of Miehacl the Archangel, on the 
Saint's festival in 1466, precisely one year before the decease uf Jumes^, 
Eail of Deemond, who waa ezeeuted in Drogbeda for having oounwUed 
King Edward IT. to dUmiaahia wifo Elinbeth Woodville^ widow of Sir 
John Grey. 

"The places consecrated as cemeteries outside the Church, were ihe 
cloister, within and without, and both sacristies, together with a field 
whidh waa deatined for pnUio M|Niltare; leuth of tbia a email patoh of

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ground whs left unoonaocratcd, in order that it might bo reserved for 
tbo?'f> who ^rere deprived of Christian burial. The rcmaininj^ portions 
of tho buililiiig were completed by different pOTf?ons, whoH.e iiamos arc 
inscribed in an ancient rcjpster which I saw iu the htiads of Father 
James IBckeyf formeriy guardian of tiitt Cdomit, and wfaioh vw tead 
in tlw «]kapt«ivroom on «U Fridays of the year, when it was customary 
to pray for the health of our benefactors' souls. Cornelius O'Sullivan 
erected the belfry, and made an offering of a silver rhalifn wuslicd with 
gold. Margaret Fitzgibbon, wife of Cornelius O^Dca, built tho great 
chapel' ; and John, son of the Earl of Desmond already mentioned, ereoted 
a aeoond one of minov dimeDsiona, to triikli Ifiargaret, wilb of Thomas 
KfslCanrice, added another, small indeed, but exquisitely beautiful. 
O'Brien of Ara and liis xvitb built the dormitory, while llory O'Dea 
completed a portion of tho cloister, and presented a silver chalioe. 
Ifaiianns O'Hckey, who subsequently took our haltit and died in Adare 
CoDTent, huilt the refeotory, and it was he who ftunuhed the norfheni 
side of the choir with its beautiful panellings and stalls. Donald O'Dea 
and Sabina his wife finished another portion of tho cloister, and Edmond 
Thomas, Knight of the Glens, aud his wifo Honora Fitzgibbon, built the 
inflrmai7: tiw httw £ed May, 1503. Another lady, the wilb of Fits- 
gihhon, added ten feet to the kngtfa vlt the ehanoel, in order (hat the 
priests mi^t Iwtb ampler space about the great altar ; and slic likewise 
caused a vault to be constructed for herself under the choir. O'SulIivaTi, 
who erected the belfry, died iu 1492; and Mai^aret Fitzgibbon, who 
hailt tiw eh^pel under tiie tnvooatkok itf tiie BUnsed Virgin, deoeaaed 
January, 148S. Donoogh, son of Bernard O'Brien, who bnOt tiie dormi- 
tory, died on the viiril of the feast of St. Francis, 1502 ; and our founder, 
Thomas, Earl of Kildare, departed March 2", 1178. Joanna, his wife, 
died on the feaat of St. Antony of Padua, 148G, and was interred iu the 
saored ediico that owed so mueh to her munifioenoe. Among die other

'*Wlieii I was in Cbik I waw a oonsideEaUe portion of Moied 
fonitttre of this ConTent in possesaknt of flatlur TJionua Ktigerald, who 
diewcd me a forf heautiliil silver-gilt dborium far the Host Holy Sacra- 
ment, a silver press used in processions, and six or seven chalices, nearly 
all of which were washed with gold. He also had the register of the 
Convent^ and Taxious suits of sumptuous Testnmtt^ whklL wwe seriously 
injured hy tine. 

"During the wars of the great Earl of Deamend} our Friars were 
ejected from the Convent of Adare ; and when Queen Elizabeth bestowed 
the desecrated edifice on one Wallop, a soldier of fortune, he allowed 
it to go to ruin. When I visited it the xoof hsd fillan in, but the walk 
wsra still standing." 

The Earl also made a grant of ground whereon the friary stood, and 
erected a garden and orchard, together with eight mesauogea, seven acres 
of smaQ measure, and oonvauient pastnrage. 

No aooount has been Jbund of the siqppnssion of this Vnaxf in the 
reign of Henry YIIL By the grants in Blisahe^'s zeigo, alluded to in 
p. 58, the buildings arc described as constating^ in 1585, of a church, 
■ a cloister, a hall, a dormitory a library, three chambers, a kifcluni, 
j a bakehouse, a large park or close on the western side, surrounded with 
stone walls, two other parks surrounded with walls, mout^ and foss j in 
whioh parhs an msny trees, a water-mill, and an ed and * aahaon weir 
m the Uaigue. Of these waDs, moat^ and fbaa not a Testtge remain^ 
excepting fbe gateway and a portion of tin wall on the sonth aide ; the 
boundaries of tho parks are obliterated, and tho trees have all disappesiod. 
The subsequent history of the Abbey lands has been already given with 
those of tho other Priories. 

After the suppression, but at what precise period ia not known, this 
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Friory bMame again tenanted hj the ICooka, aa mppem by a ktter htm 

Justice Walsh to Burghlej', giving an account of the disordered state 
of Munstcr owing to Lord Desmond's liaiDg: it b^pns^ "Tlie Ablwje 
of Adarc stoared again with friers "." 

During the civil wars in the reign of Charles I. this Abbey is !»aid to 
have been burnt by the Earl of Inchiqmn, called " Murrogb of the con- 
flagmtioiia." During the ezoaTationa and npain whioh ««k oarriod on

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about the year 1829, some charred wood was found among the niilli| 
•ad tlw mtrkB of lln wen plainly yinblo, fhiia oratobantiiig tiiia 
tnditioiL 

Wbilo clearing vmy the rubbish which had aooamnlated to the height 
of sereral feet, particularly in the small rooms on the east side of the 
cloister, a variety of articles were discovered : amon^ which may be 
mentioned nearly a hundred coins, from the reign of Edward II. to 
the eighteenth century; a watch case, two small bells, pins, amber 
baadfli nnall oandleitioks, pipes, combs, and a ailvar xing^ witii die 
l^gMid "Jjom God onely;*' alio a paten and a porUmi of a chalioe, 
made of tin, and miioli irom: Hiey are givea in the aocompanyiikg 
woodcuts, (see p. 78). 

A few years ago the small hell here shewn was found during some 
excavations which were made tu clear out the founda- 
tions of the rooms lying to the north of the cloisters. 
It ia 3 in. long, and 6 in. romd. Two EranoiBaan 
Ifonka ftom Limeriek, who happened to be looking 
on when the bell tamed iQ), claimed it; pleadingyeiy 
hard that, as representing the ancient possessors of 
the Monastery, tlu y miirlit be allowed to take it away 
witli thorn, and appealed strongly to the religious 
sympathies of the steward, who was a strict Catholic : 
he, however, naolnteljr xefbaed, dedaring that *'the 
Abbey end all it oontained belonged to hia Lcndahip^ 
and to him the bell must be given." 

This Priory, while inferior in size to many of our Abbeys, as for 
example Manistcr or Kilmallock, both within a drive of Adare, is so 
complete from the variety and uutnlicr of its buildings, the walls of which 
still remain, that it ad'ords a characteristic example of the Monasteries 
ereoted in Lreland during ^ftorteenth and fifteenth eentnries. Although 
not enriflhed by aome of tboae beautiM anAiteotaxal detiib whioh axe 
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occasionally to bo fouud in our ecclosiasticol buildings, it is remarkable 
for the general elegance of its outlinos, arising partly from the excellent 
proportioa of ike gAl>lM» K» taaay of wluoh lemiiiii ia a perfect state, and 
more eapeoially from the graeeful form of its aimple yet beautiftil tover, 
which is well seen in Plate ZX. Tho ruins eoDsiat of the <%iiniii and 
cloister, and the usual conventual buildings, some of which are easily 
identifiable". They ure in an oxcoUent state of preservation, owing to 
the late Lord Dunraven's care, wlio most skilfully repaired those portions 
in danger of farther dilapidation, and placed them beyond the reach, it is 
hoped for many years, of destmction liy ordinary eanaea. The entrance 
to the nare of the Canuoh is on the south side near the vest gable, by 
a small plain doorway. There are indications of a wood -i t rch having 
been creeted outside this door. The west window, of three lancet lights 
with an external Inbel inouklinj;, is simple, but well proportioned: the 
mulliona are plain, the beads of the lights without cusps. The central 
tower, which is nanower {hsn the body of tib G9mrch, springs from 
a lof^ equilateral pointed arch, 24ft. high, and only 9il. wide*; it ia 
72 ft. in hei^t) and divided externally into two oounes, surmounted 
by a hi^ and embattled parapet of triple steps, the tmninsl stones of 
which are coped nt nn nntjsually higli angle, pvinp them a peeuh'ar air 
of liglitnesfj. The lonn of the tower is rectangular, the proportion of the 
north and south sides to the cast and west beiug about 11 ft. to 14 ft. 6 in. 
This adds materially to its eflfect, as seen from different points of view. 
The upper story on the east and west sides is pierced by nnall loops, 
trhUe in the north and south the loop is doubled, fiirmxttg a narrow 
square-headed window. On the north side of the nave, and close to its 
junction with the tower, is a neries of fhrec blank arches, rccessctl to flu- 
depth of 1 ft. from the surface of the wiill, and commencing about 2^ ft. 
above the level of the ground. Beneath them are small arched vaults.

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Thoy aro ohviously monumental recesses. There are altogether fifteen in 
this Church, all of the same general character, and of rather late date. 
The arches of aoine are semicircular, of others elliptical. They are 
divided by raiall bnttraMM teranl stages, and are nununinted by 
ogee drip-mouldings, with carved and orooketed flnials. Their sepnkbral 
character has been questioned, but they may be seen in diflerant Abbegre, 
from the shallow dimensions they display «k Adnei flirough an inter- 
mediate state, when inscriptions and crosses are occasionally found on 
the slab, to a depth capable of containing, as they sometimes do, nionu- 

meotal effigies, lu the west wall are two 
flo n eeB r aticiii orofleee, whiob are here re- 
j presented: there is one of rimihur design 
in the north wtSL They are sorstohed 
in the plaster, and :ir(> about 10 in. in ' 
diameter, and at about 5 ft. from the 
ground. On the south side of the nave is a wide transept, access to 
which is through two pointed arches of unequal width and height, 
springing from an octagonal solamn. The transept has a vest aisle, 
separated horn it by three pointed anhas resting on reotugolar piers 
without caps or bases. This aisle had a kan.to roof, the west wall being 
only 9 ft. high. The south window of the transept is finely proportioned 
and of four lights, with the muUions crossini^ in the heads and not 
cuspatcd, beneath which is one of the recessed tombs. At the south 
end of the aisle is a two-light window, with ogee beads. On the esstecn 
side of the transept an two Cbantiy CSu^els, the first, or northern one, 
oontaining four reoeand tombs; the seoond, two^ In these chapels are 
now preserved two altar slabs, which were found in the Aagustinian 
Priory (now tlie Froteslant Church) during the alterations made a few 
yi urs -Ago in tliat building by the Dowager Lady Dunravcn. They are 
here represented, (see next page). At the southern end of the west wall 
of dw aisle is a small bnilding with a west gable, about 11 ft long by 
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10 ft. wide, lighted by two scmiciicular-headod wiodows. It ecems to 
httve been endoeed or Bareened off, and to have oommnniflated inth tiie 
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trauscpt l)y thi> dtiorway opposite: beyond which in the oast wall of the 
transept was au altar, (see Plan). This buildiug vfus pi-ubably a sacristy 
for priests sayiog Mass in. the transit and diapela. 

The east window of the dumeel is huge and of four lig^tSi the tracery 
bnag the mmo as that in the tnnsepty and m the iottih wall are four 
windows of two lights, with the heads obtosely pointed. On tho south 
wall arc three sodilia between two of the arched recesses: the rectaiii^nilar 
apertures in tlic divisions, (see next page,) are remarkable for tlie pecu- 
liarity of their position, one being close to the seat, uud the other near 
the springing of the andies. The pii^cinu, whieh is within the eastern 
reoesBy is quite plain and round«headed. In the north wall are tiuee 
mere of these recesses, of the same getoral diaraoter as those akeady 
described. 

That pictorial decorations were eztensiTeiy tised in this Church, is 
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clear from the traces remaining on the soffit of the semicircular arches 
surmounting these tombs, and on the surface of the revealed wall ; a few

of the patterns and patches of pale green and red being still visible. 
The following extract from a work entitled " A Tour through Ireland," 
Dublin, 1780, relating to one or other of the Abbeys, most probably 
refers to the Franciscan : — 

" From Limerick wo went to Adare, which is a little village pleasantly 
situated, and embellished with ruins of several Churches and Convents, 
rendered elegant by ivy, which almost covers them. In this stately ruin 
are some remains of ancient painting yet to be seen, particularly a bishop 
with his crozier and mitre giving his benediction. St. Patrick, St. Bridget, 
and St. Columba are very conspicuous."

Th<^ arcades are divided into | 
bays of three light.s, (see p. 87) r ttioso oti the north, cast, and south 
m\p% nro of a similar ]>nttMii, hut tln' westeiTi Adv. evidently of 
later date, is dithivnt, and is hlu wu iu Flatti XXii. In the centre 
' of the garth stands a veoemble yew of considerable siae, but by no 
I means rivalling tho magoificont one at Haekross Abbej. Prom the 
j north-west angle of the ambulatory, near the doorMay L adiiiu' into the 
I kitehen, the beautifully proportion id Muall LuilJiiii,' ulicady described is 
well Mfu, giving a peculiar and picturesque character to these cloisters. 
This view is represcuttiU iu tho woodout oa p. 87. In tho wcstera 
wall is a small figure oi a Eranmsoan Mon^ oarted in low rdief on 
a atone ahont 20 in. by Sin. in sise: this figure is popularly called 
St. Bridget, and does duty as a wishing stone; the popular belief being 
tliat wheu kissed, whatever is wished for will be gianted. Tt lu ars cvi- 
j dcut marks of having been long subji cted to this usage. These cloisters 
have u very foreign character about them : Mr. Fcrgusson has noticed this 
feature in other Irish cloisters ; he says " The cloisters have so foreign 
an aspect as to be almost startling: Eilconnel looks more like a cloister 
in Sicily or Spain than anything in those Islaads.*' This peeuUatity is 
j also mentioned by Mr. Blake iu his papers on Kileonnel Abbey in the 
I Proceedings of the Hnyal Iristituti' of British Architects lHo8. The 
j cloister walk was covered by a I> un to l ouf. On the west side is a building 
I which formed the Trior's rooms aud kilcheu. The lower room is 71 tL

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long, and has a large fireplace in its north gable, and one in the cast wall 
near the south end on the ground floor, of which a view is hero given. 




A door in the north gable leads to a paved yard, and another in the 
south wall gives access by a passage to the cloisters. This room was 
at one time divided into two parts, one half of which perhaps was the 
refectory, but the division has been removed. The northern half of this 
room is of a later date than the southern. The floor above was divided 
into two or three rooms. About sixteen feet of the southern end formed 
one, in which is the handsome fireplace here shewn, (see p. 90,) con> 
structed in a peculiar manner : a portion of the kitchen has been walled 
off, forming a passage (see Flan) ; this passage has been arched over in 
the central portion, and on this arch the great fireplace has been built, 
thus projecting boldly into the room. The vaults over the splay arch of 
the round-headed windows are of cut stone. Tlie rest of this floor had an 
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attic story above it, tho north end being apparently at a higher level ; 
it contains a largo fireplace in tho cast wall. The windows in these

rooms arc moet irregular in form and size, none of them having 
pointed arches. 

On the east side of the cloister was tho sacristy, and four other rooms, 
the walla of which are now but a few feet high, except tho portion 
adjoining the cloister. Over these rooms were probably tho dormitories. 
In the west wall of tho kitchen, or Prior's house, a doorway leads tc» u de- 
tached building, the dimensions of which are 40 ft. by 19, marked G, 
which was perhaps the infirmary mentioned by Father Purc<!ll, as erected 
by Ilonora FitzQibbon. It contained however no fireplace, and was 
but dimly lighted by a few narrow loops. It has three doors, one 
of which is nearly a foot lower in level tlian the other two. This 
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apartment flontBin flevenl tqnaxe leeesMa, tboat tfavee f«et from fhe 

grojind. 

The uorlh sidf of tlu' cloi.'tft'irt is boiradod by the large room marked 
£ uu thti plan, and containing a »pacions fireplace; its dimensions arc 
39 ft. by 24 : this was probably the refectory. Over this room was 
tauaOiae of the same raw, also witii a fireplace. 

To flie nortli ts a paved yard, beyond whioh ia fbe traOduig aaaiked 
n on the plan, cntcrLJ by a flat-headed doorway, and having a fireplace 
in the west gable consitUrably out of the centre: this was probably tbo 
gucst-cbombcr. Near if is a detached room 28 ft. by 20, ttf wliich 
scarcely more than the foundutioQ» of tho walls and of a fireplace re- 
nain ; apparently tlue was the hitdmn of the gneet^dnmlier. On the east 
side of the yaxd ia the buflding maihed F, yn&i a large epening in the 
' centre, 14 ft. long and 3 ft. G in. wide, throng iridiih ivaa a watercourse 
I of the same width. At one end and at right nnplcs is a small cell with 
oval terminationf*, pqnnlly communicating with the water-channel. Thcso 
were evidently the garderobes of tho Friary. This building lias been 
encased by a rectangular gabled taver. In the fiist floof the trindom 
are Donow, equare-headed, and of one lifl^t; the npper staty ftorma 
a long, naimm »Mm, lighted by Itanr tiro4igbt round-headed windowa in 
the south wall ; tbo north waU is destroyed. On the weet side of the 
conrtyard arc the foundations of two rooms, nearly square, one of which 
appears to have been a bakehouse. To the north of thcBC rooms there 
, are the remains of steps leading to a platform about six ftet sqaaro : can 
this have, been the base of the oraee? 

In oonsequenoe of the complete and nnnaasl absence of TsuUing 
in this Monastery, the whole of tbo first floors are desUwyed: whereas 
at Askcaton, also a Franciscan Priorv, built nearly at the same time, the 
vaulting has preserved the upper floor : this is also the cu^^e at Jfuckross, 
another Franciscan Prior}' of about the samo date ; likewiso in the Adaio 
Attgostinian Pkioiy. The rain maikBd I was pMnted oat lately, by 
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a -wry did man, as tlie dte of tbe mill; tlie fimiidatioiM were ooreied 
niUh. rabUdi, but ezoanitMiui hmng tntnadiaielf nuda^ the vlule plaa 

of the structure was ascertained. Tho place where the water entered, 
and where tho wheel and tho machinery were placed, remain porfect ; 
parts of the grindiug-stout! wen; found, and several piwes of charred 
wood, and marks of fire plainly visible on the stones, thus corroborating 
fhe tsadittOB <rftiie Mdoaflterjr having beea, at lent paitiallj, daitroyod 
hj fire. 

The giteway on the ■oath ride, in the direotioa of Groom and Castle 

Roberts, is still tolerably perfect ; a por- 
tion of it is here rcprosontcd, shewing 
a shield bearing the Kildare arms. From 
tide gate a voad, fbnned of the roughest 
paTement) atill nearfy entura^ leeda to 
theAbb^. The principal entruioe was 
probably on the north side towards Lime- 
rick, or the west towards tho aistle :uid 
bridge : but of the gateway or wall not 
a tiaoe Temains. 

These ndns cover about two aorea of 
groond; fhej are beantiftally do&ed 
with ivy, which hero grows with ex- 
traordinary rapidity and luxuriance, and 
attains to a great size. Close to the 
eu^it end of tho Church ia au ancient ash-troo, under which John Wesley 
is said to have preached. The Wedeyans hold an annual meeting and 
praaehing at this spot Many years ago, one of the prainrietan of Adare 
was repairing a long line wall, and running short of stones, he gave 
directions to pull down a portion of the Ahboy, pointing out tlio p-ir- 
ticular gable at Avhich he wished to commence, but tho maxims. Li iring 
a greater reverence fw the building consocratod to religion than their 
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BMStar, poMtivofy leftiMd to wmore a itone, or to vm one If wmoved : 
■ikd after some uioffcctnul attempts to shake their resolution, tho sclicmo 

was f'ortuuati'ly abandonod, and the I'om- Abboy of A(iare, (tho popular 
nnmo for a Francisoau Monastery,) was sav( (l hy the poor from tlic late 
which huij alteuded «o uiauy of evea tlic uobleat aud most sumptuous 
buildings, that of beiiig oonverted into a quarry. 



II. THE PABISH CHUECH. 




HE earliest notices yet discovered of the Parish and Cluireh of 
Adurc arc to be found in two ancient Taxations, cxtraut» £rom 



whidi hare been kmdly fiiniuilMd me by tiie Ber. Dr. Beeves, 
vrha oonsidera them to have been mnde about tbe yean 1291 and 1302* 
They vere ferincrly among the Records at Carlton Hide, in a bag which 
wn-s sent over from In luiid to tho English Exchequer in 1323. Tliat of 
1201 is probnbly the taxation ordered by Pope Nicholas TV. The second 
is from a Taxation of Uie province of Ca»hcl ; tho roll is undated, but the 
diooeie of Emly bean the date of 1302. In the fint doenment we Und 
"the Chuibh of Adare with its appuitinenciefl," also **£ho Churohee of 
Dissert and Crooin." The other nuutions **the Sieimeiy of Adare, in- 
cluding among others the Church and Vicarage of rroom ; the Church 
of Disert ;" and the Church of Aflnn*, with the chapels of Kilcurly and 
Castle Kobcrts,'' which is set down at " 11 marks, 4 shillings, and 
6 1 pence, excepting 10 marls of attmnl and free xanti vhicA llui Bbi^ 
pitallen have in the eame Chuxdi;'* and the Ticange of the aamo set 
down at " 5 marks, 8 shillingB, and 10 pence, excepting 4 marks to the 
llospitallers''." The list contains also *' the house of St. James of Adare," 
alluded to at p. 3G, and the name ooours again in. another Taxation, 
which will be given further on. 

The next notice of Adore is to be found in the first part of the little 
Ztier Aliftr of Limerick, which MS. ia preserved in tiie Be^stiy Office 
of the diocese. This is atated Bernard Adams, Bishop of lameriek, 
to have been copied verbatim from the ZH>er Xiger, which had become 
consumed with age, and to have been completed December 23, lUlG.

The 
amount of the proxies is nid to agree widi that of the fees of this period, 

but the list is certainly older, aa it reoognises tho rights of rcligiotiij 
houses'. Among the names are tho followina:: — "Tho Church itself of I 
Adare, the liectory of which belongs to the .Monu-^tory and Convent of ' 
the Order of tho Holy Trinity: tho Church of Villa- Trostany, (now Dan- 
munan}: the FfobeDd of Diflwrt Enguaaa.*' The importanoe of the vord 
Ik^usM^ as here attached to Diaaert, is diewn in the ohapter on the 
Chnzch and Tower of Disort. Tho full list of tlii> Cliun^hos comprising 
the Prnnory of Adare is given in Appendix F. lu the second part of 
tho Lider Niger is found the Taxation, first of the bptirttccs bt'lontrin^ 
to tho digoitarics and probondaries, and then of the non-prebcndal 
Chuidtea. It containa also a liat of the religbus hoiues, from whioh 
the iUtlowing extiaot ia taken : —

The names oooneoted with Adare in die list of non-probendal Churches 
is given in Appendix G. This list agrees with that in the Taxation of 
1302, already referred to, except that here all mention of the Hospitallers 
is omitted. 

By tho lioyal Visitation Book of 1610, it appears that the Vicar of

An interesting extract from (ho Li'lr,- Heffalis Vtsiiaimiis Hi/lernup, 
1C15', contains, under tho Deanery of Adarc, a list of the Churches tind 
of tlie eleigyinen attaobed to tium. Of Adaie, Bir Joltn JepMn waa the 
Ugr Beetor, Bidiard Hflie the resident Tioar ; of Ciooaie, Nidnolaua Leilea 
was the Beetor. Dunnaman belonged to the n c tory of Croora, WilllBm 
Mcriton \rn<t tlit; Yicar; of Discrt, Kiohard liiiUer waa the Cioate^ and 
Philip Ji iikins was the miniiiier le^ena. 

Among the Adore papers is a curious terrier of tho gh'be lands, tithes, 
fte., of the 'vieange of Adare, dated August 1, 1697*. Thia tevrier ia 
signed hy £dwa>d Ingtan), Vicar, and aeyen oUier names. The lint ia 
Heniy Widenham; his daughter, an heiress, married Valentine Quin, 
grandfather to the first Earl of Dunraven, Another, Ilcnry Fosbcry, 
is represented «♦ pre^sent by Georpo rdsbciy, of Cloranc, in the parish 
of Adare. Spcerin, tho name of another, still exists among the Adare 
tenantry. 

Of the state of flie Chnroh duiing the dghteonth oentury no parti- 
cular information ia to he obtained. There is a stoi7 eiorent among the 

Palatines that tho first clergyman who came in recent times to Adare 
was a l^fr. Eobt rts, who had lived at Ki!j;obl)in ; he was a Welshman, 
and some books in that languarc ;irc siiid to In- still in the hands of the 
Palatinea. Perhaps this hupp tutjd at the time they tirst settled here, 
about 1710, irh«lk the Protestants, previously very few, must have had 
a considerable iBcrease to their numben. 

The old J ir- h Church, of which a view is here given, adjoins the 
churchyard, uiid is situated a little north of tho Castle; it formerly stood 
within tho churchyard, but tho small portion to the ve£t and south 
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of the IraildiDg was tAmt into the demesm about tbe year 1820. The 
senciee vaa performed in tiusCShorch till ubotit the jcta 1806. The build> 
ing consiflte of a nave and chancel, and a tliird division west of the nave, 
which contains a low rude potntod arch, and is surmountpil hy a j^ble; 
this was prohahly formed by dividing the nave, but for what purpose 
it is difficult to detemme. It is aaid that this Tvestera portion was at 
one time used as a Mecttng-hoiue. Tbe building is q^oite devoid of any 
ornamental £»tunn. The ^ble of tbe eastern irall of the nave is sur> 
mounted by a bell-cot of two openings, which is peculiar, as usualfy in 
Ireland these hell-roN are m eted in the western fftilile; but thore are 
mnny examples in Kiiglaod ot their being pliiml over the clianccl-arch. 
Judging by the only original window left, the nave appears to be of tho 
flfteentli oentury. 

The ehoncel-ardi is nide and TOiy toir, and the obanoel unnsoally 

square. The east window is long, narrow, and semicircular-headed, the 
dn s>iiigs of saiidstnno ; and there aio also three other similar wimlows, 
one in flic r.orth ami two in the south wall? \ This chancel has not been 
used within tiic memory of the oldest living I'l-otestiint : it was appro- 
priated by the Quia ftmily for their burying-placc, as is reoocded by 
an insotiption placed over the fiiniily vault, where tbe bi|^ altar once 
stood. The two eoutb windows are of sandstone rather roughly worked, 
and small ; tin y arc mncli (iilapidatcd. Between tliuin is a small (loor, 
harins; a roui,'h seginental-aiehed head; it is 5ft. Gin. high, and tho 
width is 2 it. 0 in. at the lop ot the jamb, and 2 ft. 11 in. at the but torn. 
This doorway, and bIbo Ibe window to the west of it, have only very 
recently been rendered visibly as th^ wm waUed u^ and tho wall 
covered with ivy on belli sides; ^bey are tlierefore not shewn on tiie 
ground-plan.

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About seventy fVft to the north of tlio Parish Church, and Stendiog 
in the churohyard, is a small and well-proportioned Chapel, apparently of 
the fourteenth century, exhibitinp^ in its nmingemcnts features of some 
interest. Tho walls arc deeply buttered to the height of six or seven feet. 
The door ia on tlie tonHk lide^ and of mmaual widtli, with an «]iiilatienl> 
headed ardi liDnned of two atooea. The eaat gaUe ia pieraed by a long, 
narrow, trefoileJ window ; fbore is one of the same character in the 
north, and anotlier in the »outh wall. The piscnna is trefoil-headed and 
rather rude. The most remarkable feature of this buildint; is the west 

gable, pierced at the height of twelve 
feet from the level of tho ground hy 
a nairaw tiefoiled window, the aides 
of iriiieh are deeply splayed. In the 
sill of this window lateral seats have 
been constructed, as shewn in the 
subjoined woodcut, from which it 
would appear that this portion of the 
Choroh was set aside as a parrise, or 
dwelling fin tiw pneats: tiiia idea ia 
Ibrthcr confirmed by the fact that 
over the doors are throe corbels with 
apertures near them, and in the op- 
posite wall corresponding holes to receive joista for the floor. Underneath 
the eastern part of this building there ia a Tanlt, widi three openings still 
Viaible in the baae of the north, eaat, and aonth waUa. Plata XXIV. 
represents this ehapcl as seen from tho north-east, backed by the keep of 
the Castle. Of its history, or tor what purpose it was built, nothing is 
known ; the old people call it tho Earl of Desmond's Chapel-of-Ease. 
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Hg ntE earliest mention of the Town of Atlitrc is in tlio year 1310, 
B^jfl in a graut from Edward IT. "to the bailiffs and good men of 
Adarc, to levy tolls during the tlireo eusuiag yearn, ufi' goods 
ooming for mIb to tliMr Towd, to be Bf^ilied to enetonng the Toiwn with 
a stooe «all%** 

By the fbUowillg giant from Edward III. in 137C, it would appear 
that Adave mwA have been about that tune utterly destroyed by the 

Irish : — 

""Tlip "Km^ to our ShrritT of liinurick, keeper of our peace there, 
our Bailiffs, Miuistiirs, iServauts, aud Cullectors ul' our Subsidies uud 
odieir Talliages, ▼btob nvw axe or at any time wete hi aud County, 
greeting. Whereas We, considering after iriiat manner tbe Town of 
I Adare was burned, dtstroyeil. and laid waste by our Irish enemies, 
that said Town may be better and more quickly rebuilt and repainsd, 
bence granted to the ProToot and Commonalty of said Town, that they 
ehonld be acquitted from all Subndiee, TaUiagaa and ofther aerrieea, 
Customs and other impositions whatsoever arising within the Cutmty i 
aforesaid, until said Town should be fully repaired and rebuilt. And 
We, willing to give etfect to this our grant, at the request of Maurice 
FitzThomaa, Ead of Kildan^ the Lord of aaid Town, firmly command 
yon and each of ypu,.under penaJfr^ of our diapleaanre^ that aaid Provoat 
and Commonalty should not bo eoinpent d or diatrained upon to con« 
tribute to or pay these Sulrsidies or 'ralliages by you impo<«ed or here- 
after to bo imposed upon them, or to coutribut« to or pay any other 
aerrioaa or cuatoma to be imposed in aaid County, until nid T6wn be

Of its subsequent history but little is knnwn, Cnmthn [nn'fmtiia), 
in his description of the county of Limerick, mentions but three towns, 
Limerick, KilmuUock, and Adare; of the last he says, ''Likewise Adare, 
•ndently a Utile Ibrtified Town, tituate upon the aaine riv^," to.; 
thenoe the oonoluaion muat be dnwn, that the wnlla or fbrtifieationB 
were at that time, towards the close of the sixteMith century, in a 
ruined Ptate, probably destroyed durtnt» the Desmond wars : were 
this not so, fhp Town could hardly have escsiped nienti<iii at tiie time 
of Lortl Essex's spending a night at Adare in luO'J, which occurrence 
ia noticed fiuther on. Plate XSIX. repveaents the Town t» it listed 
when the Down Surrey was made in 1654. The buds of the diiEerent 
Abbeys are curiously intwmingled; for the references, ^ade Appendix L 
Som(! of the divisions are trncenblc, and the line of ohl tlins, still 
standin^r, is exactly along the road inarkod from the l?rid,i;e to the 
Mtirk(>t-pliic©. A small portion of an oid wall, said, and probably with 
tnitb, to be part <rf the Town wall, ia to ba aeeu doae to the long 
avenue leading to the Deer FaHc ; but of the Bpitle Gate^ foming so 
prominent a feature in the map, no trace remains. 

In l^pwis's "Topographical Dictionary" the ancient Town of Adare 
is said to have been on the emi side of the river, but no authority is 
given for this statemeut. A map of the year loGT, ia the State Pttpei-it, 
copied among the Oidnanoe Survey lottm at the Boyal Irish Aoademy, 
marka Adare on the weet aide of the river. There ia also a map of 
^lunster in the State PapGrs, of the year 1587, wiib notea tn Lord Bur- 
Icigh's liandwriting, in which appear the Black Abbey, White Abbey, 
Poor Abbey, and Adare, the latter name evidently referring to the Castle. 
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It IS oertaiiily euriow, and very unusual, that the Town dumld 1w on 

one fide of the river, and the Castle and Parish C!hureh on the other. 

In llif " oxtract from the Survey of the JIunor of Adaro," which will 
1m' j^ivi II fintbrr on, in the hififory of the Manor, it is stated, "There 
Btandt'th in the said towno towards th© court, a Parish Church," &c 
This might give ooantemnoe to the statement in I^wu that the Town 
mB on the eaat aide of the riTer, bat the vmi 'towne* ia often uaed 
ibr the townknd^ and aometimes the houaea with the bmda adjoining for 
in another jraragniph it is stated, " TlM^ro i» in the east jmrt of the aaid 
townc an Ahby of Orcy Fryers;" bat tiie Pianoiflcan Friarjr clearly nerer 
WU6 included in tlie Town. 

At the oommenocmcnt of the present century, Adarc had d,wiudied 
down to a ooUeotion of leaa than a doaen thatched oottagea vhere the 
preaent Town is aitaated, and about the aaane numbor on the other 
oide of the river, near the Castle. Tlw names of Ute familkn living 
at that time were : — James Conolly ; Conolly the oabinet-makcr, failu r 
of tlic ntnarkable old carver; James Baxrnyth, the -iHioniaker ; Philip 
Milln, tho pirish sexton; Mat. llauuou, llie blacksmith; Charles Daly, 
the tailor; Jabk Ilayes, the bnteher; Morgan WiUiana, linen-w«ever ; 
George Door was achoolroaatnr, and kept a publiO'hoaae ; Tbomaa Gleeaon 
also kept a public-house. Besides these cottages there was a thatched 
house, which is seen in tho view of Adun , T'late ITT. : this was kept 
as tho County of Limerick Fox-huntiiig Club-house, it was caikil the 
" Adare Inn or Club-house." It gave to the iields opposite to the Trini- 
tanaa Chwoh the name of the Inn Fielda, aa they are oaUed in the 
old rental-books. Li flie first ten years of the preaent eentniy, the late 
Earl of Doniuven oonoeiTed the idea of creatiDg a new town: building 
leases were given, and the present little town rapidly grew up, which 
pTBTious to the year had numbered 1,000 inhabitants. 
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THE ANCIEtrr BBIDGE OF ADABE. 

AccoRMNO to Lewis's Dictionary, tho Bridge of Adare was built by 
j Gerald, ftith Earl of Kildure, eouse^ueutly between 1300 and 1410 ; but 
I tbift Btatenunit I have imibrtuiiBtoly been, unable to eerily. Tlie Bridge 
has all tlie ^peaimnoe of floniideniblB age; and vas originally aoaroely 
wide enough for one cart to paaa OTer; many y> :irs iv^o its wldtli was 
nr:irly tloulilcil. The iirclics arc very irregular in .siz(\ aud in distance 
from cacli other. Kichly ;:iantle.l with ivy, this ancient IWdgr- is very 
! picturesque, blending as it "were with the ivyrclad walls of the Costlo ; 
I and at ftiU tide tbe river aaawnea the oharaoter of a ealm lake, lefleoting 
I the ancient ttfweis and varied arehea on the elear anxfikoe <tt its tnuiqnil 
I waters, fonning a scene of ooiundeBable beauty and peculiar intenat. 

A tradition exists among the people that the Maiguo was crossed 
by a wooden bridge, previous to the erection of tho present stone 
structure; aud some years ago, while the fouudatious of the arches 
were being examined and Tox>uirt;d, a large pile or post was visible 
under one of tbeu.

to clue has a« yet hueu found to tho date whcu the preti iit Castle 
was trccti J, nor CYcn is it certain by what family it was ori- 
giiuiUy luilt, for it will be seen in tbe soquel HtuA Am manor 
cf AdaM, in the jvkt 1226, bekMged to "Geolfroi de Mond^'* wbo 
most probably had a Castlo there; wliile^ if Lopez's oooount of tbe 
foundntimi of the Trinitarian Priory b<' accurate, whieli (here sccras no 
good reason f<i doubt, in the sub»C(iuent yvar tltc Filzgeralih must have 
possessed a Castlo at Adore, and therefore we may assume that the 
oldest pert of the boilduigi was ereoted before tbot time, and most likely 
Oeoilhn de Merrels, m Honsoo. ^e exaet aimibnitjr of mouldings, 
both as to form and size, in tho west vindow of Manister Abbey, and 
in a window of tho Castlo at Atlarc, would point to the siine date for 
their erection ; these mouhlings in Knglaiid would iudicuto the close of 
the twelfth century : it may therefore bo concluded that tho room with 
the Norman windows was built not latsr ttan the oommenaement of the 
IbUowing oentnry, and the keq> bean erery mark of betongkig at Isast 
to as eaily a period. It will be shewn, in tho desoription of tiie ruins 
of this Castle, that there is good reason to suppose that tho present keep 
was erected within an ancient Irish rath; to what tribe or clan this 
belonged is uncertain ; perhaps to the O'DonoVtans : their territory was 
in the barony of Coshma, along tho Maiguc, and iacluded Bruree and 
Groom, and it may have eztMided to the bounds of the barony which 
would take in Adare. 
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In dyn and DovUng'* Aniiah, p. 11, at the year 1312, we find, "The 
following GmstnuH Baton John FifzTbom&s lield a great, sumptuotts, 

and fostiv«» ontertainment at Adtire, and kni£,'htcd Nicholas FitzMaurice 
anil two others." Camden in his Pn'fannin, in the Irish Annals, gives 
the name of Eobert Clouhul in conjunction with FitzMauric«. 

The cflrlieet d«Mription of the Oistle at present known is in an 
Inquitttioa of Adare, taken in 1329 or 18S1, vMeh will be found in 
the histoiy of the Kanor, given heraafler. 

This Inquisition mentions the Castle as consisting ni—ti hall, a chape! 
with stone walls covered with tliuteli, a ( liamber covered •with thatch 
(or sihin£»lp), n towrr povcred with i>laTiks, a kitchen covered with slates, 
a oLumbcr ueur the stouo part covered with thatch; and states thai the 
irhole property waa vaate, on aoooont of the war. I oannot traoe to 
▼hat partioular wars theae dewtationB are to he attrihnted, hnt the loeal 
history of that period is most impeifeolly known. 

Tlie Casth' must have been soon after repaired, as we find by the 
followiiic; t:niut Irutn Kin^ lulwani III. in 1334, to Sir John Daroy, 
guardian to the young llaii of Kildaie : — 

" Hex concessit Johauoi Daroy, custodi terrarum q^u» fuere Richardi, 
filii Thomte, nuper Comitis EildatMe, (in manibus Begis «xt«tendani, 
tatione minoris etatia Maurioii, fltatria et heredia ejus) in Mononia t/t 

Lugcnia, (quandam suuimam iK'ftunia») pro reparacionu castrorum de Kil- 
dare, Adare, Crouiytbe, Esgrene, et domus et aliorum ediiioioruaii" &o. * 

The Earla of Eildare do not appwe to have resided rnneh at Adare 

during the fourteenth and fifteNtth century: at least no notices arc tu 
be found of th< ir having done so. I<p\vis. indcod, in his Topofrrajiliical 
Dictionary, states tliat (icrald, ninth Karl <>( Kildarc, nat out I'lom this 
Custlc in lolti, to meet the charges brought against him by the influence I 
of Oaidinal Wolaey ; hut I have not heen ahle to verify this statement.

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The fiunily luul aoquited laige posBesdona in Kildare and OarW, and 
Maynooth natucaHy Iwoane their cliief plaoe of abode. The foundation^ 

however, of the Franciscan Abbey in the year 1464, abewa tibat at that 
period (hoy must have taken an interest in Adare. 

In the rebellion of Thomas, the tenth Earl, all his Casilfs were taken 
in succession, and last among thorn, Croom and Adarc, as appears by the 
following flKtiaot of a lottor fiom Lord Omry to Walter Cowley, written 
in 1536 : — ** And beaidoa w» eatende to attayne the Brie of Kildare*a 
Lordship and Cuetels in the countie of Lymeryk 

This attainder took place in 1530, nnd the Eiirl of Pcsmonfl, in tho 
Fame yrar, pntercd into the Castles of Adaro, Croom, v!cc. : ho aftcrwaidiS 
obtained a Icaso of thcso Castles and Manors ; and it appears that they, 
or at Icaat Adam^ remained in his possasaion until hia death in 1583. 
Hie following extract impliea that Adare Oaatie waa ao in 1570 :— » 

"About thia time the odehrated Lerenia, who had been Dean of 

St. Patrick's, Dublin, and was deprived of his Deanery and Bishopric, 
and all his prefprmonts and promotions, for not taking thp oath of 
supremacy, retired to the Castle of the Eitrl of iJesniond, by whom 
he waa hospitably reedved. His piety, modesty, and temperance were 
by tbem nnoh extolled, nor was he less an object of admiraiUon for his 
adhi-rrnro to the doctrine and intprc?t of tlio Church of I'omc. In his 
latter years he kcjtt a (imininar School in this town (Adarc), \vlif'ncf> h<' 
subsequently removed to Limorick, whore lUchard Crcagh (who had 
been Arohbiabop of Armagh after Dowdal) aerved hira in the oapaoity 
of usher V 

In tlM wan whkh fenubafted ia the dea£h ol the unfttrtttnate Earl 
of Deamond, Adare ia fiequently mentioned as the acens of various 
attacks, skirmishes, and incidents, but in some caaes it ia impossible to 
distiBgiiidL whether the notioe refeia to tiie Castle or the Town. I have

"The Castle of Adare is said to have been taken by the 
English after a siege of eleven days*." 

A.D. 1579. " This year after the defeat of tlie Goraldincs at Manis- 
tennena* by Gaptun Mall^', where Dr. ADen, the Papal Legate, was 
slain, the Captain mardhed to Aakeaton, where, after destroying tho 
^lonastcr)', ho proceeded to Adare, where he remained sul^jti^^fing the 
people of that neighbourhood. Tho plan which the English adopted 
waa to ataitfan Hhu warden in Deamond^a CariiBB, namdy, Loeh Gair 
(now Lougb-gnr), Bathnum'i Cdden Muiriain (now eallod Oastle llmria* 
mm)f Adare, and KtlmalloeV, and depart tiumaelYM fat their homea V 

Aeoording to Hookei'a eontiniiation of Eollinshed (p. 420), tlie Irish 
agTPod to watch (ho "Fnglish g^irrisons, appointed at fliw time by Sir

Hooker proceeds to give a curious account of the exploits of the garrison 
at tdttown : — 

" And at Adare, where these two gentlemen Sir William Staolcie and 
Geoiige Cmw laie, 8b Jim«i of Denaoikd, IwoAflr to Bul^ wUb 
fonxtt handred kerna and lUfcio horaws, m» appointed to lenie and 

watch ; which he did so carefullie and narrowlie, that none durst to 
pcopc nor Inoke out but in danger of some pL>rill. Jiut when vittels 
wuxod short within doorcs, the souldior^ who could nor would bo pined, 
gaae the adnoDtiin to fetsh tiiat whioh ifaa witiumt doanN : and u vant 
of \nttcUi did meiMM} 10 did their iBnnngs out ypon fiia enimiea grow 
and increase. And so often •uTrr their sallies 'ithT 'reountrings -witli 
the cnimies, that in the end tliey tiuding and feeling the oourago of 
the Englishmen, they hud alwaioii the worst side ; and at euerie bickering 
«vw kMit 8om« of t1t«r oompanie. 'Wharerpm they laiaed their mege, 
gave place to the garrisons, and returned to the Eorle of Desmond. 
For albeit as yet fhcy wanted a genendl goiurnor to nile above all, yet 
the Captcns were not to seckc, nor yet failed to doo tlie seruice which 
vnto them did appertcino, eith(»r for sernioo or safetie. And among 
an the real Btr William Btanlde and Oapteme Gaocge Oarev (as i» 
before 8aid)1ieng in garrison at Adare, and vpon an occasion minding 
to doo a peeee of spmice, verie pfirlie, and before the breake of the 
daio, they took a bote or a cote trough, which could not hold abouo 
eight or ten pmona at a time^ and paaaed over their aoldien vnto tiio 
odiw ttde of the riuer, ▼hicih lieth hetveen Adare and the Eienie^ 
minding to haue burned and wasted all the lands and countrie belonging 
and apperteining to the ITnight of the Vallcie, who then was in actuall 
rebellion against his maiestie, with the Earle of Desmond and his 
hrefhran, irhere (hey then hie at a Gnrtell named BeUilofl^, tiie 
ehielbet and strongest place which the enimie had in that place and 
tttoBt and this waa ftnnidied with a straig mud of the Spaniatda. 
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After that these two Captems had burned aad spoiled the countrie, and 
put to the Bword ■whomsooner thoy thon«?ht gmd : in flicir rrtiime, 
before they could recoucr the riaer, Sir James of Desmond, the Knight 
of the Yalleie^ and the finsaid Bpaaiaids irifh all tbeir forces, to the 
number of town bimdred footmen and thirtie horaemen, gane the 
charp^o \ pnn thcso two cnsigncs vcrio fiorrrlie, thf^j' hauing not in th«?ir 
coiupanif aboiu- six score prrpons (o fhc vttermost. These two Capteins 
auiiwei-ed the charge, and most valiantly skirnmhcd with them at tho 
push of the pike without intermtMioii abone eight honra, and killed 
of thmn abouo fiftio shot and kci-ncii; and Sir James himsclfo, with 
others, ftriuvouslic liurt niul ■woiinil(Mlj witliout the losi^ of aiiic one of 
their owue men, sauiiig Bundrio were ahrcwdiie hurt and wounded. 
At length these two Captoins rccoured their bote, and caused all tho 
ioiildiois to be transprated ; fh^ flMmaelTes being {he Twie halt that 
paaied oner, and tlic eniiiuM doubting of the aafirti^ stood afterwatda 
ypon a better force 

This appears a marrcUoua ptoceeduig M narrated by the English 
historian : one hundred and twenty men engaging four hundred and 
thirty, including forty horsemen, for cij^t houn, kiUing more than fifty 
of the enemy without losing one man 1 

In October, 1579, Sir William Felham wa« appointed Lord Juatioe 
in the ^aee of Sir William Draty, lately deoeased: vh«|, having made 
the Earl of Ormond Governor of Munster, and Sir Warham Sentloger 
Provost Marshal, proceeded to that pEOlinoe» and summoned the Earl 
of Depmnnrl to meet him; this summons Desmond deeliticd, but his 
Countess met tijo Lord Justice at Fanningstown Frutn lu iu c ( Irmond 
was despatched to Desiuoud, who, in a letter dated from Croagh', re- 
tnniing only evaaive anawers, the Lord Justice jpiooeeded to Batiikeale *, 
and there, ITovember 2, published artidea of treaaon against the Earl 
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oiUmaonuL Iraniediitely after this piookoMtioii "all hk donntrie 
ommmed with firr, and nothing was spared which Are and aword oould 

consume." After this Sir William Stanley and Captain George Carew 
returned to Adare. Sometime afterwards we find the Earl of Ormond 
there, for, continues Ilooker, — 

"When ho (tho Lord Governor, Ormond) laie at Adare, and vndcr- 
•tandiiig that the Erie of DemDood was abrode, the ganwon minding 
to doo some aemioe vpon him, they issued out. AVlicreof he having 

some intelligence, notwithntanding his cumpiinie was but small in com- 
parison of the others, 3'et he laie in an ambush to meet them in their 
rctiime ; and vpon an aduantage he gaue tho onset vpon them, and gauc 
a verie hot diarge, in whioli the nnildieza of the garriaon were so 

hardlie assailed, that they brake tho most part of their pikes, and were 
inforced with their swords and with the stumps of thoir staucs to stfiiid 
to tiieir defenses; which they did so valiautlie, that the Earle iu the 
end, with the lease of his men, was driuen to giue oner and to fleeV* 

The foll(»wiiig inclosure (dated November Limerick) in a Irtter 
from James Guide, Attorney-General iu Muu!»ter, to Sir Nicholas !MaIby, 
NoTembar 27| 1579, aUudea nuMt probably to the akinniah just de- 
aoribed:-"* 

"News ftom Adare that Stanly and Carew killed forty traitoia 
yestndayV 

The Earl of Ormonde appears to have been pretty aotlTe in the pursuit 
«f his hereditary enemy. Hooker aaya,-^ 

"Yet the Lord GoTemonr neyer slept hia tinw^ but was alwaies in 
readineese, being the flivt with the finemoat| and the last with the 

hindcrmost 

" In the moncth of August, loSO, ho rcmooucd and dislodged himselfe 
ttcm Adare, and marohed to Botenan^ a house of &e Lord Barries, 
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whcro a pocco of B«raioe wis tppniited them to be doouo : but suddcnlio 
eucb a sickncs canio among the soMicrs which tooko thorn in the* head, 
that at oao instant there were aboue three hundred of them sioke, and 
for tbzee daies thoj laie as 4e«d rtookes, looking itill vhero they should 
die, but yst sodi mts fbe good wh of God, tbftt few died; lor tiiey all 
lecoucrcd. This sickenesse not long after oame into "Rnglattil^ and was 
called the jjcntle correction"'." 

lu April, 1580, t]io Castle of Askcaton surrendered, the last wh'wh 
had held out fur Diismontl. Ilaviug placed a garrison ia the Castle, 
and another in the Abbey, the Lord Justice proceeded to Limerick, 
commanding the Captains to cut down tiio woods oa both sidos of tiie 
xiyer, "fbat the 1)0tes miglit pass lively to and fro." Boon aftarwaid^ — 

"The lord iostioe himselfe taking an ooeaaion to virit the watd at 
Adan, he passed by water, and Capticuc Case -nrcnt by land, and after 
a time spent in searching the woods, they returned with a price of ouu 
thousand and two hundred kine, and ?erie good store of shccpc, besides 
the sbnghtcr of mania traitors'.** 

1581. Adare was still in the hands of the English, as we Und (Annals 
of the Fonr UafteiB, 1681) that the zeaeiver (tieanimr) at tiie Geral- 
dines was dain by the eoldiers of Adare. Their performanoee are thus 
described:— > 

"Upon one occasion a bold and meioileas body of the soldiers of 

Adare, having been divided into two partios, wont forth, one by water, 
the other by laud, to traverse Kenry and (the lands lying) along tiio 
side of the Maigue, to seek for fight or booty from some of the 
plnndnen. These two potties met together near Hba GasUe of Bolly> 
cahlane. Thoy were encountered by David Ogo Purcell and his people, 
who fell upon them with such fury, and surrounded and charged them 
with such bravery, that ho soon left them but a heap of bloody trunks, 
and hailed and mutilated carcasses. A few, however, escaped by flighty

who carried the news of the slanglitcr of tht ir companions to Adare. 
Whon the nnv of this r^ai li "il Adare, the Captain of fliat town 
ai^Bemblcd the soldiers of Kiluiallock, aud set out at the head of a 
vigorous aud mercileflB body of troops to tnTene Eeniy, in order to 
see whether he eould find man or men upon whom to wreak his Ten- 
geanee for the slaughter of liis people. He arrived at Bailc-TI-Cluithlain*, 
one of the castles of rurcell, who had assisted the Crown fioin llip very 
oommcDcemcut of the war betweuu the Eiiglitih and the Ueraldincs to 
that time. The Captain slew one hundred and fifty women and children, 
and of ereiy sort of peieotts that be met with incdde and outside of 
thateaetleV 

The following notes from the Iriah Ceirespoodenoe in the Beeord OfRee 
ahew the detail in whidi every eiroumatanoe waa forwarded to London. 
The wards in. Adttce, &a, were the partiee who figured in the fiwcgoing 
extiacts:—

The following nearly verbatim aooount, taken from Cox, gives a melan- 
dioly picture of the state of the Earl of Desmond at this time : — 



• TliB aune as SiQyaliluic, iMntkmcd belnie. The 
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A.i>. 1582. In this year Sandan the Nando, after two yean wandcr> 

ing through woods «nd hogi^ difd tiiiserahly at CIoiiH< < f :ui ague and 
flux. Alitor his death, tlio Lords Justices Loftus and Wallop, to pre- 
servo the peace of the kingdom, oftercd the Earl of ])f amnTid terms, 
which ho refused^ aud coDtiaucd to spoil the couutrv, but nut daring 
to ttttn to any hottae he eanped m bogs and fatnesses ; kei^ping hi:^ 
Chrifltroaa in tho woods of Ktlquoeg, near Ktlmalloek, whMo about the 
4th of January, at day-break, that gorxison rery suddenly came to his 
cjibin ; but the Earl, hearing the noise, ran out of his bed, and in his 
shirt ran into the river: nml standing np to his chin, concealed hiin'^elf' 
under the hunk, by which means he and his wife escaped. The soldiers 
not being able to find him, put as many as they could iind thoro to the 
eword, and eanied off his goods to Eilraallock*. 

The following notioes from Ware and Hooker refor to this period; 
bnt on eomparing their aceounts with the "Annals of the Fonr Masters," 
1 am inclined to think that Ware, 11 dIvi r, mA o'.Wr Lir-t nians, have 
mistaken Adarc for Ardfort in Kerry; but I have thought it best to 

insprt tlii^m as they stand : — 

"After the Lord Deputy had disbanded his army, Lord Lixnaw and 
his son flew out into rebellion, uud made themselves masters of Adare, 
killing Captain Aehen and the gsiiiaott. Zouoh marehes into Kerry, 
where he finds Adarc forsaken tiiihB enemy, thence advanced towni^ 
Li.*i"onnf'l!. Tlii-; iii-urrectinn scarce ovlt, when Desmond, supposed to 
be dead or beyond the s(>as, appeared again, and encountered the ganitiou 
of Adare so fiercely, that with the loss of many mon and two officers 
they were glad to retreat to their fortress*." 

This was about July or August, 1582. The sane events are thus 
described by Hooker 

"Tiiis new baron of Lcxna, the first thing that he tooke in hand, 
was to cleanse and to tid his owne eoustrie from all Kuglishmcn and

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their gnrrisoiiR ; and in the end, tuking eaptcinc Achin at ao admuitage, 
sine bim, and recouered the ward o£ Adare V 

Upon bearing of tli«»e erente tbe Governor, Oaptaia Zoudi, maiti1i«d 

from Cork, Imt *' the hai-on heing aduertised of their comming forsooke 
I his cast* 11 at Adrirc." — *' When tlic goucmor wnn come to Adarc he 
I found tlit> townc burnt, and the few Englishmea (wbioh were in the 

abboie) groatlic distressed." 

" Capteiuo DuwdxiU, leauiiig the goucruors, souldiora, and componic at 
Adare, vnder the leading of eapteine Smith, he mareheth towards Corke, 

whtTe ho rested and laie iti c;arrison. Now when all these broils were 
ended, and verelii' su;i]":)sc(l tli;it all thiii^'s liad lu riio at rest, anil fhi' 
whole prouiuee of Mounstcr at peace ; behold the carle of Desmond, who 
was thought to be either dead or fled, bcgiunedi to appaan and to shew 
himselfe; and baoing asaemhled a great oompenie^ oame to Adare, where 
the garrison issued out vpon him ; betweene whom the fight was hot, 
and rounio slaino on both sides. Among whom, Smith, Serjeant of the | 
band, and Morgan the lieuteuaut, were both slaine : but yet the English 
muldioTB recouered the Abbie"." 

The re.sult ol this attempt of Fitz Maurice, Baron of Lixnow, was, 
seoording to the Aiinala of the Four Masters V' people were 

ent ofl^ bis crav destroyed, his maneione demolishied, and his treasures, 
though secreted in the hollows of trees or rooks, or in subtettaneous 
caverns, or under the roots of trees, were all lost. 

" In the meantime ihv Karl i f Desmond reniaiii- d from the autumn 
of the preceding to tiie end of thii* year, caring neither for tillage or j 
reaping, except the reaping of the Butlers by day and night in revenge 
for the injarieo oommitted by the Earl of Ormonde on the Oeraldines.'* 
"At this periuil it was commonly said that the lowing of a cow

Hooker, after ^nving a detailed account of this event, says: — 
I "As Mjoiie as they eamc to Casteliiianiie, they sent the said i tili's 
j licad vnto the Lord f;enerall, who foorthwith sent the same into England 
for a present to hir Majestic j which foorthwith was put vpon a pole, 
and set on London bridge. Whmi this his deadi was noised and 

knownc, there traa no more scruicc to be doone: for euerie rebell cast 
rnv ii: his weajmn, and H'niijht nil tin- \v:ii tlit'V cotiM to humble them- 
tH-luc^ und to b«cumu good subiecta: suuiug one Jului Bourke, who 
stood Tpon hia prot^ion, and yet aeuerthdesse he and his oompanie 
went to Adate, there to haue taken a priee. But as he passed by the 
C'astell, a boie therein diseharf;ed his peece vpon the add Bourke, and 
str ike him in the hea l, wlipffof he ili' d. The common people, who had 
teit the great smart of tlii« froubleMome time, reioised and were glad 
of the death of the erle, being in a good hope that the lon^ troubles 
Hliould haue an end, and they to be the more at rest V 

From this it appears that the last person engaged in those unfortunate 

wars was. killed at Adare. The Pour blasters gave a slightly dilfereut 
vcr.-^ion of the «ime event, ending more ignominiously for poor Burke : — 
I "John fiirriL-b. the .son of William, son of Theobald llurke, Ik ir to 
C'ois-tyiuire, who liad been hitherto iu treason (i.e. iu rubelUun^, came iu 
under protection. After the death of the Earl of Desmond, he went into 
tbo oountry of thu Geraldines in search of a prey, and mode no delay 
until lit! arrived at Adare, where he seized on all thf cattle of flic town. ! 
Tilt' warders of the town rose out at the shouts and pursuinl iiim. John, 
with his small body of hoi'semeu, turned round upon the warders, but

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he was shot with a ■traigfat nim in the head vitb a ball, wliiob- pierced 

hU In ltni'1, so that ho was thrown from his horse. His people (however) 
carricrl ott the prey, but loft John behind. Ho was afterwards taken to 
Lim^el, where he ms banged by the GommiMonen of Limttick'.'* 

Thn aooount, probably tiie noit floizea^ mentioiis flie Town, while 
the otiier states that Burke was ahot horn the Caalle. 

The next notioea we have of Adare ere in the year 1599, when Eaaex 
was sent orer to Ireland witli a largo army to subdue the Irish, every- 
where in arms undrr the great O'Xeil, Enrl of Tyrone. F.sspx wa.-* met at 
Limerick by Ibu Kuris of Thoniond and Ormoud. The I'oUomng account 
of their proceedings is from the *' Annals of the Four Masters :"— 

"The Earls 4^ Essex, Oimond, and Thomood, proceeded into Monster 
to see whether they oould get an opportunity of invading the Geraldines. 

*' On the first night after they liad left Limerick in the month of i 
.Tune, they ont-nmped on the banks of tlsr riviT of Adnrt*. (and) as ihvy 
udvanccd wt>stwards ou the next day, Satunlay, througli tiie bog of 
Bobhar (Bower), tiie aoldien and warriors of the Earl of Desmond and 
the Geruldiue host shewed them their &oea. Fieroe and moroso was the 
saluti" iiud welcome which they gave to the representative of their Sove- 
reign on his first visit to the in (and to his army) ; for they discharged 
into their eyes the Urc and smoke of their bhtck powder, and showers 
of balla fifom strdg^y aimed guns ; and he heard the uproar, ohunour, 
and exulting shouts of their champions and comroou soldiers, instead of 
the subnussifin, honour (that should have been shewn him), and of the 
mild and courteous words that should have bceu spokeu to him. How- 
beit, the result of this eonfliot was that great numbets of the Earl of 
Easex^s men were eut «^ and that he was not suffered to make any re- 
markable progress on that day ; BO that he pitehed his camp a short 
distance to the oast of Askeatou"*." 

Tlu ivn wing version of the same events is by an eye-witness on the 

Kughsh side : —

for the pV'ut dispose ot such troopcs, as they had lor the prosecution 
of the wanes in Caonaiigfae. Wee overtook the annye, as it was newly 
ryscn and marched that daye to Adm^e, a toun in the possession of the 
Earles of KiUlarr, sfuinHng uppon the ryver of ^rny, Iuhk iiig cm tho si vith 
8ydo of it a faycr country called Coshmaye, btiuge alsui of the inheritance 
of the said Earica, on the north and west sydes, woodes and bogges, and 
a great fiutnee. Att thia toune and at the paaaage of the ryver the 
pretended Desmonde, with all hie Connaught men, and other hyerlings 
(w''' in their language they ironprnfly frarni'' Koiiauirhts), proscnted 
himself, shewing between two thousand and 3ULIU men, tine or sLs 
Enaignea flyiuge, as though he meant to atay tM from iiiithur procecdingc. 
Bnt that night their ahewe was fer greater than their valloure: for 
Ida men, whoe by his appoynttm-iil begann to break the bridge, as 
fioono ns one of them was shooten down w*"" a bullelt, pVeutly left their 
worke, and the Lord Lieutenante w'^out any other yuapeachm" passed 
oner 7 compauyes of foute, aud lodged tbran in an ould Abbye, seated 
at the vest ende of the bridge, and on the same aide of the ly vor <m 
w*^* the rebelLi foiTOs w vrt: ; the rest of the arinye was lodged on the 
east side of thf vywr iivvre the bridge, riiid stronge gunrdos placed on 
the bridge that uight. The next morninge the residu ot the ariiiye 
being drawne ouct, and advanoed to the same plaoc where oueruight 
the rebcib had shewne theniH^eluea, his Lo" ezaotly tufi rint.l bini- 
selfe by hia guydea of the wliole waye, and aooordingly ordered his 
mareh'," &c. 

The Earl of Essex proeec<led no furtlier than Askcatnii, the next 
day, on their return eastwards, when they arrived near Finneterstowu

and nan}' of tho Eurl of Fss( x's people wcro slain, among the Test 
a noble knight nf 2:roat' name and hononr, i.f. Sir TTi iuy Xorris*." 

A.n. 1000. In the bepinninp of this year we tiiid that tho Earl of 
Kildiiro'K Castles of Crooni and Adaro were occupied by the Sugan 
(pretended) Earl of Desmond, but vera TBOoyered in July fay the Pre. 
fidcnt, Sir George OftTew\ During this oceupatioa the folloiring eurioua 
letter was mritten by the Earl of Desmond to Floranoe HooOartie. 

"^owM J^ix l%mtta hit hUar nnio Aim. 

" Ht oood Lokd Awn Cosnr.^Your lettm of the 18tii of Hay re- 
eoiTOd the 'fine and twentieth of the same, wherein you relate tho 
m;!iiTi<'r of y<mr proei i (Hiiirs with the President at Corke, aii'l alsn of 
his determination towards the west of my countrey. I tbunke Gwl that 
I prevented that which hee expected here^ fiw aU the good pledges <>f 
the eountrey are oommitted to Caatlemange ibr their eonetant behavioar 
in this our aetion. The President, witb his force, is come to Limerick, 
and int( rifled presently to draw towards Askenton, where I purpose with 
niy armie to rc-sist him, I prey you the bettor to further the service, 
and the more to ooole the bloody desire of our enemy^let mee entreat 
you to put in effect the meaning of my last letters, by drawing your 
foiTcs to joyn<? Avitii me \\vro. which hrlTi;? dnrtf, I doubt not under 
God to performc service, that shall redouud to the generali quiet of 
our countrey, and so referring the due cousideratiou hereof (to your 
LordshipB carofnll ymge), I oommit you to the Most Mi^ty. 

"From the eampe at Adare, this first of June, 1000, 

" Your very loving Ooscn, 

"JahebDikaiondV' 

Lewis (Top. Die.) mentions that during a siege in this year, the 
garrison of the Castle suffered greatly, being without food for many 
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dayi, and tliat they only obtained a anpply of water by ensvatiiig a mb* 
terraneous poeaag^ to the bed of the river. 

For some rrnson or other tho Oastle was destitrd hy Desmond's 
followers, as appears by the followiug account of the Lord rresideat's 
progress in July :— 

**The next day tbe armie inarched twelve milea into Adare^ a Manor 
Home belonging to Iha Earia of Ejldare^ wholly rained by Fieroe Lai^. 
From thence the President sent seven hundred foofe and seven tie-fire 

horse to Askcaton, there to remain in ganison''." 

The two following notices arc taken from Lewis's Topographical 
Diptioiiaty, but I have not been able to find from wheuoe they are de> 

rivi ii : — 

A.D. 1G4L "This year the Castle was seized by the insurgents, who 
held it ftir aomo timei, tiU they were driran from it at last hy Uw 
Eail of OastlehaTen." 

A.I). 1G57. "The Castle w«s at length dinmmtled by aider of the 

Lord Protc'ctor Cromwell." 

The local tradition is, that the porHun of tho walls now wholly ruined, 
at the south-oastcm angle of the river Iront, was destroyed during a siege 
at this period, by cannon placed on the opjwsite hilL 

The queBtkm may naturally be xaiaed, why this fortrese, the property 
of the SildareB, ehonld be ealled Desmond Oastto. Tbe only exphmation 
is, that as it was occupied by the Earla of De?nioud for nearly fifty years 
(vide p. 107), inclurlinn' the most eventful period of its history, it w:is 
Dttturully called their (.'ustlc, which tradition has ever since handed down. 

Having given the history of the Cnstln to tlie time of its demolition 
as a residenei', a desoriptiou of its present states may be suitably added. 
Tbe rtuMt situated on the twink of tbe river, are of conaiderablft extent, 
and although simple in their architectural features, they £>rm a pio- 
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toresque group of liuildingfl'. The CMtte connsts of tn outer mid inner 
ward, and within the latter n massive square keep. Then are three gate- 
ways ill tlie outer wai-d : the principal ono \^ in n square tower placed in 
the western wall, and is defended by a pfjid nlii-; t!ie fpcnnd i« a plain 
gateway oa the northern side of the ward; and the tliird, a smaller 
one, in the eastern wall ; there waa also a doorwaj of aome g«rt, com- 
munioating with the river. The prineipel buildinga extend along the 
water*8 aide. Near the eastern end is the great hall, the dimensions 
of whieli are 75 ft. by 37 ft. : its southern wall contains three two-light 
windows of simple < liarnctcr and rough masonry ; tlie western one has 
ogee heads oi cut stouc, cvidcutly of the fifteenth century, but apparently 
inserted in wHer work : near the east end of this wall a small doorway 
opens to the river. The nortbmk wall is now too low to shew any traoea 
at windows: in it was tho priuMpal doorway and porch ; a large moulded 
base of one of the jambs, of xamfs/oiii', still remains — testifying by its 
character ami material that this hall wa^ of oatly tlnrfrentli cctilury date. 
The walls ot the hall arc about 3 ft. thick, with niussive s(juare buttresses 
of rough stone, and are 15 ft. iu height, while tlie gublo reaches to the 
additional height of 20 ft. This great roof was supported by four pillars, 
the foundations of which are still visible. At the eastern end are the 
buttery and other offiooa OoDDCctod with the kitchen, but where this 
important building was, cannot now with certainty be determined. 

To the east of these rooms, and separated from tln m by n pn««ii!je, are 
the foundations of a room 45 ft. long by I'J It. wide, the souih wall of 
which is washed by the water : it contains the remains of an oven or 
boiler, and may have been the kitchen: and within it is a SBaQ round 
well for obtaining water from the river. A oortaiu wall, extending 4G ft. 
; to the west of the hall, connects it with an oblong building. Near the 
euiiain the anei<'nt well was recently <liscovcre<l, which is desccndeil into 
by u few steps, and was supplied from tlie river. There is a gap hero 
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ID tha one side of ■whMi hi* a cleaa Jkoe like tbe jamb of a mnll 

door or window, but it may be only a modern restoration. 

The oblong building coniiists of two storie s : the lower contained pro- 
bably a sttiWp, md other offices ; the upper was one large apartment, 
nicisuriug internally 50 ft. by 31 ft. The walls of the former are 
upwards of 4 ft. thick, sad haltber ooiind«nibly on tb« exterior of tbe 
Mtttb or liver front. On this nde are three phon loopholMf of early 
oliaracter, square-lopped and widely splayed — apparently constructed for 
the U8C of anln U'* well as for giving light. The walls of the upper 
room arft 9 or 10 lachrs tbieker thnn those of the lower, which addi- 
tiuiul breadth is supported by a row of projecting stones; the purpose 
being obviously that of alBnding room fbr walking on the top <tf the 
wall. The holea for the beams of the Hoor are of remarkahle mse. It 
i» obeervable that die lowmr etory was not vaulted. The bwgp uppa* 
room was approached by an cxtcmal stone staircase, tht; foundations of 
wh?ch are still visible : it i-oso along thr- sido of the wall, and the 
landing was supported by an arobwuy, uader which is the door into the 
rooms on the ground-floor. 

The upper Toom has five windows— two in eaoh side wall, and one in 
the east end. In the west wall is a sqaare-headed window of mote 

recent coTi>-ti m tion, close to the angle 
of tlir wall. Tor more than half thr 
btL-adtli of tho rtiDin, tlic western end 
Las fallen, iu which there may have 
been a fireplace, or a window. The win- 
dows are round-headed, of two %hts, 
eneloBed in a vaulted head, and are all 
nearly of the same size. Tin? mould- 
in <j« of onlv one remain, which is in 
the north sido; they are, ns will be .seen by the woodcut, of late Kormau 
character, as is also the horizontal string underneath, whioh ia eontinued 
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along the wall between tho two windows. This window and the mould- 
ings are shewn in the uecoinjuiiiyiiig illustration. It hus been suggested

on very competent authority that there is a great similarity in character 
between these mouldings and some which arc to be seen in Scotch castles 
of late date, as late as the sixteenth century ; and that this building, in 
some respects unlike what one would expect tho first Norman settlers 
to have erected, may be the most recent portion of the Castle : however, 
besides the authority of Dr. Potrio and Mr. Parker, who both pronounced 
it to l)c Nonnan, I find that the moulding of the window is identical not 
only in form but in actual size with that of the west windows of the fine 
Abbey Church of Manister-nenagh, in this neighbourhood One of tlic 



• This vpiy iD(cn-stiii>; niin, of odc of the lai^ .\l)l)i'y Cliurrhrii in Irrluiil, in a n iiutrLalilr 
rxaiiiplc u( the truuition style; the rouiid-bcukd clcrcslur; vtuduws lukviiig bct'U built over 
pointed Davc-urches. It deserves to be b«ttcT known. 
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windoWB of the south side has a curious moulding on its inner arch, 
in aandttona, wliich is carried down to the sill. Although partly dc- 

cayed, a correct section can be obtairif-d. which 
is hero giveu. ICone of these windows are 
Bplayod, aud t&a mullioiu am plain and fl«t. 
Wliat vnm the use of tUs room, is not easy to 
^ asoertaitt; but if, as tbeie is every reason to 
\ belkrOj it dates from the end of the twelfth or 
boc^mning of flu- tliirtofnth contiiry, it boc'>m(»s 
exc('«>din';iy iuteresliug us Wing a poititm ol the 
tmiimti bait Jack VI wuiiiiw. Original caatlu of the finst Gorman settlers; and 
the more so, riooe tkere are few q^aieiia of 
domestic atchiteetuie of tbat age remaining in Ireland. Plate XXVIII. 
shews the east end of this buiWiiig. 

Adjoining this building, and projected into the water, are the pic- 
turesque niins of a tower, only two sides of whk-h retain their fnl! 
height; the water flows through the basement by an arched passage; 
two smalt fifteeath-centncy vindom remain in the upper storjr, of single 
lights, with cinquefoil headi. This tower forms the sonth-west an^e of 
th(? ea.stl((; and running at tight angles a curfain wall t onnecfs these 
buildings with the gate-tower already di si l ilu d. The lower portion of 
tho water towi r is ifu different masonry irom the upper, and contains 
loopholes siniihir to tiiose pruvieuslj described". 

In Tomer's "Domestio Ar6biteet«re of the Middle Ages," vol. i. p. 38, 
there is an account and view of the ruins of a Norman honae at Christ 
Cliurch, in Hampshire, to which this hcais a most striking resemblance. 
1'lic following extracts would ahnost serve for a description of the build* 
ing at A da re : — 

"Tho windows are of two lights, . . . the plan a simple ublon.:, an l the 
principal room on the first floor. It i» aituated ou the bank of the river,

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near to the church, and still more close to the mound, nid to bftve been 
the keep of tlic castle On tlio <,'rrjuml-floor arc a number of loop- 
holes: .... the grouud-floor was divided by a wall, but tbe upper story 
wem« to haTe been all one xoom, lighted by three double windows on 

eeob. side Thrae is a BntaU projerting tower oaleulated toF a flank, 

under wbidi the water runs. . . . . Bj the ruins of several walk there 
were some ancient buildings at right angles to this hall, stretching away 
towards the keep." 

The inner y/rard is entered through a square gate-tower by a draw* 
bridge, and is conneednl with the south-ia^ti rn ringlf of (he kpop by 
a thick curvilinear curtuiu wall, the parapet of which is embrasured and 
looped. In the wcstom wall is a scmioiieular projecting tower which 
had no roof, and was dirided into two itagee by a wooden floor, with 
loopB fw the defendeta to shoot throngb. 

The wall to the nottb of this tower extends in a semicircular form 
to the eustwaitl, enelooing and protecting tho keop on its northern and 
western sides, to which it is attached at the north-cast angle by a short 
wall, thus completing the bouudary uf the iutiei- ward. From the gate- 
tower a eurbidn wall, oontaining u doorway, extends to fto MNitb-west 
angle of the keep, eneloeing a email eonrtyard, in wbidi ia a low maniTe 
wall with steps, which rise from the floor to the height of a few feet» 
The meaning of this structure is not very obvious, it was probably con- 
nected with (he mmlc of access to the keep by means of a drawbridge, 
let down from its priucipal door ; but as this side of tho tower has been 
broken down to tho Icrcl of the first floor, no truce of the door remains. 
This explanation, bowerer, receives support from the ihot tliat the keep 
of Baglan Castle is entered in a suniiar way: and the aoeeas to the 
keeps of the twelfth and thirteenth centuries appears generally to have 
been by a door jdaced on the first floor". The dimensions of the tower 
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are 41 ft. by 40, and its height is 67 ft. The north and south walls 
project 3 ft. at their cast and west ends, as shown in the plan : this is 
rather characteristic of a Norman keep. On the wi'st side is a circular- 
headed doorway leading to the vaults, which was evidently an insertion, 
and did not fum part of tin originat oooatradMn. Under lUa doorway 
an areh was recently diaooTered, below wbudi is a bole 4 ft. deep^ appa- 
rently made for tbe pnzpose of holding water, wbieh even now diaina 
or flows into it. One of the tanlta eccnis to have been nsed an a dungeon, 
in which wn-s found the iron instniini-nt here repreaoatod, probably 
a manacle or p*>ilii.[>>. It ia 4| in. between the eudd. 



This gloomy oett measiuree 9 ft. by 7ft.» and was dimly fi|^ted by 
a ain^e loop, <tf a peouliar form, shown in the aooompsnying woodeut. 

From the vaults a staircase conducted to the principal apartments. 
The keep was originally only about two-thirds of its present lu ii^ht, us 
is apparent by the old weather-tabling for the roof, in the north wall. 
The present tuwcr was divided into three stories above the vaults. Tbe 
stairoase was oonstraoted in the thiekness of the west wall, in a simihr 
manner to that in the tower of the Trinitarian Friory. There were 
small cells in the projecting portion of the wall already alluded to. Xo 
further details of tbe internal arrangement of the ke<'p can now bo ascer- 
tained, as, unfortunately, only the north aide and a few feet of the east 
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and west retain tlioir full height. The ground floor alone acems to liavu 
been Tanlted. The nortbenn iroll of the keep ttrmiiMtee At either angle 
hy small looped tnneta, aoaen to vhicih wm from tho roof hj m flight 

of st< ]>s formed on the curve of narrow gemi«aTehet, In the nortli wall 
at the level of tlio firs! flour is a doorway opposite to a turret in the 
otifcr wall, formeJ at tlio angle, coimcctiiifr the inner and outer wards; 
this turret commands the walls of the outer ward, both exterDuUy and 
intemelly. Li osm the defenden of this important point were over- 
poweied, this door allbrded ready means of tetrest into the keep. 

The masonry of this Custlo, particularly of tho keep, is of a rude 
character, much inferior to that of Askeaton or Carrigogunnd, lictli in 
thi.<) neighbourhood, but both erected in the fourteenth or fift43cnth 
century. 

At the diatanee vi about ai^y yards from the northern entranoe are 
the remains of a atmi^ gateway, Ihrni which the txaces of walls es- 
tending some feet on either side were, until reeenfly, tisiUe : it was 
probably an OUtWOrk belonging to the Castle. A tradition still exista 

that tliiM was a gateway of the old town of Adurc, and that no pernon 
wati ailuued to pass through it atler six o'clock in thn evening. It is, 
however, improbable that the town extended to the eastern side of tho 
liTer; the Dovn Survey and other maps represent it as on the western 
side^ as has been already mentioned. 

About twenty-five years ago Desmond Castle underwent considerable 
ropairs, Lnt iiiithiiig in the wny of restoratiim was attrmptpd beyond 
I that ior which there was competent authority. At tin- name time 
a portion of the moat was deaued out^ in which some interesting 
antique article* were fbond. Files of rubbish bad acoumulated in the 
immr ward to the hmght of sevend feet above the proper level of the 
court, chiefly formed by the deim of the fallen walls of the keep; these 
were removed, and all decaying portions of the crumbling walls niatle 
good. This year, other portions of the walla have been repaired whivU 
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had been injured by the too luxuriant ivy, and the rest of the moat has 
been excavated, the bottom of whidi oonfliated of black mud to a depth 
of from 1 to 3ft. In it irere ibund large numhen of Iwiiea, a very fev 
of wbioh are ]ininant old Bhoes, wido treapoiU) Tarious pieoee of iroodi 

most of them shewing maib of tiio action of fire, iiml i^rveral boing 
pointet! at the outl, as if they were portions of stakes or y);ili-ui!f*s. The 
moat passed under the walls which form its prestiit tcnnination ; pro- 
bably it originally surrounded tho keep, but when tlie Castle was cn- 
largixl, and tihe valla of the outer ward w«<b built, tile exteEnal or 
northern portion of the moat was obUtoated, in place of which there 
is now a deep dry fosse folloiriiiig the oorve of the wall of tlie inner 
ward, af! shewn on tho plan. 

On the wpstnrn side of the Castle there is a shallow cut or moat, 
reaching from the river to the part of the wall where the inner moat 
ends ; near this spot are the remaina of the old manor mill, quite lately 
diaeorored, in whioh one of the milt-atonea was Ibnnd. Until recent 
timea the t«aants were boand to get their oom ground at tiiis mill. 
The stream was probalily the same that supplied tho Abbey mill; and 
tho remains of a shallow tn :i< h still exist elu^c to tho outer wall of the 
Ciustle, whieh been tnici'il in the diri'etion of the Abbey. • 

In tho Inquisition taken in the year liJiJl (p. 100), the CasUe of Adaro, 
then in a rained atate, is deaoribed as a "Castle in whioh is a ball; 
a chapel with stone walls covered with thatoh; a obamVer oovered with 
thatch (or ahingle); a tower oovered with planks; a kitchen covered 
with slates ; a chambw near the stone part covered with thatoh, whic-h 
ia not surveyed at any pnVo on account of the cost of keeping tliKm up " 

This account is rather piu^ltug. ^\^lcro was the chapel '! The only portion 
of the Castle now remaining which could have been one is the room with 
Norman windows, but there is no i^pearanoo of its having been a ehapd, 
and so large a one would have be«i very unusual. Why should the tower 
be roofed with planks? and why only the kitchen oovered with elates? 
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What, again, can bo meant by a cbamber near ^ ttmu pvrtf Thia 
aooonn^, at all aventa, ia eiuiona and intereating, 1^ alievmg of vliat 
tihe Ctotle consisted in the middle of the fonrteenth centnvy, ainee it 
is uolikoly tiiat any important part would bftve been omHtad in tbe 

description. 

The buildings contuin so Utile ot litcliitcctural IVatures, that it m wry 
difficult to dclermino tho dates of the diii'ercnt portions. To lia^ard 
a eonjeeture, probably the original Korman castle oonsisted of the keep 
aunounded by water, outaide <rf whieh was the honse with the Nonnan 
windows, and perhaps the great hal]. The tower has much the ohareeter 
of a Norman keep, of very rude masonry, with square-headed wiiidows, 
erected, probably, on tho site of an earlier fort, dcfonded by wooden 
palisades, and surrounded by a uioat. The large apartment with the 
Iformiin windows being so for from tbe keep and onteide the moat, 
oansee the whole to bear a strong leaemblanoe to the ITomian house 
near Christ Chnroh, already mentioned. At a lat» date, perhaps about 
the middle of the fourteenth century, the northern half of the moat was 
filled up, to enable tlic wall-? of tlie inner ward to be erected, and the 
whole castle was euusidcrably enlarged by the circuit of the outer ward, 
which may be of tho same period. 

We may oonclude that Adare oeaaed to be a piinoipnl leaidienoa of the 
Earls of Eildare after tbe first half of the Jbuvteenth eentniy, otherwise so 
great a family would have most probably erected buildings containing 
fcatuics of Iiiu;]u r architectural pretensions, or more omamciital character, 
thim this Castle possesses; such us ;(i*o to be seen in the beautifully built 
keep and noble banqueting-liali of the Earl of De&mond's Castle at Ask- 
eat(Hi| or at Cairigogunnel, both in the neighbourhood of Adare, and both 
weeted betweoi the middle of the fourteenth and fifteenth oentuiiea. 

Among the objeetS fonnd in the moat, when it was partially cleared 
out some years ago, a speur-hcad, a sword-blade, and a small hatchet 
are here represented; they are all of iron, and are good specimens of 
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HuoT kind. Dr. Petrie wanisn then to belong to a period anterior to 

the date of the Castle. They are similar in form ai I li iracti r to the 
▼eapons ibund in the Saxon eem^eriea of England and the Prankish 




3pe(Lr-!.>.id. Svonl-blail*. ajid Iiait.i iir. ftacJ at Dmamd Ciutln, 

iu Fi-uuce, and such as are also found in our own crunnogcs or artifi> 
oial lake-iebuidB, irtueh are usually of an age contemporary wttli tlieae 
Saxon and Prankish cemeteries. 

Tlie spear-hrad is 9 in. long and 2 in. wide; the sword is 1 it. 4 in. 
long in th« blade, and 3 in. in the part whicli fits into tlio handl(> ; the 
blado is 2^ in. wide, and i in. thick iit tlic bark. The .small iron axe is 
7|in. long, 4^ in. wide at the blade end, and.3in. at the handle end. 
It is rather m unoommtm example. Dr. Petrie has a similar one in 
hia collection found in a enuuMge, and probably of the nintii or tenth 
oentury. 
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In the reoont eaccATations at the Castle alreadj refbmd to, two Teiy 
oarious objects were found in the mud bottom of the moat. The first is 
a vooden avord, of which a drawing ia here aubjoined. The wood is, 




I believe, oalt, and quite bladi. It la 1 ft. 6 in. loiig in the blade, and 

4 in. in the handle, and 1 1 in. broad. Not having seen anything aimilar 
to this iroplment, I referred to Dr. Petrie, who in le^y aaya :— 

*<The woodoi aword ia very old, say about tihe eighth or ninth 

century. I have the blade of one whifli was found in tho wooden 
I house at T>nn(>i;:il. dcserihcd by Capt. Mudtic in the ArcJurolofftn. This 
must be very old indeed, lor the atone celt ui«jd lor shaping the wood 
of the houae waa found with It. There is also a wooden award in the 
Mnsoutii of the Academy, smaller than yours, and I think somewhat 
leaf- shaped. '\Vot)deu spears have also been found in Ireland, and the 
u*e of fsnfh wood«>ti weapons in St. Patrick's time is curiously illnstrufod 
by the following imsaage in the anonymous notices of his life in the book 
of Aimagh : — ' Patrick came lh>m the plain of Airthm to DrwmmiU CSt*. 
rigi^ and to jyaamttt Tohciert and to Ailich Ei^rachfw ; and had with him 
oi^ht or niiio nipn. 'viitli f;iMf-ts in tln>ir liands, written nftcr \l\v ^Vfoftaic 
manner, whom tku Gentiles seeing exclaimed that, as iLey had swords 
in their handi;, they would slay the holy men. H^MdSm mapom were 
seen with them, but we think the aworda were iron.' " 

111 tlie I'ritish Mnstnim I found a wooden swrird somewhat similar to 
the oue hue repre$.entcd, but much diorter, having more the character 
of a dagger ; the handle ia 6 in. long, and the blade only 7| in. It is 
also nanower, not exceeding I in. in breadth in the blade, and leas than 
I in. in the handle; the end of the handle ia nearly 2 tn. wide, and the 
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blade u sqiszatecl from the handle hy a portioii of aimilAr iridth. Tbb 

(lugger waa found some years ago in London, and was formerly in the 
Roach Smith collection, No. 381 ; it is plowed among the AnglcEoman 
Antniiiitie<?, :m\ is numb<»rod The wooden swnrd in the Royal Irish 
Acadoiuy 3Iii.suuio, alluded to by Dr. Petrie, is di sri il) ^1, with nn illus- 
tration, in Wilde's Catalogue, vol. i. p. 402. It ia 1 it. 8 in. in longtl^ 
of whitih the hlade ooeupies 1ft. 3 in. ; the breadth ia 2 in. On one 
side, near the end of the Uad^ ia a pnjeoting knob, Cram vhioh ouv 
cumstanoe it la suppoaed to have aerved aa a model fbr a mould for 
a bronze sword. 

The following sinjjnlar o^jprt wus also dug out of the moat, n«'ar 
where the wooden swniii was found. As will be seen from the illus- 
tratioQ} it ia but a fragment, both ends being broken off. The pxeaent 
length ia 1 ft. 4 in., and the breadth at the ousp 1| in. It ia composed 




of two liiycr.s of some bony-lookiuE; substance, slightly curved on the 
external surface, riveted together by small iron rivcta. Kear one cud 
is a amall holai, vhidi evidently vaa not a liret hole. At tUa end one 
of the layeia becomea very thin, and a third haa been introduced betmen 
the other two, which reaches as far as t]>.e ]ioiiit, a, where the breadtii 
I is suddenly narrowed. A slender incised line runs along both sides and 
edges, givin;^ rathor an ornamental fix\hh to this strange iniplcincnt. 
£eiug anxious to make out exactly the material ot which it is coni]jot>ed, 
whioh x)u2zled every one who had aeen it, I requested my Mend Pro» 
feaaor Oww to give me hia opbioo, which he kindly did in the fol. 
lowmgktter: — 
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»BniuA Mutem, June 11, 18G4. 

"I have dttennined by microscopical examination of the substance 
of fho portion (if tlio ancient instrumout which you submitted to mc, 
that it IS the outer compact layer, with part of the cancellous structure, 
of a decv's tntlei!; Now, there ii no other apeoies from which a «traiglit 
^eoe of die extent of your Lordship's epedmeu (I ft 4 in.X indudiug an 
average breadth of an iuch of the ontrr layer of antler, could lie taken 
(in Ireland) except the extinct * gtent deer' {Megaeeros hibernicui). 
I have examined the texture of the antler of this species in a specimen, 
Ihim beneafli tarbary, in sheU-tnul, in the coonty of dare^ and it 
eloBely agrees with liie teoctaw of the antl» of wbioih the instmment 
has lipcn formed. 

" it seems to me most probable that the specimen is part of the 
frame of a simple stringed mu!$ical instrument ; but on this point I should 
defer to the opinion of the prafeesed antiquaiy.

The next question is, of what is this cm-iou? frafrraent a portion ; to 
this enquiry no satisfactory answer has as yet been given. There is 
nothing like it in the Aluscum of the Eoyal Irish Academy, nor in the 
British Mnseatn : neithw Br. Petrie n«r Sir William Wildo are able to 
offer more than a mere guess as to its nse. It was exhibited and dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Ai elnLalu^icid Institute, and the prevailing 
impression seems to lia\ (' been that it t^tis probably part of an ancient 
lyre or otl.er musical instrument. Mr. Hewitt pronounced against its 
being a portion of any weapon. Ou the other hand, at tho Arcbteo- 
logical Assoeiation wamm membna maintamed that it waa a partion of 
some sort of eroas-bow; and in fiiTour of this view Mr. Cuming says:— 

"The cusp in the relio beaes a strong reseniUanee to that found on 
the stock of a hUA of the time of James L, in (Stelton'e HeyridE, PL xev> 
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fijj iri, wliilsf the depressed surface sutrirr'sf'! the probability of its being 
a portion «t a prndd of tho seventeenth century. In Skelt«^>n, PI. xcviii. 
fig. 7, is a prodd of tho time of William III., the stock of which is quite 
as dun u tbe bene flngment." 

A tliiid aoggestioii b mads in the folloMng extraet of a letter hj 
a gentleman distrngnkihed for hia Tariooa arohmologieal raaeanliefl :— 

"I think tbe inetrument, a sketch of vbioh you vera good enough 

to enclose to me, waa not piirt of a musksail ittStrament, still less does it 
appear to have l>fen romioftiMl with a cros-i-bow. I could understand 
many purposes which it would serve in the manutacturc of oluth. It is 
juBt Bobh an instmrnent as the end of a primitiye wi^ vould be attaehcd 
to, fastened at aeven or eight intervals of its length, the edges of oloth 
movins forward, or tho boginning of the web moving Imckwnrd, as in 
I thr Oriental loom of the present hour. Tho ancient Irish spun and wove 
the wool of their sheep; and tliis no doubt bolongod to ouu of the ladies 
in the Castle, whose labouTs oonsisted of spinning and weaving." 

It certainly seems singular that au object such as this, of so marked 
a chanusier, ahould baffle the skill of the numerona antiquaries who have 
examined it, and should rnnain nndedphered as to its age or pnipose. 

While thesf nheets were [wssiiig liirough liie press, the op£H>rtuaity 
was taken, in consequence of the unusually low state of the water, to 
excavate along the hank of tho river just under the Castle walb. For 
several feet fimm the wall the bed was partly above water, being about 

2 t^, higher than tho general bottom of the stream, indicating the pro- 
babilify of a considerable artificial deposit. 0;i breaking thnniLih the 
stones and gravel, less than 1 ft. in thirkni'ss^ a deposit was tumid, ex- 
tending about 120 ft., and being iVoui 10 to 18 ft. wide, and iiom 

3 ft 6 in. to 4 ft. de^^ made up of oyster-sheUa, deeomposed bones, 
timber^ and blade mud, mixed with ratable matter. It was thicksBt 
and most rich to the cast of tha hall, BSar where the kitchen moBt 
probably was placed. This great maaa muat be the aooumulation of 
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what ma thrown out from th« Idtchca for a period eztendtng ovw 

several centuries, and it would probably have remained indefinitely 
unnoticed but for the breaking through the crust of gravel which | 
effectually coucealed the black deposit. Oystcr-shclls were uho found 
in the moat : it ia singular that the inhabitants of the Castle should have 
used «n trtide of fbod in mieh qoantitiea, which moat have been brought 
fipom the lea coast, « diitanoe of mon than fifty miles turn Adara. 

The first object which was discovered was an immense beam of oak, 
lying along and close to the bank of the liver whece the wall has been

destroyed. The upper side was ut 1 ft. 6 in. below the surfuco of the 
river lied. The wood is quite Llack and very soft, and full of longitu- 
dinal .slits (IF sliakos. The exlrenie length of tiic beam is 2S ft. Gin. 
Figure 1, in the accoini>anyiug woodcut, represents u horizontal view 
of tho upper surface; figure 2 gives the rerttoal or side view; figure 3 
is an enlarged view of the end A, shewing the eutious mortices and 
incisions. Tlie breadth atAislftSin.; atB}lfL2in.; the depth at 
C, 1 ft. in. ; at D, 11 in. 

Four transverse incisions marked / will be observed, which arc 3 in., 
11 in., 7 in., and 11 in. respectively in breadth; 3 iu., Din., Gin., and 
6 in. deep. Thsfe are three moctioes, at equal distanoes ftmn each other, 
about 9 in. lon^ by from 4 to 5 in. wid^ and from 6 to 8 in. deep. 
Another mcrtioe, near ^ eentie, has been puipoecly filled up with 
wood. There an holes through these mortices, one of which is shewn 
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in the woodcut. Three small holes may be seen between the tilird 
transvcrst! incision and the middle mortice; they arc nbont 1 in. in 
diameter, aud ul>out 2 in. deep : two similar holes exist near the last 
mortice. Perhaps the most curious features ore the inclined incisions at 
tbe two ends: one is well shewn in the woodeat; that at the otiier end 
is now bnt dightly (laoeaUe ; they incline ontwarde towaida the nnder 
surface. Near the middle may be perceived two shallow incisions; these 
ulso slijpc, ami a liole ran^ tiiroup;li tliom. for a pin. This hcam. or 
drawings (if it, have ])ccii examined by practical builders auii cn'^incers 
as well aa antiquaries, but no satisfactory explanation has been arrived 
at, as to it» uwu SnggeBtions have been mado diat it formed part of 
a mill, or of a wooden honse, or of a bridge. Its unuMal aiaei, gnat 
antiquity, and joarioni oonstniotion, may be ooneidered a suflloiMit reason 
for the detail with which it has been here described. 

About 1 ft. lower than the bnttom of the beam thref pieces of oak 
like piles were foimd lying, pointing towards the Castle. They arc rc- 
spccUvcly about 8 ft,, lift., and 7 ft« in length; the first is 1ft. 10 in., 
and eaeh of the othinr two about 1 ft, in eircomferenoe. 

A.DMnig the objects which were dug out, subsequent to the beam, are 
tln-ec ancient iron keys, some jNeces of pottery, and other articles worth 
notice: uiifurtunafc!y, llipy could not bo engraved in time for insertion 
in O.il-i place, but a detailed description of them will be given in the 
Addenda. 

While these eoecaTatuHU were being carried on, an examination was 
made d the nairow strip of ground between the Csstle walla and the 

water by whioh it plainly appeared that this wsa merely sn artifietal 

deposit ; it has therefore been removed, and tlte water now f^ows up 
to the base of l!ie walls nearly along the wIioIp lencrth of the buildings, 
thufl giving them additional height, while the picturesque effect of the 
south frmt of the Castle is matonally onhanoed.

connoctt'd witli it as yet dtscovored relttps to tfi ' ^iTanor, lu'ing 
a grant in tbo year 122G from King Iloury 111. to JeliVfn de >r«riris, 
Justiciary of Irtlimd, to hold a fair annually at bis Manor of Adarc, 
during tho eight days following the Teast of St. James; the giant to 
expire on the coming of age of the king*. This mention of the Feaat of 
St. Jumos w ould point to some counoxion with the *' Donms Ikmti Jaoobi V 

Ly the fon>'_">in'^ account it would appear that the rii raldiiics mvto 
not the first Norman scltlens at Adare, but they already posi-sessed (Jruotn, 
in the immediate neighbourhood, l<»r in the "Eurl of Kildare's Red 
Book," under the year 1216, it is stated that Maurice Pitzgenld, 
second Beron of Offiily, neceired fi»m King John a grant of the CSastle 
of Crooni," This Baron, in 1210 and 1210, introduced into Ireland tho 
Franci.scan and Dominican Orders'", and we may also include the Trini- 
tarian, as t!ie Priory at Adare was fminded during his life. 

Tho Eurl of Kildai-o hatt furuLihed nie with the following interesting 
Charter, which is not dated, hut i» probably of about the year 1298. 
It is from the "Eari of Kildaro'a Bod Book," compiled in IdOl, for 
Gerald, ninth Earl of Eildaie 



"Know all men present and to come that I, Juliana de Cogati, the 
daughter Oerald Fitz Manrioe, have given, granted, and conflnned by 
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tlii- my prcpfnt cliarter, to thf T,i,nl .hiim Fit/. Timmrt';, son ('f M;uirice, 
the whole manor of Adare with ail its apjjurttuauces, tliu manor of Castle 
Robert with its appurtenances, tho manor of Cromoth with all its 
appurteiuinoeB, the monor of Adileetatli witii all its appurtenaneefli 
Werged with all its appurtonanoe^ tilO manor of Grcnc and Enstgrane 
with all its uppurtenaiiecs, the manor of Kathmoro with all ita appur- 
tenances, the manor of Qoy&siU [GeshilJ with all its appurtenances, 
thd lorddtip of ScheoreyDadi with all its appurtaianoBfl| the maaor del 
Byle with all (*ie)t and tba waat (rf Fort Lachui with all ita appur- 
tenances, to have and to hold to the said Lord John, his heirs or their 
assigns in chief from the lords of the f(M's'. u!l th« aforesaid manors, 
landd, and lordships, with ali tiieir appurteiiauecs in lordships, demesnes, 
chnidiea, chapels, and their advowsona in castles and fovtsy water-mills, 
lokes, water-courses, fish-ponds> preserrea, fords, courts of the hundred, 
markets, parks, defences, mo'iti--, mnrshes, waters, meadows, pastures, 
romb, footpaths, wards, maniages, and escheats, and all other liberties 
and free customs belonging to tho aforesaid manors, lords, and lordships, 
aa freely as Maurice Fits Gerald, my grandfather, or Maurice lifs 
Gerald, my brother, did more freely, better, more fully and quietly 
hold them at any time, for ever ; the said Lord John and his heirs or 
their assigns paying thereout auuuuUy, and perforuiiug to the aforesaid 
lords in diief of the fees the teaU and sorricea therefrom due and 
acoustomed. And to me and my heirs one spanow-hawk or three pence 
in silver, only at the Feast of the Nati^ty of Saint John the Baptist for 
all service, cxrufion, and demand. 

"And I, Juliana, and my heirs will warrant agoiuiit all men the 
aforesaid manon, lands, and lordships to tho afomsaid John and hia heirs 
or their assigns fur ever, as is well and fully stated aboTO. And that 
this my donation, grant, and eoutinnatiou of my presr>nt cliarter may 
obtain tlje force of lastuig security, 1 have fortitied [my] present charter 
with the impression of my seal. These being witnesses, — The Lord 
Geoffrey de Gcnevilo, Thomas Pits Maurice, John do la Mara, Thomas 
Fits Aluredj Walter Lenfant^ junior, William CadcU, Kioholas de Carrew, 
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Hogcr dc Lyuet, John de Fanoliart^ Ent, Jolm de Barry, William de 
Lundon, Bicliard Tits John, John Henld, Thonuw le Bugles, Gendd 

Tirroll, and others." 

t!ie witnesses wc find the names of some of the prineipnl familii's 
wlio figured in the Xorman invasion of Ireland. Juliana cie Cogan was 
sister to Maurice, tiftU Baron of Offaly; she snccoeded to the above 
«• heiress of her brothefi and made those gnitts on eondition 
of having the manor of Maynooth for her life The deed by which this 
was settled on her is dated 21 Edw. I. 

Tho next document n l iting to tho Fitz Geralds at Adaro, is a grant 
to John Fitz Thomas ol" ritie-Wan*en, in the county of Limerick, in the 
year 1301, "Of Adar, CroimutU (Croom), Costr' lloberti, Athlet;igb, 
Wirgedy, Grene, Esgrene, and Cork molghhid V 

In 1329 ICanrloe, the fourth. £aii of Elldare^ being under ago trhen 
he succeeded his brother, Edward III., hi ; guardian, granted his lands 
of Kildare, Maynooth, Crom, Arl:ir \ aud £»t-grenfi^ to Sir John Uaroyi 
his stcp-fath«-r, (luring liis miniinty 

Tlie following Inquisition, from tho "Earl of Kildare's lied Book," 
is interesting as giving an account of the state of Adare about the 
year 13S1 

" rnnccrning two parts of the two parts (sic) and tenements, which 
b4-l<in,t;, il to Eichard Fitz-Tliomas, late Knrl of Kildare, on tho day on 
which he died, in tlie mauora of Adare, Castle-Uobert, in tlie County 
of Limerick, who died on the 7th day of July, in the 6th » year of 
the reign of Bang Edward III. after the Conqueae, made before John 
Morioe, Esdieutor of Irehind, at lAmerieh, on the 12th ^ day of August 
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in tliu aforesttid year, except the dowries of Blanohe md Jootl, late 
Couutes» of Eildare, by the undenigned, viz. : —

The document then continues at some length with reference to other 
lands, and ends with the foUowiui!; notice : —

The foregoing laquisititm dcMsribeB the Sari of Eildare'a landa as 
««Bte «nd tuictiUWftted on aecount of the war: what particular war 
in here alluded to cannot easily bo aswrtuinod, owing to the Rcaiitincss 
of the record'! of that epoch. On this subject, tho l^o Profeaaor O'Curry, 

ill n ]ftt( t t't a friend, obserw : — 

T; is siranj»e, but it is Inio. there is no county in tho south of 
Irehind thut haii luss of aucieut aud miUdtc-agc hiijtory than Limerick. 
The Geraldines drove out, no one knows how, the Engenian race, in- 
cluding th«! lly Fifrt'inte', iu a way of which tin rc is scarcely any 
record; and fi' m linn <l<.An to tho time of Elizabeth there ia, I fear, 
very little of local bistor}' to bo found." 

Accordinply, an intcn'al of about two eentunes elapses without any 
liistorical records of Adarc, xmtM the year 153(i, when tho net of 
attainder was passed ng-ainst Thomas, tenth Earl of Kildarc (called 
"silken Tboma*"); all of whose castles and manors', including Adare, 
were fbrfeited to the Crown. In the &lIowing year this unfortunate 
nobleman was, along with his fire ondcs, executed at Tyburo; the 
1 English Government hoping thus to extirpate the race of the Kildare 
(h r.dfliiii s ; l.nt such was not to bo. Gerald, tho eleventh Eiirl, then 
iu lus twellih y«'ar, wa-^ tjivcTs in cliarge to Thomas Lcvcrous, u priest, 
aud foster-brother of hi» tuther, and conveyed in a largo basket to his 
aistor, lady Mary O'Connor \ His early life, full of eaoapes, adven- 
tures, and travels in foreign oonntriee, would form quite on interesting 
chapter of historical romance. 

The English Government docs not appear to have retained poswesion 
ot tho Earl's ca.sth;s and mnnors in the Cfurnty of lamerick, for Robert 
Cowley, in a letter to Lord Cix>unvell, suys : — 
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"Item, where tho prctcnsid Erie of Deannoild luitll tfttoly, B son- 
queror, ontcrod into all tho kinpr'>? castollos!, {rary«An«, mnnnur', nnd 
laudcs in tho countio of Lymerik. which apportoyned to the Into Erie 
of XHdare,*' . . . . ibe lord Deputy dMMild ''raoorer the said landes 
and garjaous, to the Eyoge'B poBsenionV^ 

In tho orticlw of BabmiMon <^ JamoB, Eail of Dennond, October, 
1537, be «gc«68 — 

*< Having tho profbnnent to hoTO tbo lease of Crom and Adare, nod 

' till r the late Earl of Kildare's laiides in the couutie of Lymeric, aball 
jtay to the lunge's offyoen the rentes and profettes of the eaiue &e. 

T'l ihjcet of this arrangement on tho part of Desmond, appears 
t" liavi' lorn ti) < tuiWc Gerald to obtain po— r-sion of Iii^ fufliers castles 
and manors, as on tho 30th of Docembor Sir W. Brabazon wrote to 
Cromwell, as follows": — 

"And to advertise youre Lordship of yoiiug Garret, who as I am 
infiinned lieih ahottte Oroine and Adure, my Lord D^tie .... haith 
done the best be can to atteyne hym V 

By one of tho extraeta made in 1540 for tho purpose of snmying 
and valuing the lands forfeited for high treason, it appears that in 

the county of Limerick the manors of Adare, Cromeii Beehanan, and 
Toborney were tlioii in tlic King's hands*. 

In a dispatth lium Bcntleger to King Ilcnry YIII,, February 21, 
1541, there is a long and curious inclosuro containing the submission 
of the Earl of Besmond, from vrhieb the following extvaet b taken : — 

" 1541. Item. If it shall be His Kajeefies pleaante, that I, the eaide 
Eilo [of Desmond] have the preferment to liavo the leasse of Cron 
and Adar, and other the lato Eric of Kylduri 's l iinl in the eountie 
of Lymcrike, shall pay to the Kiages officers tho rentes aud pro&tes 
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of ^ mine; or els I shall suffer the Kinges officers to lette, as well 

the same, as all other the Kingcs kudos and profiles in ^I niiister in 
fenno to others at thoir pleaaure, the fei'mcrs whereof I shall dofeade 
agouste all men, &c. " 

The following cxtrnot, from a dispatch of J. Alen to King Henry VIII., 

relates to the Earl of Desmond, and to Adare : — 

" But as I perceyvi' lie wol :i-k(> thinges of Your "Majostics gyflo, 
wherein, liko as I thynke it mete, under Your Highuca pardoo, for 
thincoragemeni of him to percerefe in obedieneei that Tour Oiaw Aolde 
d^rte with some thingea to hym ; bo it is goode that Your Hig^ei be 
informed, whenvith yn doparte ; and not, under clowdcs, dcparte with 
gret thingcs hy the name of small ; as the lordship of Crom and Athdai-e, 
whiche I uuderstaudo idiuldu be one of his desjrea to passo to hyra, 
under the name of tw«ity meckea yerely, whidi is worth two hundred 
merkes hy tho yere (if he do his dutie); and the eame^ adjoyneng to 
your cittie of T.ymericke, is most mete to be in Your Gran's awne 
handes, especyally if Your Highnes sholde have any Counsell lycni^ ther. 
Uut myue advise sholde bo raithcr to gyve hym Abbay laudii, in irouiuros 
of hie rule noxt to Xcishmen, or nigh to Dublin, which ther lyeng were 
a goode pledge alwuy upon him'." 

A flurrey of the Manor of Adare was made about the beginning of 
Elizabeth's reign, in 1559, of which an extract, alluded to by Aiehdall 

in his Jhnasikum, is to be found among the Ware MSS. in tho British 
Museum. Tho original survey, which has been kindly searched for 
among the family doeuraents of the Duke of Df^vonshiro and t!ie Earl 
of Cork, unfortunately cannot bo found. The extract is here given, 
which refers chiefly to the ecclesiastical buildings at Adure, and should 
have been more propMrly ineerted in p. 57, ai affording iome aooount 
of the state of the abbeys betwem the suppreasioii in the reign of 
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Heniy TIIL «&d the giant to St. Lcgcr ia 1566. The Parish Ckvantk 
was oppRtautly already dimiied and partly ruined. Ttam the language 
used in de8oribiii;j: tlic Trinitarian Abbey, it wonW scorn that the Frian 

worn in posx-^-^i.in of their buildings at the time this survey was made; ■ 
but iu the uccouMt of the Frunpt^^rnn Abbey, the use of the past tciisf ' 
"enjoyed" would imply that their Monastery had not been re-occupted 
by itB former poMeMora,

"There standeth in the said South aid of the water of ^[agc au other 
Abbay of Augustin i*Vyei-s, fowuded by John, carlo of Kildarc, sone to 
Thomas, - w^ died in an' 1315, and the said earlo gaue to the said abhy 
the village of Uodolehy, and certen lands in the towne of Athdare. 
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" Tlicar is in tho cast parte of tho said townc an Abby of Gray fryen, 
foundod by Thomus liit<' Tiirli' df TuM:irc, iiiid Johan, Pnnijhtor to the 
Tlarlfi of Desmond his wiffi-, uboute the ymte of oure lord 14C5, whoo 
inado the church of the said abby vppon ther owae costs, and gauu two 
challeseB of tylver, and bought a graate bell for 10", be gane to the 
sayd Abbay, and buylt alsoo the fourth part of tho ( luistcr : w"'' countes, 
daughter to Jame« I'mL nf Dcsiiioml, was buried in tlie said church, 
in a tombe of Stone, vnder a stono that lyetli between the quier, w*"" 
CounteflB died 1486. 

'*The nid Eaile gaue to the said Ahhay Oe pkwe where it was made, 
V garden and oucliard place and a ccrtayn bigg close there about and 
viij messuages vij ncrcn of gmalo measure conTement pMtore the 
! ofBcers of the liaid ubbiiy euinycd'." 

Subsequent tn lltf jirinliii;^ of the history of (ho Abboy lands, p. G3, 
I &c., T ffiuml till- fiillowiug in the Calendar of Patent Rolls, Ireland, 
p. 602, in the reign ot Charles I. by which an additiuuul poisscssor 
of the Ahbeys of Adore is brought to light : — 

"The King to Lottus, Ciiuncellor, and tho Earl of Cork, Justices, 
direotiog letters patent to Sir J. SephtaOt eonfiTming his title to the 
Hanor of l&Uoir, the Blade and White Abhe j of Adare, aad Monaster 
Oilliagh." 

I It ia obaerfahle that the Poor or Frandsoan Abbey is not iaeluded 
I in this grant. Tbna it appears that some of theae lands passed into the 

poawwon of ten different fumiliejj in one hundred and fifty years after 
I tho suppression in tho reign of Henry VIII. The name*! air, Bi.T.< Lrer, 

Zouch, Gold, Rigges, Wallop, i^orreis, Jephson, Evans, (iimesby, Qum. 
2CotwithstandiDg that the Desmond branch held Adare during tJieir 

wars against the English, it ms not forfeited after the Earl's death 

in 1683; ftr, in an inquiaition taken aftw the death of Gerald, the 
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eleventh Earl of Tvildan-, it npppnrs that he poMeawd, in Gus ooanty 
of Limerick, iho jMuiiors of CrDom uud Adan* 

Appendix I. contains a tabic, extracted from the books of the Down 
Surrey nsde in. 1642, ihewiDg the dUtrilmtion of the forfeited and 
other lands about Adara, nov famvug part of the Qain estatea. It ia 
interesting ns indicating the Turious diTifliaiis of the land, and tin- 
persons who lu'M (lii'tii Tim greater portion were granted tn Sir Edward 
Ormesbpy. The ijiris of Kildarc having previously become Protectants, 
their lands were not sequestered. The numbers and figures in the tirst 
ooliinm of the table lefer to the anoient map of Adare, Plate XXTX. 

In a rent'io]! of the Earle of Kilda»*s otate, made Match 3, 1656, i« 
the followmg entry, for whidi I am indebted to the ]n«sent Miarqui* : — 

" County of Limeridc, the Manors of Crum, Tubomea', and Adare % 
sett to ycrle (w% Sur Percy Smidi aod othen at 321", but worth 
much more." 

In the year 1 G83, Mr. Thady Quin, of Adare, obtained a lease from 
the Enrl of Kildare of a ]>oitii'n rf hi^i c-tafo iiliout Aiiaift, including 
the " .Mauor mills, and the old bawii (castle), tuii^^ and inarkots in the 
town of Adare, with the custom.s uud tolls of said ruiilr>, fairs, uud 
motkete." In 1721, tho fee-simple of these lands and manorial ri^ts 
-was purohosed from the Tnutees of flie Earl of Kildare by Mr. Valen- 
tine Quin, who also bought several additional townlands of the same 
estate in the years 1724 and 172G: these purchases included "tho 
chief rents nf tlic Lonl-litp nf Adare; tli - Court Barony of the said 
Manor, with the lioyalties ; and tlie Advowson of Etiiu." 

The Manor Courts existed down to the eotabliBbMiit ef the Petty 
Sessions Courts about forty years ago.

] IRfSS^^ cutliost portion of tho ^^fiinor Uoiise seems to Iinvo been a s^quaio 
IBLBQI or obloncr frnvcr: rt fnrmcil tlie mom mnrkf-ri Sfw?'/ in the old 
lioiise^. riate YI. rcprosouts the house almut one huiulml voars 
ago, or pel liiii>$ earlwr. There is no record to shew by whom it was erected, 
but most probably hj Mr.Tlindy Qain, at tho close of the *ovoot«eiitb 
century. About Beventy or eighty years ago the walls vcie mUed, a bow- 
window was thrown out from the dmwing-room, and other altorotiona 

• AV«TP fffrct 'il. of wliicli Il»f most important was the rhnn^r- of tho ontraufc 
from tlie south front to the north-west side. Piato \ 11. gives a view of 
the south liide of the house, with thc^e alterations, takeu about tho year i 
1815. When the preaent mansion waa comment-ed, a few of the old walls | 
were presecred and encased in the new work*~the north and aoatb walls | 
of the dining^roODi, for example, and that between the hall and gallery : 
the latter i^^ niif^ of tho walls of the old tower, and when it was broken [ 
through to ibrm the door between these two rooms — no easy nmlter, 
for it was as hard u» solid rock — a silver coin of considerable antiquity 
was found, but nnlttcldly it eannot now be identified. Tho two plans, 
Plate X., are drawn to the same scale, shewing the difference of aize in 
the two booses, but they are placed on the paper at right angles to each 
other, the north point on the smaller being the oast on the larger. 

j The new ]M;in<(r House has been so fully described that notliing need 
here be added; but it may bo remarked as an interesting fact, and one 
as rare as it is curious, that the greater portion of the building, and that 
the boldest in conception and most pietareaque in effect, was designed 
by au amateur, not a single drawing having been famished by an

Tn tlie b!j!] are to be seen the colours of tho Adaro corps of the 
celebrated Yoluutcerii of 1782; an iuteresting relic of one of the rare 
oeeaaiona when the pcopk <tf Iidand were united for the promotion 
of tralj patriotio objects. 

MUSKUM. 

In page 29 mention is made of a small museum, at present iu procests 
of arrangement; it ie of a miwellancous cbntnctor, hut chiefly composed 
of spedmcna of natural history, including geology, and antiquarian ob- 
jects. Soiiu! (»f its contents are sufficiently interesting to justify their 
b« iiiL: Ji s{ rihcd in this work. In the tii-st class may be mentioned a fine 
and n<arly perfect specimen of the (Vrvus Hegaceros, the celebrated 
Irish deer of pre-historic, though probably not of pre-huiuuu times. 
This akeletoQ was diseovered ta the year 18i;2, in the bog of Cullan, neor 
Tippetary. It was imbedded in a yellowish marl, uiideclying the ont- 
out bog. The deepest positimi <tf the antlers was from S to 3^ ft. under 
the surface. One of them was brdcen off close by the head, and was 
nearly in its natural position, but one of the jaw*buuee lay at a distance 
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of 0 ft. from the hesd. The rut of the ikeletoii vtm nearly iq ita natural 

I)osition with reference to the head ; bnt all the bonea seemed to have 
been detached from each other to dintanccs varyiu^» from 2 or 3 in. to 
ncarl}' 1 ft., an l !li<' I -ef? were crossed one over the other. All the , 
boucs were froiu 1| to li it. under the suri'uce. The dimensious of the 
honta of fbia animal are — Extreme length from tip to tip, following the 
carve of the antlers, 12 ft. ; span between the tipa, 8 ft. S in. ; oir* 
Ciimference of the beam close to the buir, 9in. ; width of the palm, 
1 ft. 2 in. This specimen is remarkable as having the incisor teeth 

I perfect. There were eiirh? pr!ir< rif tho horns of (his <;ienntir deer in 
the hall and vestibule, the finest of which was recently broken to pieces 
by falling from ita plaoe on tho wall. Tbe dimenaionB of the largest 
now remaining are — Extreme length, following the eunre, 13 ft 2 in. ; 
qwn betireen the tips, 11 ft. 4 in.; girth of the beam, 11| in. \ breadth 
of the palm, 1 ft. 5 in. ; and length of the longest antler, 2 ft. 7 in. The 
next in .size me;isnre« — Extreme length, 12 ft. G in. ; span ncmps, 
10 ft. 4 in. ; j»irtli of the beam, 1 ft. ; breadth of the palm, 1 ft. tij iu. 

There is also a reindeer's horn, with a very fine brow antlor, which 
was found a few yean ago at a phu» called the Inneiy Ferry, in the 
Barony of Ivenigh, county of Kerry. Some men were exoaTating for 
the fowndation of a lime-kiln ; after removing drifted sand to the depth 
of 7 ft., they dng through 5 ft. of V)0<;, when th<» horn was found on 

' tho gravelly bottom. A portion ol tho skull was attached to it, which 
was sawn off by one of the workmen. 

In the museum are three meteoric stones, part of a shower of these 
singular bodies which passed over Adaie in September 10, 1813: they 
were picked up in the street of the town. They weigh lOi^^oz., 8,^,07., | 
and 2 ' 07. rrspcctively. The largeh,t which was found fell at Fuha, 
about five miles north-east of Ad:ire; it ■weighed 54 lbs. The coursio 
of tho aerolites was from north-ea.st to south-west. A loud rumbling 
noise occurred, passing in the same direction, and an unusual luiid 
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appearanco of the sky was noticed shortly hoAjre the stoaea felt, but 
this may have been nn ;icci<lontal coincidence''. 

Among the ohje< tH of anticiuaiian interest may be Dientionc<l, 1. the 
coins, &c. found at the Abbey ; 2. the voapoixs, iso. found at the Castle ; 

5. the Mungcet coins; 4. theNewoaBtle apinctriie ; 5. the belt of Ouhol; 

6. the inoued stones. The Abbey eoins consist of about one hundtcd 
and fifty Englislt; Scotch, and Irish silver pieces^ tmm the reipin of John 
to that of C'huili s II , an l «nno of the brass money of James II. About 
fifty of thcu) arti ol Klizabetii's rei;;n, nineteen of Kilward I., and sixteen 
of Edward III. Some of the other objects found at the Abbey arc euu- 
meifttod in page 79. The most eurious of the Castle finds hatro been do. 
acribed and figured, pp. 126—132 ; only tliree coins were dug up in the 
moat, all of them late, being, a four-pesata pieet; of Philip IV., an. 1634; 
a Belgian dollar, IGTO ; and n .small coin of Louis XIV., ICTC. 

Some years ago a considerable numb(>r of Anglo-Saxon coin.s and small 
ingots of silver were diticovoi-ed. by i>ume workmeu iu opuuiug a quarry 
in a fidd near die old ehurehea of Mungret. This plaoe was celebrated 
as one of the ancient Irish oollegos and monastic establishments. 
According to the " Annal.t," Anglo-Saxon youths frequently camo over 
to 1)0 educated by the Irish monk.s, and Mungret i» mcntionwl as one 
of the colleges to which they resorted. Seven of the ingots of silver, 
and nine ol" the coins, in beautiful preservation, came into my pos-^e.ssion : 
the weight of the former varies from 19^ dwt. to 4|dwt. Dr. Aqaila 
Smith kindly furnished me with tho following description of these 
coins: —

Id the collection of coins is a Ilybemo-Daoiah. one, of ih« tentii or 
eleven til century, but where found I cannot at i)ro«(>nt make out. 

At Newcastio, a town twc-lvf milps wpf«f of Adare, thoro is an old 
castle which belonged to the Knights TeraplarB, now tiUed up as the 
Tosidenoe of the agent of the Eul of Devon. At Ihe beginning of the 
present eenttuy a trnditton prevailed emong the people^ which may 
perhaps still exiat, that a hody of knights lived there, against whom the 
inhabitant!^ mso up on ncrount of their immoral practices. About sixty 
years a^'o, in digging soiuewliere in or nbotit the eastle, a number of 
extraordinary medalets were found, of which live were given to the lato 
Ijord Dnonven bgr Ur. Locke, the agent of the Devon estates, llieee 
are eleoxly the apinetrin of Tiberina'a reign*; they are supposed to he 
bath^tiekets. On one side ia a BoBwn muneml, and on the xeverse 
a representation which will not bear description. 

In Pinkerton'fl Essay on Medals they are thua noticed: — 

" Tlie last pieces I shall mention are those with the heads of emperors 

on one sido, reverse only numerals, iii.. iv . v., viti , v^c, aud Ihr noted 
epioctrittti of Tiberius. Both of thebe kinds appear tickets lor the baths, 
as the number aeema to denote the partienlar bath The spinctriati 

' Jm Aimmrtli'* Haimaij (lie vord "•pbotria" is npUwd "icpatefta mgHtntri ooneulntfa." 
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are so immodest that few will bear mention. But some are merely 
■ ludicrous, as," &c. 

At the British Museum there arc several specimens of both classes, 
but it is not known Ijow or whonco thoy were obtained ; some of them 
are identical with tJiosc in the Museum at Adaro. Tlie Neweastle find 
is, I believe, unique in Ireland, and 1 am not aware whether any such 
medalcts have been discovered in England, llow they came into pos- 
session of the Templars at Xewcasllc, must remain a mystery ; but the 
fact of their turning up at that spot is most n-markablo as connected 
with, and illustrative of, the tradition above mentioned. 

The accompanying woodcut represents a very fine ancient bronze 
ecclesiastical bell, found at Cashol in 1849. It is 1 ft. high, 9J in. wide, 
and G\ in. deep. The cross and orna- 
mentation arc more delicate and less 
prominent than they appear in the 
drawing. 

Dr. Petrie, in a letter to me, says 
of this bell : — 

**A few words about your fine an- 
cient quadrangular bell. This clo<f, for 
its superior size, weight, and incised 
oniuinented cross, is almost a unique 
example of what we might well be- 
lieve to have been a round-tower bell ; 
for I have seen but one other simi- 
lar, and in everj- respect equal to it: I allude to the bell of Baugor, 
which is now in the possession of Dr. Stevenson, of Belfast. These 
bells are obviously of contemporaneous ago, and, as I believe, both 
of the seventh century: they aro certainly not of au age later than 
the eighth."

The following specimen of an ancient Irish stone liammer is inserted, 
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aslxnng a good example of itorare claM. It ia 4|tti. long, 2^in, wide 
at tbe sharp end, and 1| in. thiek. 





The iiiMiibed fctoncs, marked No. 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, are among the most 
curious wbicli have yet been observed in Ireland. They were all found in 
the weetem portian of tbe IMngle promontory, in Kerry, a district replete 
with dlgeota of ardueologioa) interestj and were brought to Adara about 
ten years ago. They were not in *t/u, otherwise they would not have 
been removed, hut were lyiiit^ in ditches, or open fields, lialde In be 
broken or oblitnated. The followiii'; exti-act from ;i letter of Dr. Petric's, 
states all that at preseut is knowu coueerniug tliese niiiurkahle objects: — 

" With reference to the antiquity of your iuci^ed Kerry crosses, 1 do 
not know what I can add to the simple expression of my opinion that 
I consider them unquestionably of the fifth, or at the latest sixth, 
century; and perhaps I should add that such cros.s- inscriptions, as 
well as the letters dup, dui, dno; or dup, dui, diio, which so often 
accompuuy tliem — abbreviations of Dominus, Domini, Domino — arc almost 
peculiar to tbe ancient territory ni "Ksnj and its Ishinds, in whioh such 
remains, like lia Og^UUn inscriptions, are so common, and in which 
I cannot but believe that Christianity was first planted." 

Nos. 1 and 2 are the opposite sides of the sane stoos^ whioh was 
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obtained from the towaland of Beaak. The length of the stone ia

No. A very singular stone, which was foond near an old fort, in 
the Ticinity of Balljdavid, about the year 1816, and vas dug out of 
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the ground from a depth of 4 It. bclov the surlhoe^ and aAerward* built 
into a ditch by tiic man who found it, hut not s>1iown to any one, as 
he cousidored its po>;sc<sioii au omen of •^no.l lui k. This account was 
rtneivi'd from Keuuudy, a respectable Coastguard man stationed at Bally- 
david. It is 3 ft. 6 in. iii lengtli, and 2 ft. 8 in. in breadtL I know 
of DO inacription dmihr to this npon any Iriah or Biitiah stone. 

Ko. 4. Thifl atone meaanres 1ft. 4 in. aonas, at what nay be called 

the base of the triangle, and 1 ft. G in . 
on tlio riplit - liand side, as viewed 
on tlio paper, and is <i in. thick. 
Dr. IV'tiif olisorvL'S : — 

" I think your trianguhir stone a 
unique specimen ; I have nerer aeen 
or heard of anything like it, and I 
believe it, fitnn the style of ornamen- 
tation, to be Tory aneirat." 

Some have imagined that it formed 
one limb of a cross ; but to tliosc wlio 
have seen tlir stone, snch a snpposition 
is inadmissible. Dean Graves has suggested that it may have been 
a portable altar. It WW {Meked np «t ClviciMdownig, near Eahan, where 
the very remarkable oollectioii of doffiatu or bediive-honaea exiata, 
firat notieed Dean OraTea and nyaelf, and afterwards so well de- 
scribed in an interesting; paper !iy Mr. G. T. Du Noyer, in the Journal 
of the Archa-oloirical Institute, vol. xv., On the side opposite 

to that slicwn in the drawinj^ are the indistinct marks of a somewhat 
similar cro^s, as if the design had been begun on this side, and then 
abandoned. 

No. 6. This most eurionsly inscribed atone waa discovered lying near 

the burial-groiiiiil at Picask, in a vrry precarious position. It measures 
2 ft. 10 in. in length, by 1 ft. 11 iu. iu breadth. It ia a flagstone not 
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I 2 in. thick, and liable to have been easily broken. There is another 
stone at Rcusk of a somewhat similar character, but witiiout the inter- 
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laced work. By very careful rubbings, the whole design, except the 
bottom of the cross, has been brought out, 09 shewn in the woodcut. 
Dr. Petrie is of opinion that this stone is sepulchral, and that its inter- 
laced ornaments arc probably symbolical of the lloly Trinity. 

These stones arc all of the hard sandstone of the district, and the 
incised work is executed by a sort of punch, not by a chisel. 

OGHAM STONES. 

Althodoii not, strictly speaking, belonging to the Museum, the col- 
lection of stones, bearing the celebrated Ogham characters, which have 
been erected in the pleasure-grounds, may fitly bo described in this place. 
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They arc five in number, and were all brought from the county of Kfiry. 
Xo. 1 was lyini^ on tho ground on the southern slopo of Man^crton 
mountain, broken into two pieci's. Xo. 2 was found in a ditch near 
Kilgarvun, Xos. 3, 1, 5, uru ironi tho townland of Lahuran, parish of 
EilboofliM, near KQlarney, the property of D. Shine Lawlnr, Esq. 
TXoB. S and 4' were built into the waU of a fkrm-houfle in the oooupation 
f)i P, Qniri^ No. 3 fonning a Hntcl over one of the wimlovs ; No. 5 
was used as one of tho covcrin2;-stonps of a gullet across tho road 
close by. Representations are here giveii of Xos. 3 and 4 ivs they now 
are erected. Tho first stands 5f(. 3 m. above ground. Dean Graves 




I has kindly sent mo his reading of the inscription ; — Macui (the son of) 
rittCf maetti eolabot. And he adds: " I am disposed to identiiy the name 
'Maoui Bitte' with Uao Bethe, whioh oocors more than onee in the 
pedigrees collected by ^I' Firbis. No. 4 stands abont 7 ft. high. Tlie 
inscription, reading as usual from the bottom upwards on each side, 
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is by the nmw authfu-ity. coiUiMotM maeui eorU macui mocoiciterai } oon- 

rtrning which Douii Gravos says : — ■ 

*'Culal)i)t or r'oillfihnfns is ( (piivaleTit to Caolbad, a name not rare in 
ancient peiligiTrfi, nnti occun ing iii t he itook of Armagh us tliat of a per^n 
eontetnporury uritb 8t. Fatnck. Corb ii one of the most xemirkable 
early Pagan namcB occnmng in the Muthern pedigrees.'' 

Tho inscription on Kftp 6 is, in English letters, corbagni uuicui Hjiti ; 
to this iiiBcription the Denn attaches particular interest, as will appear 
irhenever his too long deferred work on the Ogham ohai«cter is published. 

Tliore is a fort in the vicinity of this fartn-hoiist' ut Laharan, from 
wi»ich these sfiinr>- ni-e saiil to hnvo lircn (uk.'ii ;i1n,ti* ;\r.'ntv-fiVL> vears 
ago. Mr. Drew, ihti proprietor, from wltom ihi.'^ inluniialion was derivi'd, 
perniittu'd us to make excavations iu the fort ; we found a portion of one 
of the chambers which exist in almost all these Ketry fotts, but no 
more Ogliams. These, like the stones in the well-known fort at Bunloe, 
may have been brousht from their original site, and employed, as they 
are tliere, for uikI covering stdiics in tlio narrow passage or ehaiuber 
of the fort. Mr. iiliine Law]« i \i ry liiudly offered me thfse fine speci- 
mcuii ol the O^haui ehamcfer, and as none of them were in tiieir original 
locality, I willingly accepted his offer. 

The cedars, close to which these stones are plaoed, were planted by 
the I>owager Lady Uiiuruven, on her fint arrival at Adare in 1812, and 
are growing moat luxuriaotly, 

DEMESNK 

Thb Demesne of Adaie dates probably from Mr. Donough Quin's time, 
or that of his son Thady, who appears to have gone from Beabnsh to 

reside at Adare about two liuiidred years 

Tlie line of trees shewn in Phite VI. on the sides of the bi*oad walk 
have entirely disappeared. Just, outside the gate the road ran at right 
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anglen up to the present itable-yard, -witli » double row of elms on each 

8i(Ie; from this point the two arenucB extend, one to the towa, end the 
other to tho Uecr Pdik. ^Mtnt tn-cM rcmniinMl of the avenues between 
the stabk'-yard und tiie hmm- were «<V blown down in Koveinher, 1814. 

An old man, who died uiuc years ago, in hia eightieth year, told me 
that some Uttle time after he eamo to Adore a> a boy, he lemembered 
seeing the fine row of beeeh-trcos west of the house planted ; he also 
reeollocts tho house being raised, and tho bow-window added to the drawing- 
room, ;infl t!ir stiibh's and kennel being near the ftw of gnvit ■ hns by 
tJie river ; nl^o a very fine yew heilge cut into arches, running from north 
to south, along tl»o edge of the roadway close to the house. According 
to him, tbe wall bonading the north and east sides of the Demesne was 
bnilt between seventy and eighty years ago, and the Limerick approaoh 
and brid,i;c date from about the same time, lie l uiiu mbured an old roftd 
ealled the Friars' road heading from the Abbey, through tho gateway on 
the south .side, and tlien joining the Croom road, wliieh, he added, was 
reckoned uuo of tiio oideiit in the county. There were formerly some 
vesty fine limo and ash^trees, forming a portion of the arenue leading 
to the Deer Park; they were out down about the beginning of this 
omtuiy, probably from being decayed and mutihitcd by storms. 

At the south end of the Demesne arc tho ruins of a houso, built in 
connexion with au o!tl square f owrr, but never finished ; which, family 
tradititiu sayHf was intended for a younger son, of either 'i'hady Quia or 
his sonTalentine, but fortunately he died before it was alienated ftom the 
family place. It is surrounded by rows of old elms, which aro fiwt de- 
caying. About ninety years ago, Mrs. Edwin, gumduuther of the present 
Dowager Lady Dunraven, WCttt OVer to Ireland to vi^it some friends, 
an<l on her way to Killarney was received at Ail ne : she returned there 
after the marriage of her graiiddaughler, uud. laeutioued among other 
things how struck she and her party had been on her former visit, by 
the magaifieonce of the elm avenues: this corroborates Arthur Young's 
testimony, mentioned in the beginning of this book. 
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The Deer Park, containing about 250 acres, m acpamtod from the ' 

Deni(-:ic hy (he hi^'li road to Ratlikealc. It wai foRDerly filled with 
old t aks ;iiid thorns, the greater portion of which worn out dmvn ;iliout j 
sixty or seventy years ago: there are stiil eouie liiie ^peoitneiis of these ' 
trees remaining, the representatives of the native wouiln, which onoe | 
piobabty reached ta and JHnged the btnki of the Uaigue, giving to the 
place the name of Atbdua, ' the ford of the oak.' The wood of the Iriah 
ouk is, as ia well known, of great dimbllity, und the grain very beautiful, 
hut liable to warp, and therefore sonrcely fit f'>r carving: fsome of the j 
Deer Park oaks nro nnul to hare In i ii \\<iiki d up for the niiU« u? 
of which porliouH were bought by tho lute Lord Duuravun, and are 
now made into the ball wainscoting. There is a beam of Irish oak 
in the etaireae^ taken ftom the fonndationB of old Thomond Bridge, 
which must have been many ( enturieH old at the time of its removal. 
Lord Dunravcn rnlnrj^cd ami u^ilanted the Deer Park, and laid out 
drives throuiih it wi\\\ the same rare combination of taste and skill as 
in no strikingly exhibited iu the design and execution uf the Manor 
House. 

In the year 1860 the Demesne contained between 800 and 900 aerce. 
When the various impromnents, which have been for some time in 
progress, including coosiderable plantatiouH, are completed, it will be 
very largely increased : the outlying woods, which skirt the Demesne, 
one-third of which arc recently planted, will extend to about 200 acres', 
forming, with the Deer Park, a total of above 1,000 acres. The river 
Maigite runs for upwards of two miles through these grounds, into the 
lower end of which the spring-tides flow; and as high water then oceurs 
fmm six to nine o'clock, every facility is afforded for rowing down to the 
Shannon, fonrteen miles, and returning the same evening.

YII. O'QUIN OF INCHIQUIN. 




HE ()"(inins of Iiiiliiqum, in (lu' conniv oFCLiri', vhk-h of ^ruinfor" 
lih'rnaiii, one of the clan'' of tlic J)alcassian raco, so rcnownud in 
Irisli liistory for their wurlikc propensities, were settled in very 
early times Kt Corofin, newr tbe lake of Indiiquin, and from them tlui 
Barony of Iiioihi4|iuii, or O'Qnm^fl Island, b derived. Among the Tola. 
puLIisJii J by the Irish Archeeological Society, is ooe oa the hattlc of 
Magh-Rath (pronounced lloira) : this work contains a genealogical table 
compiled hj (br latr T>r. O'Dntioran ; it is taken from those tnily valu- 
able repertories ot Irish history and genealogy, the Books of Leccan and 
Mao Fii)>i8y and the anUientie Iriah AnnalirtB. ThiB taUe Ai&wt the de- 
went of the |ffin«ipal Hwuiter tribes from Olidl Olum, who was Inng of 
that province towards ^e middle of the third century of otir era. From 
liis eld«>st sou Eogban-more, spring the leading tribes of Desmond, or 
South Jlunsf or. infliiding the Mac Carthys, frequently kings of Desmond, 
the O'Callaghaus, O'Donovans, &c. ; wliile from Cormac Cas, the second 
son, descend the royal race of the O'Briens, hereditary kings of Thomond 
and alternate Idnga of Munater, the Mae Kamaras, &c, &&, including 
the Idndied aepts of O^Dea and O'Quim 

The fifteenth in descent of the O'Quins firom Cormac Cas was Iferaan, 
Anglice lleU-lionnif ; from In'ni the clan name was taki ii. Fkhu the 
twentieth, Conn, the suruume U C uinn (now spelt Quiuj is derived, Ilis 
bou, ^s'iall O'Cuiun, was slain in the great batUc of Clontarf, a.d. 1014. 
The event is thus deacrihed in Mugeoghegon's translation of the " Annala 
of Clonnmc&oise — 

"And of the oflier aide vrere slain King Brian Bwove) then greeteat 
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monarch in those paits of Europe, thon of the age of eighty-eight 

years ; his nephew, Conyni" "Mac Doncwoane ; Prince Murrough, his 
(Brian's) son, then of the ago of sixty- three years; Terence, the 
king's grandchild, then about the age of fifteen years, who was found 
drowned near the 6ehmg weaie of CloDtarfe^ with both his hands fi»t 
bound in the hair of a Dane's head, whom he pursued to the sea at 
the time of the flight of th" Danes; Mothla Mac Douell, Mac Foylan, 
Prince of the Dosies of Muustt^r; Eoehy Mac Duwuie, Xeulc O'Coyn, 
aad Cowdoylyc Mao Kynnody, thrde nobleiaen of tho king's bcd- 
diambor/' fto., fte., &e* 

The account in the "Annals of lanisfallen," translated by O'Flaua-jan, 
describes these throe as "Brians, three companions or aide-dc-camps," 
and speDa the name " Niall O'Coinn." In tbia justly oelebrated battle 
three geoemtioiis of the leigning house wen alatn; the hierois old 
monarch, tho heir-apparent to the throne, and his son. Niall O'tiuin's 
grand'ion, Core, was tutor to Muirohertaoh O'Brian, ^ng or Prinoe of 
Thuiaond in 1 142. 

The "Annals of Innisfullcu," a.i>. 1171, record the death of Bemot 
O^Quin, by Boderio O'CSonoVi King of Connaught. 

Is the "Annals of the Four Masters,'' at the year 1188, it is reoorded 
that "Edaoin, daughter of O'Qnin, Queen of Munstor, died on het pil- 
grimage at Derry, victorious over the world and the devil." She appears 
to have been the widow of Murtogh O'Brien, who ditMl without issue in 
lies, and was succeeded by his brother, Donald More, the last king 
of all Munster. 

In 1197 the " Annals of Innisfollen*' hare the following entry: — 

** Connor Eoe, son of DoncU More O Bricu, turned against his own 
brother Donogh Oairbroaoh, aad brought the English with him into 
Thomond, and Cnmea Miao Namaia, Conor O'Qnin, and a great many 
mom were sbin by them." 

This waa the oommenoemeint of the oelebrated wars of Thomond, 
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betiTOMi the great fhnily «f De Clare, aided Ity a few ^ tlie O'Briens 
and ot¥tt Htlauriam ma one side, and the O'Sricns mi tiie princiiial 

tribes of TlioTTiond on the other; irbicb, after lasting about a century, 
tcrmiiiatcd in the final overthrow of the P*- Clares and their allies. It 
scrnis to have bem nt thnt time, or perhaps intlier later, that tlic 
O'Quing, O'Gradys, and other elans were diivtn out of Clare, and 
settled in limerick, placmg the Itroed waten of the ffluumon between 
ihtn and their ancient pttrimonies. 

The felloiring estract from a letter (lafed January, 1850, which I re- 
ceived from my lamented fiiend, the late Professor O'Cuiry, contains an 
intere»tiug, and, as coming from so high an authority, u valuable notice 
relativo to the O'Quins : — 

" Cas bad thirteen sons, from whom the Daloassinn tribes d(>Heend. 
Of thepe sons. Aengus-Ceiin-yall.rncL (Aenp:iis of the Serpent Hill or 
Head), and Aengus-Cenn-Ailinn (Aeiipus ol the Purzo Hill), were two. 
From the fonner descends O'Dca and other tribesi of the now Barony 
of Inchiqiiin, (Insi^ui-Chuuin, or O'Quinn's IslaDd); and from the oUier 
descend the O'Cuinn (or O'Quin) and In^^iean Baith (the daughter of 
Baifh), who founded Kilnaboy, and was the patroness of the O'Qoinn and 
his co-rektivcs. 

** Hao Firbis appears to think that Acngus of the Serpent Head, and 
Aengns of the Fvrae Head, were liut one person. There is little donM 

that the Serpent Head was renaembcred in the banners of the tribe in 
after times, and was not an inventicm of T)(rniod O'Coner's, nor of 
Terry; and, exwpting the lied Hand of Mac Enis, wiiicJi the O'Koills 
usurp, it is perhaps the oldest and most historical coat of arms or clan 
emblem in Ireland. lAntlOf^Oam JfaOraek Ahool The Seipent Hill 
was one of the royal reeidenoes of the Idngs of Munster. fiee the 
'Book of nights.*" 

The arms ^tibe O^Qnlna aaid tiie (ySeaa are registered in an old HS. 
authority in the Herald's Office, DnUin, entitled, Smith's Oidinsiy of 
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Arms, Ulster's Office." The subjoinod sketches of the same arms arc 
copied from O'Connors edition of Keuting.

fomo years ago, from Tnis-cenltra, or Uoly Island, in Lough Derg. 
The stone is 2 ft. long, by 1 ft. 0 in. broad. Tlic inscription in English 
is, ' A prayer for Conn uud Dr. Petrio considers the date to bo of the 
ninth or tenth century. 
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la tlie odebinted tnab. topographiwil poems of O'Dugam and O'Eeerio, 

I translated and edited for the Archteological Society in 1862, by Dr. 
' O'Donovan, a short notice of O'Qiiin is to be found. This edition 
I coiitiiins a. most curious and Talualilo trtatisc on ancient Irish immc8, 
and ihoir vunoiw transformations into their English equivulcDts. It 
waa the last wmtribntion to our early litetature by one of the greatest 
tcpogrqiliieal eoliolan that Inland ever prodnoed. Tbeee poema iren 
ivritten in Ibe ibnrteenth oentury, and deaoribe tlie localitka of the 
diffevent Iridi tiibe^ cbuM, ito^ at the tfaxe of the Englidi invasioii : — 

" To O'Cuinn of llic cnndiJ heart 
Belongs tlio exUnsivc Muintir-Ifcnrnain, 
The rruitfiil luiid of tlif fine youth 
Lirs round tlic ffulivf Corn-Finnc'." 

The following letter from Dr. r* !ric, -wTitten as tar bade as 1841, 
i» iutere»ting in connection with the O'Uuius : — 

**21, Grvat ChurkH.street, JhtbUni 

" ^fY DEAK Lord, 

'•Tlic not il l' of tlu; fumily Hopulchre of the O'Quins of Inchiquin, in 
the old eiiuroh ot Kihiuboy, of which I wae speaking to you is, aa written 
on the spot, as foUows ; — 

"Vo part of this eburch (Eilnaboy) i^^teats to be older Aan the 
Iburtccnth century, except tlic west gable, which appears to be as old 
as the eleventh ci ntury; and there is a tradition hrre that the whole 
of this church, excepting the west gable, was battered down by Crom- 
well's soldiers, and subsequently rebuilt by the O'Briens of Inchiquin. 

" There b a eiieuhir loir arehway of eat stone in Ae north wall (at 
th»' ^nuuiid) near the east gable, which tradition says was the eiitraueo 
to the family sepulchral vault of O'Quin, which vault was within the 
choir, but no vestiges of it now remain. 
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" If tradition be comet a$ to the ownen of this &mily sepulchre, aud 
there w no- reeeon to douVt its truth, it would Mhw that the O'Quios 

must haye been the builders or rehnildors of the church in the di \ (>nth 
century, aud very possibly the builders of tlje Round tower nlao, which 
it ia most probablo was ereetcd at the same period. 

Of this tower only a iragment now remains. It is 13 ft. in height, 
and 52 ft. 6 m. in circumference at its base, and itanda 62 ft. north of 
the centre of the north wall of the dranch. It ia boilt yvtj TOV^y 
of oblong squared stones laid in irroc;nlar eoisr^es; has no vestige of 
doorway or other apei-ture, and on its south side appears to have been ' 
battered by cannon, a einHnmrtanee very likely to have occurred during 
Iieton'a aojoum in daie. 

"Believe me iilways,

Dr. Petrie, some years ago, contributed to the *' Irish Penny Jour- 
nal " a paper containing a description of the lake of Inchiquin, and 
a curious Itgcnd connected with the expulsion or removal of the 
O'Quina from tiieir ancient jiatriinoDy, from whidi the folbwing ex- 
tracts are taken: — 

"The lake of Indiiqnin ia ntuated in the paridi of Eilnaboy, banmy 
of Inchiqnin, and ia about two miles and a^balf in circumference. It is 

bounded on its western side by a range of hills rugged but richly wooded, i 
mid ri^'iiijr abruptly from Tnarfrin. One solitary island nlntie apprars | 
on its surface, unless that be ranked as one on which the ancient castle 
ia situated, and which saay originally haye been insulated, tihon^ no 
longer so. The essflei, wMtk is situsted st (he nordiem aide of Ihe 
lake, though gieatly dilapidated, is still a picturesque and interesting 
ruin, consisting of the Kmains of a barbican to\^er, krep, and old 
mansion-house attached to it; and its situation on u rocky island or 
pininsula standing out in the smooth water, wiHi its grey walls relioTed

by the dork massos of tho wooded hills boIiiQd, is omincatlj sCiiking 
and unponng. 

'* It IB from this island or pPiiiasula that the barony takes its name ; 
and from this also the chief of tlic O'lSiifus, tlie Marquis of TliuiuNtid, 
dorives hia more ancient title of Kurl u( luchiquiii. For u long period 
it was the principal residence of the chiefs of this great family, to one 
of whom it unquestionably owes ito origin ; but we hare not been able 
to aecertain with oertaiBty the name of i(.s founder, or date of its erection. 
Thfre howcvrr, ov(n'v reason to :iH<:rilK> its fmii'latiou to Tiepro n'Rrion. 
king or lord of Tljomond, who died, according to the *' Annals of the Four 
Mii$tcr8," iu HGG, as he is the first of his name on reoord who made it 
his rerideno^ and as its arehitectutal featates are moat strietly oha« 
lactcristic of tho stylo of the age in which ho flourished. 

"The locality, as its nnmo indicates, and as lii^t ny trutlition 
assures us, was the uuoteut residence of the O'Uuius, a family of cq^ual 
antiquity with the O'Briens, and of the same stock, — namely, the Dal 
Gas, or desomdauts of Comuo Oaa, the son of OUioIl Olaitn, who was 
nuxiaidi of Iidand in tho bcr^inniii!? of tho third century. The O'Quios 
were chiefs of tho clan called Ilv-ltVaman, and their possessions were 
b«uuded by those of tho O'lieas on the cast, the O'Loughlins and 
O'Oo&nois (Coroonuroe) on the west and north-west, the O'Hynes on 
the north, and the CyBebirs on the south. At what period and from 
what circumstance the O'Quin^ lost their ancient patrimony, wo have 
not been able to discover; but it would appear to ha\i' In cii about the 
middle or perhaps close ol the tburleenlh c«utury, to vvhicli timu their 
genealogy as chiefs ift recorded in that ioTalnable reposiiury uf Iridi 
hmiij histoiry, the book of Use Ilrbu; and it would seem most probable 
that they were trausplauli'd by the O'Briens about lliis period to the 
county of Tj'mmck, in wliich they are subsequently faiind. Tin ir 
removal is iudecfi diiiercutly accounted for iu a popular legend htUl 
current in the burony, and which, according to our reeoUeotunu of it^ 
is to the following efiect : — 

"In the youth of the last O'Qttin, of Inchiqnia, he saw iirom his 
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reridenoe » number of iwana of singular beantf fiwquenting the treat 
side of the lake, and wandering along its shore. 'Wlehiog, if posriUe, 
to poaseCB himaelf of oi^o of tbem, ho was in the bubit of concealing 

bimsclf among the roclis and wood^ in its ricinity, liojiiiii; fhttt he might 
take them by surprise, and ho wns at length successful ; one of them 
became bin captive, and was aeoredy earned to bia reaidenee, when, to 
bia araannnent and delist, throwing off bar downy ooTering, ahe aa- 

sumcd the form of a beautiful woman, and shortly after became his wife. 
Previous to the marriage, however, she imposed certain conditions on 
her lover as the price of her consent, to which he willingly agreed. 
Theae were->-fint, that tbenr nnion ahould be kept aeeret; aeoondly, 
that be should not reeeive any visitors at his manaion, partioolarly tboae 
of the O'Briens; and lastly, that ho should wholly abstain from gjunbling. 
For some years th» vf' cnnditioTis wcrp slrtcily iKllicrcd to; they lived in 
happiness together, and two children bles8c<l their union. But it hap- 
pened unforhmatdy at length that at the neighbouring races of Good 
he fell in with the O'Briens^ by whom he waa hospitably treated ; and 
being induced to indulge in too much wine, ho forgot his engagnnent.s 
to his wife, and invited thcin to h:s rr^iiL'nr-o on a fi-rtain day to repay 
tliuir kindness to him. His wife heard of llu.s iuvitaliou with sadness, 
but proceeded without remouatmnoe to prepare the feast for bia guests. 
But she did not grace it with her preBouoe; and when the compimy bad 
;i<S(niil)Ied, and were engaged in merriment, sho withdrew to her o^vn 
apartment, to which ?ho called her children, and after embracing them 
in a paroxysm of griet, which they could not account for, slie took her 
original feathery eorering from a press in whioh it bad been kept, 
arrayed herself in it> and asauming her pristine shape, plunged into the 
lake, and was never wen nftrfsvnrils. On (lif siitr.o night, O'Quin, upiin 
forgetful of the promisos lie l;ad m;idc Iht, cni^u^rd iu play with Tiogc-an- 
Good O'Brieu, the most distinguished of his guests, and lost the whole 
of his property. 

" The reader is at liberty to believe as much or as little of this story 
as be pleases; but at all events the legend is valuable in a historical 
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point of view, m indicating the jM'riod when tlie lands of Inchiquin 
piisscd into the bauds of tlte O'Brieu family ; not in it wholly improbablo 
tbftt under the guise of a wild legend nuiy be eonoeeled eonie indtstmct 
tnidition of eneh ft real occurrence as ttmt O'QuIn made a union long 
kept Iiiilil* n. with a person of inferior station, and that its discovery — 
as in mse o( Thomas, the sixth Earl of Besutond — drew upon his head 
the TCQgoanco of his prond oompeera, and led to their removal to another 
distriot of the ehiefa of the dan Hy-IfeamaQ. 

"Bo this, however, as it may, the ancient f;itii;]y of O'Qum— more 
fortunate than most othr r Irish familic-^ of noble origin Ims never sunk 
into obaourity, or becu without a represeututive of aristocnitin i-:ink ; 
and it «an at preaent hoaat of a repreioitative among the nobility of the 
empire in the person of its justly presumed ohief, the noble Earl of 
DunsftTen, and Mount Eari." 

Another legend relating to the name event, written by a gentleman 

well verecd in the legendary lore of these wild but strikingly picturesque 
districts, is taken from the ** Illustrated Dublin Journal." It is called 
"The Golden Butterfly:"— 

"After vi*<itin{? the stupendous clitis of Moher, the tourist wliu [no- 
oecds inland and climbs to tho summit of a certain steep mouutuui in 
the pariah of Eilnahoy, eounty Ctaro, will see shining beneath him in 
the summer sunlight tho beantiful lake of Liehiquin, with its solitary 
island and its ruiiiL'il castlo. 

" Like many another Irish lake, the waters of Inchiquin are said to 
roll over tho domes and palaces of a submerged city. The solitary 
flaberman who rows his light skiff or ourrngh over its smooth ezpanBO 
on a ealm summer evening, stUl believes that he can see 

"Tlie round tuu i i.f nthcr dnyu 
In the wuve» Uutai li hiia eliitiiuf^ " — 

aud will tell you a tale of a remote aocestor of the O'Quios, in wliich 
that hero ia represeated in the act of being overwhelmed by the raging 
waters, eastle, town, and all, on acoonnt of some offeneo a^unst one 
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of the fairy potentates of the Iwality. Be this as it may, we will now 
flome to the latt 0*Qiun who ruled oyer the wild «nd vomantio tenitory | 
of Hy.Ifeanuin, his ancient patrimony, and relate the cause of his 

expulsion from that region nf monnfnin ami Tnonr. Irtlio ami (iimlilinLT 
river, together with his niipration at tlic head ot his brukcii elan a* ro-s j 
the Shannon, and his acttlcntcnt in the county Limerick, where his 
deaoendants remain to the present day, still holdinj^ a eooatderable 
portion of the rich lands of which thoj' originally took possession. \ 

" In the castle of Tnchiquin dwelt Donal, an aged cliief, whose youth 
and manhood had been spent in battle nnd turmoil, but who now in 
bis old age dcturniined to throw aside tai>;e and spear and iron glove, 
and spend the remainder of his days govemin^ his hnNul lands ia peace 
and equity. Of all Bonal's eliildn-n noin n iuained to eheer hia heart 
as he trod the final stajics of life's troubloin juirnfy, save bis Tonni^f st 
son, I?nn- the Black, a youth of whom the old chief was very proud, and 
who was already renowned for both his personal beauty and for his many 
knightly accomplishments. At the period to whieh wo allude, joang 
llorj- the Black was just afti r h aving the ancient monn=it< ry of Kilfenora, 
in which he l ad been educated from his childhood, and from which he 
had never been aMowed to come forth, save on such times as he was sent 
to the wars to Icani the profession of arms, or during the great days of 
festival held 1^ hia elan tn their merry principalis of ny-Ifeaman. 

*'One day, after his departure fhnn Kilfenora and final settlement 
in his father's castle of luehiquin, young "Rory went out to hutit. 
Unattended by either beadsman or horsc-varlct, ho crossed the rugged 
chain of mountains that overhung the lake, and rode down into a deep 
glen, through tlra hoaom of vhieh a murmuring hroira stream rolled 
down sparkling in the sunlight. After traversing several miles of this 
u'leii wit;i Iris four gray stag-liour.ils lul.iml liluj, tl.o i;n'cii fori'st hmirath 
\» li lie rode gradually became more stunted, and at length disappeared 
iiltogcther, when hefore him opened a wide, stem, and solitary valley, 
without a single dimb or tree to hide its grim rocks and barren hollows. 
On making the aircnit round thf» base of a huge erag that towered over 
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the turbulent strcaui, he looked up the valley and saw a huge red stag 
rushuig ixrvm its eaateni dope, with a man who ran ynth extraordinary 
swiftness in close pursuit beliind him.

"And now the light becaiii" like tlu^ r'mn^ sun, biightcain::^ all a-nonr. 
Bory sprang to kU saddle, whct-ioil liis iiurse around, aad iu a moment 
dwhed away on the baakward track, punoed by hia &ther and the train 
\ of gaUnntfl who attended him. It was ttill dark, and the raya from the 
! magic butterfly lit Rory's path as he fled fast and far towards the cottag;o 
of his young wife. Ris father was soott It^^ bebiud, and the puntuit at 
length entirely ceased. 

'*Boty reached bia wife before the hot noontide, and lived eonoealed 
in fan little eot benda the river fbr a month. At the end of that time 
bis father died, and bo was procluiniod chief of luchiquiu. He then 
avowed bis niarrian^r, when a firrco war followed between himself and 
the princo of Tboniond, who sworo that he would never rest night or 
day, till the dan Q^Qoin was swept, root md bianeh, from the prin- 
e^iaUty of CSare.

the Bestoration, contains several notices connected with thctn, fuiiiished | 
to me by the lute Professor O'Curry. "John O'Quin released" certain ! 
lands "about Kiliial/oy, to the Bishop (Eider) in 1617." Part of the 
Commons of Kilnaboy are set by the i3ishop to Bufgut U'Uuiu (same 
date), ftc. Stntw of the family can be traced in the neigfabonrhood down 
to the present century, and there is a pedigree among the Adsve papers, 
connscted apparently with these O'Quins, which narrates some curious 
anecdotes, and seems to come down to the latter part of last oentuiy ; 
but a purtion in missing, and unfortunately that part which was probably 
exi'lanatory of ihe whole, and might have furnished the means of con- ; 
nectuig the different bronche^j of the taimlj. The senior bi-aneii, after j

haying ]«ft tli« oountf of Clare, iippean fo liave settled at Klmattoek, 
asd to have zather sunk into obscmitj. Janim Qnin, of EilmaHock, had 

a brothor Jnliti, a Dominican Priar, who was Bishop of LHnerielt, ac- 
cording to Warp, in tho reign of Henry VIII., but being blind and 

infirm, ho n iimoj in April, lO'")!. 

.lanKs (Ruin's great grandson, Donougb, married tlic lieiross of the 
O'Riordans, "who had posnossod for five ccnturios au estate running 
for three or fonr miles along the banks of the Maigue*." He appears 
to linve been the first of the fiimily nrho resided at Adarc, bat whether 
on tin- sito of the prr« nf iranor-hotise, ranm f lie ( liiiir.nl. lie died 
in 1C71, and was Imricd in tlie Abbey (Fnineisran) of Adare. Ilis son, 
^fr. Thndy f or Thendore) Quin, bom in 104 "), may ji!«t!y bo esteemed as 
the sceoiul loundcr or re^itorer of his family. A valuable and curious 
1 lettrar front him to Sir John Eirwan, of Cnstlo Hackett, (aneeMtor of the 
present Lady ClonourryJ irritten in 1714, is extant among the Adare 
papers, and contains mony interesting particulars about the Ctuins. 

Iti tlic beginniiii; of this letter 3Ir. Quin announeos the marriage of his 
sou John to Sir Jolin Kirwan's grandchild, daughter of Sir "\^"aIt^^ Tlako. 
Ue then cors "n to mention that some ninlifioii*; pei-son, in order to pre- 
vent theniiitch and brevd di*coid, had «'ndeavo»ired to throw aspursioui} 
upon his fiunilj, which, hoa'over, Sir Walter Blakc did not boKcye: — 

"Tho reflection is that my father was a piper, that my name and 
family was mean and obscure, that in my younger days I was a solieitor, 
and that I am not able to perform with Sir Walter BlaJ^e half what 

! 1 promi.-e ; and n<'t knowing but this might reaeh your ears and pa-ss 
for truth with you, 1 think it prop( r to give in vindication of my credit, 
I the same answer I gave Sir Walter." 

j la his explanation Jlr. Quin t nters into a sketch of the history of his 
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&iDily, and pobto out the origin of the eimoiu story of the piper, which 
he BBtiflfiuitorily dispMes of. Ho menHoiw that the O'Biordiiii pn^orty 
was much encumbered, and a great part of it ran in garelkind, vhi«h ex- 
plains Ilia itilu ritiug ao Btiinll an estjito. IIo i,'op<s on to jrivo an account 
I of his three luiii'rinir*"*'. Tiic iir>t. was wilh Ihi: d:iiii:hti r and heiress of 
Mr. Andnjw Eico, ot i>iiJgU', whose cstato was forlcilet], and in iieu 
Mr. Sice obtained fiv« hundred aeres in the county of Clare, wbidi pro- 
perty was in poaeession of Valentine, Thady Quin's eldest son, at the 
date of Hie letter. Thie must bo the estate rocntioued in Kins Obarlcs's 
grant to Bfr.Quin, (vide Appendix D.) After describing his second and 
third marriages, ho goes on to state tliat lifi vas loft by his father 
"a piece of freehold estate and a bcnetieial farm worth above XlOO 
a-ycar, besides his stock of cows, i»heep, and horses." IIo then mentions 
the taii<Mi8 hranohes of the 0*Quins in Ireland, to shew their importance 
in ancient times, and thtis concludes: — 

f'My fiithor, designing to make mo a lawyer, urai adTned I should by 
solieiting, as others did, first learn the praotiole part of the law. I did 

so, and studied bard Coke upon Littleton, and other books for three 
years, but it being reported Ivonian Catholiek l;nvyers woubl bo sus- 
I pcuded, I betook to countiy adaira aud to my indui*try, and jGIOO it-your, 
and the stock I had by my father'a death, and to my portions Ood gave 
that blessing that I am now like others envyed.*' 

;Mr. Quin ap^tcars to have rusidtd at Beabush previous to his removal 
to Adare. Ho purchased the moiety of that townland, with the mill, 
in 1669. Of bis house not a stone above ground remains, nor is there 

any tradition of the Qains having lived at Beubush. Keeently the foun- 
dations of a house n«'ar the mill were discovered, which doubtless was 
Mr. Quin's resideueo ; it is said, by tho oM people in tlie neighbourhood, ] 
to have belonged to the Kuatings, into whicli family one of bis daugb- | 
ters numied. In 1674 and lC7o, 21r. Quiu made additional porehases 
in tho nei^bottrhood of Adare, and in 1678 he obtained a lease of 1,000 
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3'ear8 of tbo forfeited lands about Adarc, which had horn frrantod to the 
Ormabys''; tliLs iiichnlcd the ATiln-y*!, Abbry lands, : tiir K'ase con- 
tains a clause that Mr. Quin was tn imjirdNc ami reside nii tlic ptLiniscs. 

In the same year he bought tiio lamily property about Crooin, and 
in 168S obtained a long leaae from the Earl of Saldioe d a portioa of 
his estates at Aidare, inclndiog the old eaatloj manor mills, markets, 
fairs, &c Next year Mr. Qnhi proouivd a patent from Charles IL for 
all the lands he had purcbus«'d, including Clonlchurd, a billy property 
in the west of the county, containing about 5,000 acres, whicli was sold 
by his grandson, Mr. "VVindhum Qtiin. At this period, when such a mul- 
titude of new titles were being takeu from the Ci'own under tin; Acts 
of Settlement, many of the smaller proprieton adopted this practice 
of getting some gentleman of poeition to indude their land in his own 
patent iu order to escape the expenses of a separate grant. It appeara 
tliat Jlr. Quin performed these friendly offices for more than one; but, 
it the traditions arr to be relied on, tni';t>? of the kind wore not nhvays 
discharged with equal faithfulness. Mr. Quin's la-it j)urcbase seems to 
have been BalltnToher, on the bonks of the Shannon, in 1702. 

D'Alton's King James's Army List* contains an aeoonnt of the eom* 
mission iasued by the Xjng in 1690, fw applotting a tax on personal 
estates, "according to tl^e ancient custom of this kingdom, and in time 
of dnnper." Pi i-diis of local inflnrnro were appoint«»d to nsspss this tax 
for three months. Tn tlip county ot Limerick ' arc the following names, 
" Tlie High Sheriff pro /</«/)., Sir John Fitz Cu rald, Douiinick Boche, 
John Bourk, of Cahirmoyle, John Kioe, of IIo^pitu], Edward Rice, John 
Baggott, sen^ Henry Wray, Thaddcus Qainn, and George Evao^ Esqrs." 
This list probably indicates the leading Catholic gentry of the district. 
At p. 300 of the same vol., the name of Thady (^uin appears in the list 
of officei-s of King James's army, ns in Ii«rd Clare'-s regiment of horse. 
In tt MS, book of attaindei-s m Trinity CoUego Library, not cUisiiod, 
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p. 124, Thadj Qum i« adjudged not within the articles of Iiimeriek, 

Fehrunrj' 0, 1698; but at p. 3 7^ lio is said to have bocn witliin tliem. 
I The foregoing statements sufficiently account for tlir poliHral difficnUios 
in which Mr. Quin appears fn Itavo hem ; imh oil it must hnve 

btsen nu easy inattvr for a Catholic t<» have uvoicied them in those days; 
hat ihtt he extiicatod hinteelf most anceewAtlly, ia dear from the fill- 
lowing oorions Beport, made in Jnne, 1699, hjr Robert Bocihford, then 
Attora^'General : — 

" To their EjT" the Lords Justices o/Jrelmd. 
" May it i-tKAsK yoi u Exc"". 

In obedience to your ExccUcn* ord' of Rcfifcrcncc to mc directed, 
bearing Date the 9th Day of May laat, on the Petition of Tliady Quin, 
of Adare, in the County of Limerick, Esq'., presented to his Majesty and 
TVansniilti (1 to your Exc'", 1 have Examined tho matters theronf and find 

"Tli;if till' Pet' in his said Petition .... hath Set forth that upon 
hearing his C'laimc for the bcnctitt of tho Aiticlcs of Limerick before 
the CommtBsioners appointed Jbr edjndieation of Claims, it appeared that 
the Tetif^ was within the CSty of Limerick at tlie time of making the 
said Articles, and for some months bcfprn, tliat tlic said Comm" woud 
liave Adjudged him to be Comprehended witiiin the said Articles, but 
that the Kings Managers gave somo Evidence that the Tet' was During 
the 1** Seige of Limerick seen in the Company of aev' Fiotestant gentl', 
horn whence it being inferrd that the Petit' had the benetitt of pro- 
tection wo'^ tl.fTcfnrp adjudged out of the said Article^ ; the Pclit' also 
set forth that altho the Jurj-s in 2 sev' Counties returned Iguorain' upon 
Indietmeuts ug* the Fcf, jet the Petif is indicted in another County, 
but not Outlawed or otherwise Conricted of any Crime. That the Petit' 
during tlic lad Itebellion in this Kingdom was highly Serviceable to 
many of his Majestys Prot(^laiit Subject'*, and that tin- Pol" Title 
to a small Estate, of which he is f-till in poss'iuu, is grounded upon 
the Aets of Settlement and Explanation, and it ia hia Intereet as well 
as his indinatioA to be fi» an English Government. 
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" For Froaffs of the iaid Alligations the Petit' has prodaoed unto me 
I a Certifioate bearing date the 6*^ of March, IQOS, signed by Bobert

I " The Petit' hath alwe produced unto me another Certificate of the 
1" of Aprill, 1G02, Subscribed by sov' Cler<rymen and Aldermen bein;; 
Protestatit Inhabitants of the City of Limerick, whennn fhey Cerlilie 
I that Thady Quiu, of Adare, Esq'., lived with his Faauly in his own 
I House in Limerick long before the last Seige, during the Soige and 
I since the Seige, and that he was Esteemed as a faithful! friend to th)-. 
Protestants, Charitable to sti li of them as were in distress, Especially 
to tho<5e of liisi Majostys Army as were in Prison, and ooatributod 
; weekly to their relicfo Equal with the Prolestauts. 
< " I find by another Certificate of several Protestant Qentlem. in the 
said Cijuuty of Limerick, dated the 20* of Aug*., I0'}n^ Setting forth 
that Ihey hare been for many Years past aoquaiuted with Thady 
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Qoio, Esq'., 1m baTing lived a long time in their Iseigbbourhood in flie 
said County, that h« all along bebeaTed himaelf very peaceably and 

quietly, no way injuring or molesting any of his Nciphboiirs, nor Con- 
cerned in nny military Imployniont iinf?rr tlic laic Ivins- Jarno^. Tliry 
f'uilher CertiHe that he has been for 2 years paj*t in jwirticulur very kind 
to all bis Protestant Neighbours, protecting and Defending them from 
injuries to tbe utmost of his pover, not only to the hazard of his person 
and ftubstanoo, but even unto the piiiniii:; himself the ill Will and haired 
of most f f the Tlomjin Cuibolick Gentry of the said County, and the loss 
of a great part of his Stock. 

"The Petit' hath produced unto me an Addresi of the High Sherriffe, 
Orand Jury, and others of the protcstant Gentry and Clergy of the 
County of Linuriek, direeted to S' Rich'' Et-ynell, Bam',, I.alc Lord 
Chief .T^l^tH<• « 1 his Mnje^ties Court of Ktnj^ "Bench, and thin Justice 
of Assize tor the rrovinec of Muufter, sotting forth that Mr. Thady 
Qiiin, of A dare, bath to their Knowledge been brfore Aeae late Wars 
a peaceable and quiet Inhabitant of the said County, no way offending 
his neighbours, and a great Improver n» well of his farms under English 
men as a small Instate he purchased. To which his Title is the same with 
their's dep«>ndiDg of tho Acts of Settlement and Explanation, uud since 
the Wars never plundered or oppressed any English man or Protestant, 
but did to tho beat of his power protect all his protest* l^cighbours, atid 
with all was very charitable to such of them as were Imprisoned or 
otherwise di-^trr ssd, wlif roliy lie giiirifd to hitrst-lf w innch ill Will of 
several of the Irisii, thai he losl las Stock and Goods to a very great 
Value, and was in basard of his life, and soe made it their Bequest that 
he might recommend the Petit"^ to the Chief Govemours of this Kingdom 
to Extend their favour towiiids liim suitable to tho inclination that they 
were satisfied he had to be peaceable inn'cr an English goverann nt. 

"The Petit' has produced unto mo u Leru dated the 22'' of I>ueeuibc-r, 
1608, Directed to B' Thomos Southwdl, Bat*., and 8' King, kn*., 
both Knights of the Shire for the County of Limerick, and signed by 
bbt' Justices of Peace and other Protcstant Inhabitants of that County, 
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wheroiu they write baviug to their great Trouble beeu iuformed tbut 
M'. Thady Quin, of Adarc, is not liko to hare that SuoceM in hia Claime 
which they wisli him, i Seiicible of the great Service and Kind- 

ncsr^ III' lialli in i^i i^t lall Done to the Protest" in the s'' ('oi!n?y, liy pro- 
tecting an<l reliciving t\mn in tlu' last War, and in particular to many 
of themselves, & therefore caraoHtly begg the a* 8' Tho* Southwell, & 
V Yf* King, being their Bepreseotativcs in Parliament to interoedo 
with the Govcnnncnt to recuininond hi:i Case to his Majesty, if it be 
neecssary, tliat soc lie may bo Distinguished from thoae that were 
Kuemies to the KnglisU Interest. 

" He faatli also pioduoed unto me another Lere signed by the H' Kov^ 
Tho* Lord fiia'p of Limeriek, and Directed to the above ment* W" 
King, dated tlie 30"' of December, 1G98, wht-r( in he mentions that being 
iiit'ontioil tliul 'SV Tliiiily Qtiiii is lilco tn ln> a >uffi>ror on account of the 
late Kebeiiiou, unless releiv" by the Charitable interposition of the lioiiso 
of Commonfl^ and further offiara that altfao he was no Eye witness of hia 
beheaviour During the late King Jameses Reign, yet the very good Cha- 
mcter he bears in this Country, and the many assurances he has had 
from persons of undoubted Credit of his alfectionatc Concern for Pro- 
testaots during the kte Eebelliou, whivh he Expressed by many good 
offices which he did them to the hasard of his own person and fortune, 
prevailed on him to Joyne with the rest of the gentl' of the mi County 
in requesting the s"* S' W'" King to moV« the Ilonble house of Commons 
to shew him all tho favour they in their great Wisdom fhon'd think fit, 
or his Kindness to Frutestaats did deserve, sue that a distinction be made 
between moderat and bigotted Piapista. 

" I find by Two Certifieatea of Charlea Baldwin, Deputy CFke of tin 
Crow II for tlie Counties of Limerick and Wuterford, both of tho 13"" of May 
last, that Search being made amongst the Pleas of the Crown in the said 
Counties, he tinds that 2 sev' Bills of Indictment were Exhiblttcd aguinst 
Ibady Quin, of Adare, for high Treason, by him Committed ag* his 
present Majesty and the bte Queen, the whieh btlla of Indietment were 
returned ignoram* by the Grand juries of JSamix Gonnty.

Qiiin, of Ailaro, in flm rnimty of Liiiicrii-k, Esq'., stands imlicted of 
llif;h Treason, To which lie appcard in tiie aiid C and remains upon j 
Buile, but linds the said Quin not outlawed, or Convict of any Crime 
that appears of Record in tho a:* Court. 

" I farther Take loavo to inform yottt Excdl* that the Pet' was by tho 
s"' Connn" appointftl for lloari:i^ and DetorniininR tlic Claims of sach 
fi'fjoti.s who pn-tcnded to the bcnetitt of the Articles mnr^f for tlic sur- 
n-ndcr of Lim", adjudged not be Comprcheuded within tho said Articles, 
hecause he had Enjoyed the benefltt of proteotion before the Capitulatioii 
of the surrender of Limerick, but the Pet' is not as yet Convicted of any 
Crime on acc' of the s"* KelifHinn. 

*' I'pon tho whole matter 1 am humbly ot Oppinion that the gen"ll 
good bchcuv' and Dcmcau' of the Pet' during the late Eebcllion in this 
Kingdom to his Protmt* noighbonrs, and the iiiire Character he bears in 
the Countiy where he Live.*, tlio Truth whereof appeal's by the hcv' t rig' i 
Testimonialls and Certificates aforesaid profUu'cd unto mo, tln' Cupies I 
whereof are ment" in tlio 8'' Petition to be annexed llsereutito, distinguish ' 
him from others Concerned in tho late IlebcUiou, that he is an object 
of bis Majcstys grace ft mercy for a Pardon as is desired, To which 
y' ExceU"^ may recomend him if y' Excell"" shall so think fitt, All 
which is N( \ * iihele.ss most humbly Submitted to y* Ezcoll*^ prudent 
Consideration this IG*^ day of June, lCi)9.

Of the certifioatee aUuded to in tho aboTo Bepoit, two are among th« 

Adare papers, namely, tluit from iho Judg' S, <lat, d March 0, 1089, and 
that of the 20th of Au-usf, iniif), l)r,tli of which state that Mr. Quia 
did not appear to have taken any military employmeut under the late 
King James. Honco wc must coaoludo, tUut although Mr. Quin may 
Imto been enrolled in oneof King James's i^mento, (unless indeed there 
vas another Thady Qoin, of whose existenoe, however, there is no trace,) 
he, foriuoatdiy for himsetf) neTor aottmlly flerred ta the field, in that 
! disastrous war. The signatures to the document of Augost are here 
' given* as fxhibittnuj the tutuios of the Protestant f^.Mitry of this p.irt of 
the prmn ty nearly two centuries ago, somti of whom have their repre- 
sentatives at the present day : one of them, Jlearic WiJenJtam, was 
Ifr* Qiiln'a future aon-in^Iaw. 

Aa has been already mentioned, Ur. Thady Quin most probably built 
the &mily house at Adare, and laid out the ftoe ar^um wbieh were 
so much adniircd hy Arthur Young and otliers. lie died Jan. 1, 1723, 
having raised his family from the ob^jurity into which, as in the Oiiso ' 
of so many of the ancient Irish chieftains, it had taUeu ; but iherti docs 
not appear at that timo to have bcuu any desire to revive the proper 
prefix, O or Mac, which beknged to ercry Irish fitnuly name. 

Mr. Quin had three sons, — ^1. Valontinei, who aneeeeded him; 2. John 
of Ilosbrien, who married Hiss Blake ; his granddaughter Mury married 
Mr. Tului nnold, wito was grandfather to the present CSoonteas of Dtm- 
ravea; 3. James, who died unmarried. 

By a family settlement made in lliJ-i, Mr. Quin assigned Lis lease- 
hold properties absolutely to hia eldnt bob, who redded at Adave 
fiir many yean before his ihther*a death. In his will he oalla him>

Mr. Yulentinfi Quin inherit* J liis futlicr's taste for aciiniriiii: property, 
lie murried in 1709, Mary, co-heircss of Utuiy Widcnham, Esq., of the 
Oottrt**; and hgr her hrought into the family sovend tovnhmda, irhioh 
Mt. Widaiham had himself hought from the Truatees of Porfeited 
Estates. He purclinscd the great tithes of AdatOi and th« fee-simple 
of the Ormsby lease; also in 1721, and at subsequent sales, the wholo 
of the Kildare prcipcrfr abont Adaro'. Those acqnisifions and firransre- 
ments were all luuJu during his fatliers life. In 1728 he obtained 
a lease of Carigcen from tbo Sco of Limerick, in which townbnd the 
anoient romid-tower of D jsert stands. like the repieeentatiTes of manj 
an old Irish family, while the penal laws wwe in full fiirce^ Mr. Qnin, 
in 1739, abandoned the ancient &ith, and declared himsdf a nonber 
of thf Established Church". 

Amoiiij; tlio fnmily papers at Adaro are the printed schedules of tho 
Kildarc estates, as for sale ijt tlie years 1721, 1724, 1725. Uy com- 
paring the rents eontained in these lists with those now rooeiTed, the I 
Talne of the good lands is ahont four times, and of the inferior lands 
about three times, what it was at that period. The Huvm am desoribed

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as well providc'tl wifli orchards, and the Corcasses are d«flnod as lands 
overflowed every spring-tide'. Turf-bo<» and tiring are moitaoned as 
very valuable and scarce in the ueighbonrlionil of vVdan?. 

Mr. Quia died in 1744, and was buried iu the chancel of tho old 
parifili cburcb. His will, dated Mai-ch, 1743, contains a clause, for- 
bidding his Buoeessor ''to destroy the ornamental trees, plantations, 
arenncsons, hedgerows, made hy mo, my &tber, or grandfather, about 
my mansion-house of Adaro and demcsn»^, which demesne contains 
iipwnrrl^i of 200 plantation (Irish) acres (equal to '^'20 statute), besides 
the i>ecr ]',uk/' lie left three sons": Wiudhjun bin sneeessor, George, 

!aud lleury. To Gcorgo bu bc<iueatUed estates botli in tho couatieti of 
Clare and Limerick, and honses in the elty of LimericlE* To Henry, 
Beabus and Derryvinane were left, and failing him to Qeorge. Hwry 
died young. George left an only daughter, who matrksd the sooond 
Earl of Ueadfort, whose second son, Lord George, took the nanio of I 
! Quin, and inherits tlie propertit s Ii ft by ^fr. A'alctif inc Qiiin to his sous \ 

George and Ilenry. George settled at Quinpool or QuiuaUorDUgh, iu the 
. county of Clare: he gave a lease for ever of licabus, kc, to a Mr. 
He«it«on, which was purebased by the late Lord DnmaTon. 

Mr. Windham Quin suooeeded his father in 1744. The only purehase 
he made, as indicated 1f\ flio family papci"s, was of the White Abbey 
lands and some houses iu Adare, from Lord Carbery, the representative 
of Georw Evans, who held these lauds in IGGO, (vide p. 03). liut, on the 
contrary, he sold and mort^jagcd tortious of tho estate. Cloulehaid he 
parted with for j£4,000 ! Some years since it was purchased for £26,000.

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In 1748) Mr. Quin married Fkansei, daughter of Bidwrd Dawson, 
of BawRun's Grove (tiow Dartrcy), fnm irlkom file preMmt Lord Cremorne 

is fnurth in des^^cnt. This ladv appoarn to h-xvo possossed an energetic 
nature, and some curious anecdotes of hw doiiiffs luivc boon troditionallj' 
banded down. She introduced several Protestant families of vvtavere 
from Dartzey, among whom are the Alfordi and others, »t present 
tenants on the estate. In 1768, Mr. Windham Quin reproaented the 
borough of Kilmal lock in the Irish Pailiament 

It was during >Ir. Quiu's residence at Adare, 1770, that Arthur Young 
made his Iri-:li tour. His visit to Adari» is briefly noticed, p. 3, but the 
obsorvation.s oi so accurute aa observer, made nearly a century ago, 
aic sufficiently interesting to deaenre tranemption. Tel. ii. p. 134, 
he eajfl : — 

" K • pi llie road to Adair, whero Airs. Quin, with a politeness equalled 
only by her nndeiBtandiog, proeuiod me every mteUigonco I wished for. 
Land leta ahout Adair from 10* to 40* an acre, average 20*. The 

richest in the county is the Corcassea on the Maaj;, which lets at ?>0'. 
to 3("»', a tract of fivf» miles Ion?, and two broad, down to the Shannon, 
which arc better than tliose ou tiiat river; the soil is a kind of yellow 
and blue elay , of whieh they make bndcs, but there is a surfaoe of bine 
mould. The grass of them is applied to iiittening bullodu, from seven 
to eight cwt. each, and an aero fats one, and gives some winter and 
spring food for sheep. Whf>n they break this land up, they sow first 
oats, and get 20 barrels au acre, or 40 common barrels, and do not 
reokon that an extra orop; th^ take ten or twelve in sneeession, upoa 
one ploughing, till the crops grow poor, and then they sow one of horse 
bum':, which refreshes the land enoiicjh to take ten crups of outs more: 
the beans arc very good. Wheat sometimes sown, and the 0ix>p8 very 
great. Were such barbarians ever heard of? ... . 
"Farms rise from 40 acres to j£2,000 a year; some few of the little 
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oneB aie taken by oottnn^ ia purtnenibi^ but not oommon; fba lirge 

farms arc all stock ones. T«iniip=; hnvo been sown many years, but by 
few; a little on pared and burnt iaiid in the bottoms, instead of rape; 
the crops very large ; tbey give them all to fat sheep, in order to keep 
their flesh for a hetter market after ChriBtmafl ; it b found to be a Tery 
advaafageoiM pmetioo, but not inertanng. 37o bocing. Hemp is Bovm 
a little by the Palatines, but by few others. Flax, hj evny oabbin, in 
order for a little f^pinniiiEC for their own use. 

•'The system ol the stock farmers is in general daiijing, but upon the 
best lands they fetten btinocks^ oovb being only kept on hinds which 
they think trill not do for bullocks. The cows are all let, and paid for 
principally In' Gutter, one cwt, to ;i cow, and 25* horn motipy. The 
dairyman's jtrivilegc is a ealibin, a gardi'U of an acre, and the prass 
of a cow or horse to every tweuty cows, and may rear half the culvoa, 
and kcci^ them to Kovember or Chnstmas. To 60 a4»«s^ 24 cows, 
1 bone, 30 sbMp; this is just two acres a head, and it is about the 
average of the country. The dairymen are not in good circum- 
stnnri's, nialiin;; a incrc living'. The swine here are of a Iarn;c wliito 
sort, and rise to two cwt. ; tbcy are mostly fattened ou potatoes, but 
bsTe some oats at hut to harden the &t. A good many sheep; the 
system is to keep the lambs till three>year-old wethers, and sell them 
fat at 20' each, the fleeces 7 lbs. Tythcs, wheat C\ barley 5", 
out-s 4". Rjipe no tytbe. Pototoe» to 10*'. Mowing ground 1" to 3*. 
Sheep 2" each. 

" The poor people do not all keep cows, but all have milk; all bare 
pigs and poultry ; are not better off than 20 years ago. Have a potato 
garden, of which one half to (lii oo quarters of an acre carries o family 

thrnitgh the year ; thoy live < iitijeiy upon th«'!ii. fcllinp: their pigs. Ttiey 
pay a guinea for a cabbin, uiui 10 perch; if hall an acre, £2. 2s. A 
whole aere, and a cabbin on poor ground, £3. Ss., but not so dieap if 
near a village. Labour paid in land in gcneiaL OniSS of a CoUop 
£2. 2s., if a cow hayed, 50'. 

"Paktines were settled here by the late Lord Southwell, about 
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BtivcDty yoars ago°. They Imvo in general loaaos for three lives or 
31 years, and arc not cottars to any former, bat if they work iar them, 
are paid in money. The quantities of land are small, and some of them 

have their f»HHliii}» hin<l in common by ugriHjmont. Thoy are difforr tif 
from tho Irish in ^'n-cnil partiriilFir;5 ; they put (heir potatoes in with 
the plough, in drilii*, horso-hoe them wliilo gro\?^ing, and plough tbcm 
out. One third of the dung does in fbis method, for they pat it only 
in the furrows, but the crops are not so Urge as in the common metiiod. 
They plough without a driver; a boy of twelve has been known to 
plou!?h and drive four horses, and ?ome of thmn have a hopper in the 
body of their ploughs which sows the laud al the sumo time it is 
ploughed. Their course of erops is, — 

"1. Potatoes. 2. Wheat. 3. Wheat. 4. Oato.

*' In whieli munaojomont they keep tlioir land many years, never laying 
it out us their neighbours do. Tliey preserve some of their Uermaa 
enstoms— sleep betveen two heds. They appoint a burgomaster, to 
▼hon they appeal in ease of all disputes; and they yet preserve their 
langunqr, Init that is (let Hiiiiicr. Tliey arc very industrious, and in consc- 
qucnec arc much happier and better fed, cloathed. and Indj^rd, than the 
Irish peasants. Wo must not, however, conclude itvm hence tliut all is 
owing to this; their being independent of fimners, and having leases, 
are circumstances which will create industry; Their crops are much 
better tliaa tlio-e of their neighbours. Thm> arc three villages' of them, 
about seventy families in all. For some time after they settled they fed 
upon sour crout, but by degrees left it otl^ and took to potatoes ; but now 
sabsist upon them and butter and milk, but with a great deal of oat 
bread, and somi! of wheat, some meat and fowls, of whieh th^ raise 
many. They have all offices to their houses, that is, staUee and oow-

house in winter, fec(lin<r thorn on hay and oat straw. Tlipy aro remark- 
able for thf e oAflno^s and clfiirilinoss of their houses. The women are 
verj* industrious, reap the eoni, piou<ili the ground sometimes, and do 
whatever work may he gf^ini; on ; they al^o 8j>in, and make their 
diildren do the aane. Their wheat is mneh hotter than any in the 
eountry, insomuch that they get a better price than any body else. 
Their industry goes so far, that jonular rop irts of its excess are spread; 
in a very pinching season, on*> of them yoked his wife a<;uiast a horse, 
and wrait in that manner to work, and flmdted a journey at phiugh. 
The industry of the womon is a perfect oontrut to the Irish ladies in 
the cabbins, who cannot bo persuaded, on any consideration, even to 
niakr hay, it not brinrr the custom of the country ; yet they bind com, 
and do other worlis more laborious. Mrs. Quia, who is ever attentive 
to introduce whatever can contribute to their wel&re and happiness, 
offered many promium.s, to induce them to make hay, of hats, cloaks, 
stookingB, Ac., &&, but all would not do.'* | 

The next paragraph has been already quoted, p. 3, after which 

Jtr.

The following remarks, illustratiTe of Arthur Tonng's obsemtioas 

oa the Corca.«i^ I ttidsi, &€., were diawn up by my late friend and | 
agent, Thomas Ball, Esq., ofMondelUhy: —

** Many of Mr. Arthur Young's observations on the superior tnBnag;f>- 
ment and tbriftbess of the Palatines are applicable to the present day, 
and attributable to fb» same eanses as in Us time ; but, on the -vhole, the 
distiw^ion is probably not so marked, the Palatines having lost some* 
thiiii^ uf tlicir oricrinal German character, and the Irish peasants having^ 
on tlio otlii r hand, adopted some of the improved agrieaUmal ptaetioe 
of tliL'ir nriqkbours." 

The loUowing extracts from the Jowmal of the celebrated John Wesley, 
vols. iiL and iv. (Dublin, 1809,) contain some iuteresting remarka oon- 
neeted irilh these Pslatinea^ and among them is a short notiee of 
Adsre: — 

"June 16, 1756. Tn the afternoon I rode to Ballyganane^ a town' 

of Palatinos, which came over in Queen Anne's time. They retain 
mmli of the temper and manner of their own country, havinjr a resem- 
blance t>t those among whom they live. I iouiid much liib amongst this 
plain, artless, serious people. 

"June 18, 1766. I rode back through Adare, once a strong and 
flonrii^hing town, wrll called and full of people; now without walls 
and almost without inhabitants: only a few poor huts remain. At

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a small diMtanee from thaae are the ample ruins of three or four con- 
Tenta, delightftilly situated hj the rivar, whioh rana ihioagh a most 

fruitful vale. 

" Juue 2'i, 1758. I rod' over to Court Mattress, a colony of Germans, 
whose parents came out ot the Palatinate about fifty years ago. Twenty 
families of them settled hero, twenty more at Eilliheen, a mUe off, fifty 
at Ballyganme*, aboat two miles eastwatd, and tvenfy at FaUaa, four 
miles &rUier. Each family liad a fev aores of glOuttd, on which they 
built as many little houses. They nre since considerably inf-rpascd in 
number of souli), though decrraised in number of &milics. Having no 
roiuititcr, they were become emiumt for dmnkeuiieas, «u»iug, swearing, 
and utter neglect ol religion. Bat they are waslted; siooe they heard 
and received the truth, ▼hieb is able to save their souLs. An oath is 
now rarely heard among them, or a drunkard seen in thrir hrtrdora. ; 
Couit ^Luttrcsa is built in the form of a square, in the middle of which 
they have placed a pretty largo mcctiug-house. But it tronld m»t contain 
one half of the ooogregatioo, so I stood in a lazd-ysrd. The vind kept 
1^ the rain while I was preaching. As soon as I ended it began. 

"July 0, 1760. 1 rode over to Killihccn. a German seftlcrnont, noar 
twenty miles south of Limerick. It rained oU the way, but the earnest - 
n^ of the poor people made us quite ftfget it. In the evening I 
preached to another eolony of Germans at BaUygarane. The tiiiid is at 
Court Mattrass, a mile from Killiheen. I suppose three such towns are 
scarce to be found again in England or Ireland. There is no cursing 
or swearing, no Sabbath-breaking, no drunkenness, no ale-house in any 
of them. How will these poor foreigners rise vp in the judgement 
against those that are round about diem. 

"June 19, 1705. About noon I preached at Dallygaranc, to the small 
remains of the poor Palatines. As they could not get food and raiment 
here, with all ihvk diligence and frugality, part are scattered up and 
down the kingdom, and part gone to America. I stand amaaed 1 Have 
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landlords no common sense, (whether they have ooramon humanity or 
so,} IJiat tibey will en£kr sueh tenants as these to he starved snray 
from thsini?' 

Befine the perusal of Wesley's Jonnial, I wss not at all aware that 

the condition of the Palatines had undergone such ricissitades Stnoe they 
sottli'd ill the rnnnfy nf Tjirncrifk, An atM'ount of their flist Sippeenmoe 
in this district will be found anioni; flic Adiimda. 

Mr. Windham Quin died in April, 17BD, and was buried in the family 
Tanlt in the oM paxidi ehnndi. He left time sons, 1. Yalentine Bidiard ; 
2. 'Windham, a Colonsl in the Amy ; and 3. John, in Holy (hdera : the 
two latter died without iiaae^ To Colonel Qoin was left Oarigeen and 
other lands, which at his death roTerted to the funiily csla((>. j 

Mr. Yalentinr l?«>li!ird Qu'm married, August 2 i, 1777, T/uly Francis 
Stningwayes, daughter of tlie first Earl of Ilrhcstcr. lie was crcattd 
a liaronet March 24, 1781, and raised to the Irish i'ecragti an Barou 
Adate July 31, 180U, previoas to which he, like his Mlwr, represented 
the horough of Eilmallock. Jan. 22, 1816, he ws« created yiaeoiuit 
Uoontearl; and Jan. 22, 1822, Ytaoonot Adare, and Eari. of Dunraven. 
He died Aug. 24, 1824, leaving two sons, Windham Henr}', and Eichard, 
and a dmiglitrr, Uarriett, who marricil Sir William Paj-ne Gallwcy, Bart. 
Early in the present century he relinqui^jhed the family estate to his 
eldest son, and ceased to reside at Adare. 

Mr. Windham Quin, second Earl of DumuTen, wsa horn BegL 24, 
1782, at Kilgobhin, then called Adare farm, a Imnse in which Sir 
Biohard Quin resided daring the dosing years of his fiither'a life, 
now oociipicil hy Thomas Pfwbcry, Esq. On coming into possession 
of his palenial estate, ^Lr. (iuin found it reduced and encumbered ; 
however, he not only paid off tho debts, but subsequently added 
very conrideraUy to its extent and ytlw. He also isised Adare 
from heing a pour decayed vill^ie, consisting of a few thatdied oahina, 
into a small hat neat and thriving town. Bj his maniage with the 
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lieirt*iss ol' Buuravea and Clcarn ell he brought into the iaiiuiy, estates of 
tu greator «ztent than tiuMe wbtdi he inherited ; these won aim eii> 
enmbered, hut by a coiiMstent coune of prndeaee aad good managenient, 

not only vftn these additional charges puid off, but he waa enabled out 
of hisj income to give, for a long series of years, most extensive and 
constnnt employment to the poor of Adare, which was pxpoiiflod in 
improving the Estate, in enlarging and bonvitifying the Demesne and 
Deer Park, as well as in erecting thui "guodly house," the most cu- 
during monument of hia xdlned iaate and ardiiteetunl genioa. The late 
Earl of Dunraven died at Adare, Aug. 6^ 1850, and was interred in the 
new mansoleum erected bjr him in 1826 for the remains uf hia &ther. 

Sincn fho yoar 1850, among the purchasas that have been effected, 
is the la.st [xjition nf the Abbey lauds, bought from Sir Matthew Bar- 
rington, who repi-escntcd a brnnoh of the Evauii's^ this was called the 

moiety of Poor Abbey," and it indoded in ita limita eel and salmon 
▼e)r% both long ainee deatn>]red« 

Sereral eireuinatanoes eonneeted with the plaee and estate of Adare, 
OS well as the history of tbo O'Quina, may appear to have boon treated 
in this and fbn procrrlina: chapter with iinnrTPssary ilelail ; but it was 
thought that they might prove intc're!itiii.c licicMf'tcr mIicii vii wi l in 
the light of a family record, aud thoy may probably be deemed not ua- 
anitable to a work diiefly eompiled for preaentattoa to Che members 
and fitienda of the fiimily. 

As smne miaooaeaption ezista rdatiTe to the oonnection betwemi the 
different families of O'Quin or Quin, it may 1 • !] to explain that 
there were three di^finrt families of that nunio ot ctiicflain dignity in 
Ireland, namely, T. O'Uuin of Mov-ith, in l\u' plains v( lltiphoe, in 
Ulster, (this O'Quiu is of the race ot Eoghan, the luurtk sou ot Niall 
of the Nine Hostages) ; 2. O^Qoin of Muinter Oillagau, in the eounty 
of Longibtdi in Leinster; and 3. O'Qain of Muinter Tflfeamain, in tiw 
eounty of Clare, in Muaater. 
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Sir Biohaid CSunej, Ulstor Sang of Anna, granted November 29, 
1688, the uoet of "Vert, a p^uos paaauit ennine, a ohief or," to Tliadj 
Quill, Esq., of Adare, under the misconception tbat be dwived his 

descent from the northern O'Quiiis, wlio hud the poCTsus for arms. To 
rectify tliis error, and to perpetuate the aucicnt urms of O'CJiiin of 
Inchiquin, chief of Munster lifeamaiu, the family from which the Quins 
of Adaie really descend, the present Ulster £ing of Arms has issued 
a patent, giving antbority to the Earl of IHinraven and bis descendants 
to bear qoarterij, vith th« arma assigned by Oamey, the coat <^ the 
0>Quins of Jbiduqnin, as is exhibited in the aooompanyiag wooden!.

jtr^r^y TTir the account of the O'Quins, contained in the last chapter, the 
historicnl nnticos of Adaro, properly so called, may be considered 
to have been terminated; but the following ruins, namely, the 
Oaatle and idhiU bat anoiait Churdi of Dmm&man^ «nd tke sUD Oiiiier 
Cbunli and Bound Tower of Dyaert^ being <m the estate and in the 
UDDiediate neigbboarhood of Adaie, and the Bound Tover viaihle from 
the gallery windows, some account of them way form a natural and not 
inapproprintp conclusion to ihU work. The Ca-tlc, or ratlnT — for it can 
scarcely ho ditriitfi^'d by the nuiiie oft astle — the tower of Duimaman is 
situated about two miics due south ol Adiirc Manor. Of it» history 
nothing can be aatijiliusfavily detemiined. Aeoording to Dr. O'Donovan'a 
notes in the co1I«etioD» of the Chdnaneo Burrey, Dunnaman i« derived 
from Dun-na-m-ieaim, * the fort of the gables or pinnacles and in the 
index to the same author's edition of the " Annals of the Four Masters," 
under the name Piinnaman, in the county of Limerick, reference is made 
to Dun-na-m*beauu, touocrning which place is the following entry, 
AO). 1506, p. 1289 : *' Catherine, daughter of the Earl of Desmond, 
Le. Tbo^, son of James, Lady ot liy^Carbuiy, a charitable and truly 
hoapitable woman, died. It was by her that Beann-dubh and Dnn- 
na-m-bcann wore oreeted. 

The Castlc' of Dunnaman consists of a massive oblong tower, sur- 
rounded by a wall now nearly destroyed. The tower is IG ft. in Ii n<?th 
by 33 fL in width, and is only 31 ft. in height to the present summit of 
the wall, whiob elearly was never much higher ; but there nuy have 
been apertments in the roof, aa ean be seen in the nnoh moro kifly 
tower of Annadown. 
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The peculiarities of the building, among which may be reckoned the 
iiiimeusu thickness of the walls in proportion to the size of the tower, 
are well scon in the two accompanying ground-plans. The walls are 



8 ft. in diameter, or about double the thickness of those which are 
generally to be found in Irish mcditcval castles, such as Adare, Askeaton, 
and others. The entrance door leads into a narrow passage, in the roof 
of which is a stjuare hole from 2 to 3 ft. in diameter communicating with 
the room above. This is popularly called the murdering hole, and was 
evidently used for pouting or flinging down missiles on the heads of 
assailants. There arc two round holes in the door ; one in the moulding 
of the jamb, and another at the top of the arch, which would serve, 
t ithcr for shooting through, or as a spy-hole. The jambs are orna- 
mented with punched work, the pattern on one side being in squares 
like a chess-board. 

To the right of the passage is a small room, 8 ft. long by 5 ft. 6 in. 
wide, which was probably used as a guard-rooin : on the left is a spiral 
staircase. The principal chainber on the ground-floor is 32 ft. long, by 
17 ft. wide; lighted merely by three loopholes vcrj' widely splayed, and 
contains no fireplace. It is covered by a vault, which, up to about one- 
thirtl of its height from the springing, is constructed of wrought stones 
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laid borizontully, GorbclUug out one over tbo other, and of which tho 
•offitft are cut to the fimn of the ttrch. The vault olwve them m-ought 
Btonei is oompoaed of rabble thrown in from above on to the eentre, 
which was aftcrwiirdis icTiifivc'd. There are corliels in tho walla for 
supporting the beams of a floor, and additional loop-holes above this 
levt»l, «o that there wero t«o sfories Ivfncrtfh (ho vault. Over the 
cntnincc passage and guard-room, utid on a level with the tioor just 
deaeribed, is a small room 14 ft. fay 8 ft. 6 in., entered from the staivcaae 
in a peouliar way, whieh cennot well be ahewn on either of the ground' 
plans. Above the door opening to thia room, the atairoaae leads to the 
principal apartment of the Castle. It is of the same size as the vaulted 
room uiiJrnicath, nnd cnntnins n 1nr<ji> fircplaco, ftho only one in tho 
entire building,) and is lijiht<<l hy thrre narmw windows. From this 
room a passage communicates, in the thickness of the wall, with a garde- 
robe. Xear tho fireplace, a short and narrow passage leads to a small 
room of the sane dim^ioms aa, and immediately over the one already 
described. This room is lighted by a window 1 ft in width, the Isigest 
in tbo Cas'ilc, tho pj.lay or inner arch of which is formed of finely cut 
stone, similar to the splar arel.cs in the Prior's hmise of tho Fran- 
ciscan rrii'ry, Adare. Ko trm es ol the eoustruetion of the ronf rcniain ; 
but there is a square hole on tho summit of the western wall, in the 
eratre of its breadth, whioh eommmiioatea witii the garderobe shaft 
below, and was apparently construeted for the pnipoee of flashing it 
from above. 

Among tho windows are examples of roiiiirl. .square, and ogee heads; 
the dripstones over those in tlio tw o s.iiuill rooms arc very singular, and 
characteristic of Irish buildings of the titteenth and sixteenth ocuturies. 
The woo^Mito in tiie following page exhibit tiiese peculiar mouldings 
and ornaments. 

Inserted in the wall near one of these windows is an example of that 
class of senlptnred stones, so strange in thdr diaracter, repraaenting the 
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SeauHo figure in tbe most repnlsiTe leay. They are not of extreme 
nxity in Irdand, and aro found in the -vnllB bodi of chnrehea and 




castles ; their date seems to range from the twelfth to the sixtcenJh 
eentury. Ko plausible expUinatiou has hcen given of the object or mean* 
log of 8tt«h exttnordinary ropresentationa. A figure of a aimilar kind ia 
to be aeen in the oypt of Glasgow Cathedral ; and .1 found at Como^ 
in the very renuwkable atmight-rided arched door\\:iy of the church 
of St. Fedele, two or three figures somewhat rcsombliii;: tlitise which are 
to be seen in Ireland, but much smaller. In the wondcut of the eastern 
front of the tower (vide next page), the position of the tigure just noticed, 
and the two windows are ahewn. Those on the other sides are mere loops. 
It ia difBeuIt to imagine the object of walls eo Tery thick in proportion 
to the height and size of the tower, unless to rerist the rude cannon of 
the period. Such a building — containing, moreover, only one fin jilace, 
whieh, I should su}>[H)se, is a very uncommon featiin — indi«'atc.s a state 
of undev(!loped civilization in Ireland, such as one would more naturally 
ascribe to the twelfth than to the sixteenth century. Immense strength 
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and leourity seem to hare been the main objects of such an edifice, 
whiflh would have well suited the life and habits of a border ehief 




of the debateabic land betweoa England and Scotland, but it is difflcnlt 
to fancy the erection of looh a structure, as the lesidenoe of a Countess 

of Desmond. 

UufortUDutely, neither through documentary evidence nor hj means of 
looal teaditkm eon aaj due be obtained to the hutoiy of this emioiia old 
tower; beyond Dr. O^Donovaa's note oonneoted with the Oottoteas of 
Desmond, all is a blank. Not even the names of its last poneeson, nor 
the date when the Castle was abandoned, can now be ascortained. 

Its appearance in this work arises from the cinMiinstancc of its being I 
a tolerably perfect and very characteristic example, although rather 
a small aud plain one, of a class of buildings widely spread throughout 
Irdand, often, as in this case, affording few features of arohitectoral 
beattty or of pictnresque ^ect, but exhibiting certain details interesting 
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from their peouliarity, and thcreforo dewrving of Twing recorded and 
described. 

DUNNAMAN CHURCH. 

Thb ruined CburcU of Duniuunan stands a {ts9t Imndrod yai-ds cast of 
the Oaetle. Of its history but &t traoea oan be found. 

Dumuman la not its ancient name. The Taxation, which iijto b« 
found in tlic Lilia- Xii/fr of T inu rick (Appendix F) contoins the following 

pnss;i:;c: — "Tlio Churcli of \ illa Tri stiiny Ix li ngs to the same lloctory 
(Crcioni l. aiu] liatli a Vicar." And in tiie ex1ni( t,>» from tho Z-'V'^'r 7?';7«/(> | 
Vmtuiwkii, JhhcrRite^ 1015, is nicntioned, — " Trustaniiy niiius Duimman, 
reridcns, ad reetumm de Cioome spcctat/' fte. 

Li die Taxattone of 1291 and 1305 neither name oeeurS) and the only 
one in oonneotion with Croom is Dnnkepthy. 

Dunnaniau Churcli is statcid by tho people of the vicinity to have been 
dcdieatod to tho Trinity, and is colli^d TrnmpuU na Trtonoid. 

Piute XXX. cxhiltits the phin and details of this little Church, 
which consists of tt nuvc and cbaucol ; the diinenbiouii of the nave in- 
ternally are 43 ft by 21 ft. ; those of the ohancd 28 ft. by 16 ft The 
walls are of rough masonry of rounded or boulder stones, there b»ng 
;i]<Iiarently no quarried stuno «'mpluyed in the building, except quoins, 
or those in the doors or windows, which are of nicely dressed siuidstone. 
The doors arc srf^in( iit:il arched, inside and outside. The extn nal jamb 
of the north door is 2 ft. 5 in. wide at tiie springing ot the arch, and 
2 ft. 7 in. at the bottom; the dimensions of the eraie^uding internal 
jamb are 8 ft. 1 in., and 3 ft. 4 in. The south door is quite similar, but 
larger. The windows are deeply q>layed, and very small. Those in the 
I nave have circular heads, and the splay arches are pointed ; while 
those in the clianccl are pointed, witJt the splay nrchcs circidar. Tii 
Plate XXX. a sketeh is uiven of one nf tlic i liauci l windows, the height 
of which is 2 ft. o lu. iiiu others ure ol ubuut tlie game size, except 
the east window, whioh is 4 ft 2 in. high. The jambs of the windows 
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M wdl as of tbe doors, iligfatly inoline. There ja one window in the 

chancel of later date, and much ruder workmanship — of limestone. The 
sills of tlip nav<» wiiidowfi nre frum 7 to S ft. above the £»rnnnfl ; those in 
the chnuc«l are imn li lower. The chancel-arch was poiiitnl, an<l had 
dressings of the same sfiandstonc as the windows, without eiiiier tnould- 
ings or chamfen. There are two squarD reoesseo Ibr aumbries. The old 
quadrangular foot remauis : extemallj it is 2 ft. square ; internally, its 
depth is 8 in. ' 

Between the doors and the west end of the nsTO, are corhels for 
suppor(jnj» a floor, somewhat similar to thow already dosrrihed in the 
small Church at Adare, and, as there, indicating tho existence of a room 
or residenoe for the priest. 

From the mixture of xoond and pointed archss, tho date of Una 
Chnrdh would, in England, be fixed at about the latt« patt of tho 
twolfQi oentoiy, but it may be rather later in Irdand.

HE eadmastieal e»Cab1nliiiieiit of Dysert, formerly called Diflort 
Aengufly rituated lietv«Ni «ne and two tnilea west of fho emtU 
town of Croom, and four miles from Adarc, derives aa interest 
beyond its mere arehiteotural features, from the probability of its baving 

been founded by Aengus Ceile-De in the eighth rrntiirv. 

For the foUonnng nccount of this remarkable mau, and of the Cuidees, 
I urn indubted to my diiitiuguishcd friend, the luto Professor Eugene 
O'Curry, ^hoie dti«^ «]I who Tslue the andent hiatoiy of Ireland have 
the deepest leaaoa to dejdofo 

«Aeaga8 OsthVe, vulgarly called Aengus the Culdee, author of the 
oelebreted metrieal fMHeffiumf was a priest, at first attached to no 

particular community, lie waa an Ulster man by birth and desceuL 
Ho travelled into Muii>t( r, and built the church and tower of Discrt 
Aengus, near Ballingorry, in the county of Limerick, about the year 
780. He proeeeded to Ldnster, spent some lima witti Bt. ICaalniain, 
of Tamlaeht, now Tallagh or Tallaght, near Dublin, and finally built 
a churcli at Diserf Bithech, or the liirchj daert^ near liountmtb} In 
the Queen's County, where he died about the year 815." 

Mr. O'Cttny goes on to observe '.-^ 

" The oldest refwenee to fhe OtUi-Ih (Senri Dei^ vulgarly oalled 

Ciildees, Ihut occurs in Irish munusoripts, is found in the Tripartite Life 
of St. Patrick ; and tlif Cetle-De thevo mentioned appejirs to have been | 
a Briton, one of those who accompanied our apostle on his uiissiou. The 
Oeili-De appear to have been at first mendicant religious, either lay or 
eaolenasticaL Thsy do not ^pear to have fbrmed communities, or to have 
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had a rule of diseipliiK , until the time of St. Maolruaiti, of Tsoilaght, 
I who died a d. 7^7. < H' St. Maelruain's rule, the only copy liithorto 
I known is one discovered by me in the great book of Dun Doighre, 
oomnonlj odled the 'SpeeUed Book,* in the Boyal Iiuh Aokdemy. 
Tbey never appear to have bad regular numaflteriea of fheir own, bat 
always to have occnpiiHi houses in connection with other monasteries or 
churches. The Order conm>t('d of pcclesiastics and laymen, literate and | 
illiterate; and perhaps the best illustration of it» character that I could . 
give is a quotation from an Irieb poem, the antbonlitp ef which is as- | 
oribed to St. Carthagus, commonly called 8t Modrada, of Ltsmoro, who 
died in C36, at a time that they vera the mere lervaata of other 
ohurobcs: —

vliieh flbaraetxwixeB all the works of this distiagutdied auibor : — 

" The greafest ignorance," continues Professor O'Cniry, " has prevailed 
with respect to the T, ,7- - Onlor until tliv dUcovory of St. Maelruaiu's 
Bale, and other facts concerning them, within the last sixteen years.

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It baa been asserted, and is so stilt, tbat they were a married native 
dei^, indopcndcnt of Kome, kc. The clerical Ofih-Dr was not mnmcd 
nny more tlum tlio sO( ul;ir inembei-s of tla> Order, or the clergy tit larpe.

Of the origin of the word Culdcc, Dr. Reeves say:*' : —

currency to the term Culdewi, out of which grew, iu that country, the [ 
vulgar form, CMee, which baa come into general acoeptanee, and has been 
the subject of so much speenlative error and histovieal mjstifioation.'* « 

OVeating of the OsiU'De in genersty Br. Beeves remarks': — 

" In fact, during the range of time in which the term is of record, we 

discover the gicatcst diversity in its application,— son lotimcs boruo by 
hermits, sometimes by conventuals; in one sittialiou implying the con- 
dition of celibacy, iu another undet^luud ui° mumed men ; here denoting 
regulars, there seonhirs; some of the name bound by obligations of 
poverty, others free to accumulate property; at otic i)eriod high in 
honour u.s tmplyins: self-denial, nt another regarded with contempt aS 
the desigoation of trie loose and worldly-iniuded." 

With respect to the title Cek-dej as peouliarly applied to Aengua, 

Dr. Reeves says' : — 

" A better vttnv tn take of it is to suppose that it w;is ;i rrtieivcd term 
denoting rigid monastic obscrvuuce, especially in llie order of divine 
aerviee, and to have been applied to him as one who both contributed 
to the devotional compo^iitions of the dinroh, and lived also aooording 
to the stiaitest sect of his religion."

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It is a ranukaUe dxeunstanoe, as itaited by Ttr. BeeTw in hia esaay, 
tiuit nothing i« knovn of tUi aaklirated ecel«>iaBtio from lSt» general 
historical records of Trclaiid; his name even docs not oeeax in the 

Annals; all <hat cnii be iLnnit aliout him is gathered from the Adver- 
tisement rir Pk face whicii, in sninc mnnuscripts, accompanies his chief 
composition, the "Felire, or Cakudur of the Saints of Ireland," of which 
a Latin tnn^tioii is given by Culgan in hi> Acta Smuionm ffihrnue, 
under tbe fiaint'e day, die Iltb of Jlareh'. It ii there atated that he 
flourished about the beginning of the ninth eentuiy, and that he sprung 
frum lilt! Dularadii, a powrrfiil northern race, who occupied the ]irn!<ont 
counties of Down and Antrim. He is reprf»sentcd as entering the 
monastic life, and devoting himself to the most rigid austerities; and 
after having been attached to the monastery of Clunn-eidbneoh (the 
• Ivy-lawn), now known as the psiish of Oonenagli in thaQueen^aCounfy, 
h« retired to a short distance, and ooonpied a eell in a wild spot> called 
in Iri>li u Dinert, which was afterwards, when a church was built there, 
called l):s( i t- Arnqui's, (!i riving this title from him as tbe founder. Tlic 
name is still l-niin' under the form of Pysarteuos, a parish in the lu'igh- 
bourhood of Maryborough. Uhis preface, as translated by Colgan, docs 
not record the name of any cihureh lonnded by Aengus in Muuster; bat 
in the prelkee of the iWtW, which is preserved in a manuscript belonging 
to Dr. Petrie, a Taluable statement exists, which supplies a- link in bis 
hiistory. It is there mentioned, wiA reference to the cause of his writing 
tlio F' lirr, thnf " lie hiippencl to bo coming from Disert, in ^Tiin^f'r, 
ti) tuil-Iicnncimir in the country of Ui-Pailgho (now OtialyJ, lor tbe 
purpose of taking Maelruain, of Tamlschta, as soul-fiieod," (i.e. spiritual 
direetor,) &e. This Disert, tike that near donenaghi was a retired qtot, 
where ho had probably foanded a church; and his pecnliar habits of 
seclusion led to the foot of a seoond Dysert being connected viUi his

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name^ which in all prohahiliij is the Dywrt near Cswm, On ibis 
■nlgeot Dr. Petrie wmtM : —

localities, and if tho Limerick Dyscrt could, liko that in the Qneen's 
County, br sliruni hy any old rvisli nrc to have been oaUed Dj^aert 
Eague, it would bo sutlicicnt to settle the qucstioo." 

Till 'il l:, as will bo seen, can bo satisfactorily supplied, although 
the place IS now calk-J -siriijily DysiTt, and tradition dors not couple the 
name with tin: incmory «{ any suuit Ui st-rve us u distinctive mark for it, 
among the numerous DifserU which appear on tho map of Irchind; yet 
firom a pMsage in fhe Annala of the "Four JlMtm," tha addition of 
AtHgut may be suggested as applioahle to this Church. At the year 
1083, these Annalists record that " Conn, son of Maelpadraig, Amhinnech 
(or Superior) of Mungairit and Discrt-Ocnghusa, died." Dr. O'Donovan, 
in his note, identifies the latter placu witli Dysartcnos in tbe (Jm^'n's 
County, which ho might fairly do, as the word is a motlcniizcd form of the 
compound, and there being e\idenco that Acngus was couuectcd with it 
Also, as Br. Beeves informs msi, it was frequently the ease, that His 
same eoeleriastio was Buperior of two or more monasteries ntuated in 
diiTornnt provinces, which owed (heir eonnection to the &ct of their 
having been founded by a common saint, though googrnphically far 
apart. Mr. O'Curry, howrver, did not adopt this identification, and as 
Mungairit, now known as Muugret, m in the county of Limerick, he 
oonoludod that the other Church mentionfld in the passage of the 
"Annals" must he somewhere in the same distriet; and Dysert sofiur 
snited his view, as bearing the traces of an anoiant Urandation in its 
venerable Church and IJound Tower. This identification may have been 
conjectural, for Mr. O'Currj' probably know of no auOiorify for calling 
this Dysert Aenfjus, except the prcsuuiptiou that it uiiglit bo the Mim- 
stcr Dysert, with which ono document shewed Acngus to be connected. 
Beeent researoib, however, fully substantiates the leannd Fiofesaei's 
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wmjeotmre, and leaves little doubt that this Dyaert wa» a Chturch of 
Aengus Celi-De. For although in the two anoieiit Taxatiotts, eom- 

pilcd about the cloee of the thirteenth century, the numo appears rimply 
under the same form as that which it now bears, yet it has been re- 
cently discovered, that iti the Liber Niger of Limerick, a venerablw 
manuscript consisting of charters, taxations, and other documents con- 
neoted urith See, this paiiah is mentioned about a oentuiy earlier, 
under the year 1201, as Diuert Higtusj and between 1250 and 1270, as 
Dytert'eaegm ^, shewing that at that very early period this was the local 
appellation of the Church, and which was carn'i d on to a much later 
time, as will bo srm in the next parngruph. Thus ;iu important pic cn 
of information is supplied, leaving little room tor questioning the cor- 
rectness of Mr.O'Curry's identifioatioa; and it is satisfimtory that this 
OMDdunon is shared in by Dr. Fetiie, and also by Dr. Reevefl. 

The following historioal notioea of Dyaert are aU that I have been 
able to discover, besides those already quoted. The namo occurs in 
both the Taxations t-f 1*21)1 and 1302'. Noxt, \n Ilttlo Lller Niger 
of Limerick*, in thf list of cliiinhcs iti \hv. (Irniu ry of Adarc, occurs 
'* rrsebcnda do Dissert Eugussa."' In a visitation of the diocese of 
Limetidc (James it is deaeribed as Freb.de Dyaert si^ 0( Ids; H.^ 
Sit 18 probably a ftagment of the word Aenguas, £Asngn]8te. In die 
Boyal Yisitation-book of 1610 ia the following entry : " Prebenda de 
Disert, Georgius SextOD, Laicus, Johannes Fitz Derbie, Cur.;" and by 
that of IfiliV it npponrg thnt liichard fuller WAS cwtato of Disert, and 
I Philip Jetikius reader {miuisier legem). 

The Church and Tower of Dysert, as seen from the north-east, arc 
represented in dw following woodout The CSiureh poaseases little in- 
terest, with the ezeeption of the doorway. It is built of linMSton^ and

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has been much repaired; hut a portion of the walls, together with the 
doorway, appear to be part of the original structure. This portion 
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contains some large stone;;, their dimensions being from 2 to 3 ft. in 
length and width ; they do not run through the wall, but are used as 
facings on each side, and arc filled in with grouting in the centre. The 
length of the Church internally is 54 ft,, the breadth 18 ft., and the 
thickness of the walls about 31 ft. These dimensions are in aooordancc 
with what appears to have been a general rule in the erection of the most 
ancient churches in Ireland. The doornay is in the south side, 21 ft. 
from the west end, and it may be worthy of remark that this is a very 
uncommon circumstance in the early churches, I have only heard of two 
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other infltanoM, the almost mTamUe poritioii being in the WMt end. 

Only one of the jambs remains, which, as is usiul in early Irish churches, 
i is slightly inclined, and but one half of the smit lintel-stonc 1 ft. 4 in. 
thick, which was probably broken by the stiporincumbent pressure, when 
the western jamb was removed. Tliiii doorway has a flat, slightly 
projecting baud or architrave, 11 in. wide, which is not an nnuaual 
feature ia the old obttiohea. Oo the lintel the lino of arcfaitmro u 
nenly 4 ia. to the west of its trne position, the Tesolt most probably 
of the presrare of ivy, affivding a sttiking instance of the power of this 
I agent in moving so largo a sfone. The li('ij;lit of the door is C ft. 5 in. 
I A few years ago, during a gale of wind, Uw WLst' iii gable fell down, 
j in consequence api*areutly of the heavy mass of ivy which bad been 
allowed to remain upon it 

The eestem gable has also been nbuilt at some time, eompaiatiirely 
recent) and contains no windoir. Amongst the limerielc lettm of the 
Ordnance Survey is one written by the late Dr. O'Donovan, in Ute year 
IS 10, ill \vhi(h he mentions that this jilaci* was called Disoart Muirdeahh- 
raujh ; but lie t;ives no autlmrity for this statement, nor can I find tiny 
tmco of Huch name locally recognized Dr. O'Donovan does not apjjear 
to have been avsie that the Chureli was in aneient times called Dysert 
Eogoaaa. He goes on to state : — 

*' At the distanoe of 11 ft from the north wall of the Ghurdh stands 
an ecelesiastieal Bound Tower, called by the old people "degas a disirt,^ 
that 18) the belfiy of Dysert" 

After desciibing the door, viodows, &e. ho oontiniies: — 

"The people believe that this tower never was finished, and tiwt It 

was built by a woman, who intended to raise it up to the skyl See 
a similar Icjjead ia my letter on 8u Tiemey'a Cio/dur at dones."

For tlie accompanying illustrationa I am indebted to Mr. Gordon Hills, 
who kindly placed his sketches at niy disposal °. The Tower of Dysert 
\n h\n\t of limestonf, well and strongly put together; the mriMnn' being 
different from and buj>€iior to that of the Church. "Seat the base, the 
atomea an lathar large, but not ao much so a» some of tboae forming 
a portion of the -walla of tbe Cborch. It standa upon a rock, wkiok 
here di^tly liaea aboTO the level of the anrrounding groand, and 
which wonid appear to liavo giran origin to the name of the Townland, 

Cari'irrn, or thn Little TIik]^. 

The Tower at pn sent is U7 ft. hii^'h ; no ti;i( c reuiaius of the windows, 
usually sevei-al in number, whicli occur in the upper story; judging 
indeed by the pteient dimenaions of the Tower 
probably two atones are wanting. The aooom- 
panying aeotion, drawn to ecale, ahewa the position 
of the floore, wimlowfj, &c. 

BvM it is I II tla farm of Carrigccn, now in the 
Oct upulioii ol Mr. C'hristy, 80 well known us one 
ol the most succe&»ful breeders of short-horns in 
belond. Some years ago, he covered the Tower 
with a flat roof, and pkoed floora in the different 
stages, reating them on the offsets where the ori- 
ginal floors stood; so that the siiminit r:\n now 
he vni^Wj attainml. In the year 1S4'J, .Mr. Christy 
made a careful exaioiuatiou below the level of the d()orway, of whicli 
the following is the result. There was first a floor of hard elay, about

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1 ft. thick, then about 7 ft. of rubbish, in which were some bonus, but 
no dcolls; under whicilt vbb another floor of daj 1 ft. tiiiok; below 
this, ooninon red clay ; then olay nmilai to the fixst floor, extending to 
the rock, in whidi a few bones were found aud one clinkor. 

The dliiinetfr at bottom is extoraally 17 ft. 6 in., at the top about 
13 ft. Tlu! sill of the donrw.n- is 15 ft. above the roek. At this level 
the walls arc 4 ft. 3 in. thick, and at the top about 3 ft. 0 in. 

The doorway faces the cast, and ii 5 ft. 10 in. in height, 2 ft. 9 in. 
wide at the bottom, and 2 fl^ 6 in. at the apringfa^ of the arch. It ia 
built ti weU'droased sandstone, the stonsa being slight] j bonded into the 
masoniy vt the Tower walls. This is one of the few Bound Tower door- 
ways pn'i«pnting ornnmeiital ffiituros, ami tlio only one in Ireland liavini: 
the pellet or baU-rnouldiiii; ; Init ihc same omament is to lie seen, with 
the pellets closer, on the doorway of the Tower of llrechiu in Scotland. 
At Dyaert it ia not oazried below the spring of the aroh. 

The pellet ia by some considered to be a distanctiTe feature of buildings 
ereoted after &» middle of the elermith century. In Dr. Fetrie'a opinion 
there are very strong grounds for believing that it existed in Ireland at 
a considerably earlier date. A very similar design is to be peon on the 
ornamentation of early Tiish niaiiuscripl.s, as for example those <j;ivcn 
in a paper by the Rev. Dr. Beeves iu the " Ulster Journal of Archa,*- 
ology," vol. viii. p. 210, the date of which ia the doae of the eighth 
ceatuty. Dr. Petrie has, in his musearo, a quon found at Clonmaonoise, 
on which a same and various onaments are inscribed, and amongst them 
arc flat pellets; tbe simple name seems to indicate a date prior to the 
introductiou of surnames, at the close of the tenth or beginning of 
the eleventh century. When, however, the pellet, aooompauicd by 
mouldings ai^ as those shewn in the drawings of Djsert doorwayi first 
came in, is not so easy to determine. To give Dr. Fetrie'a aiguments 
would cause too long a digression, but enough has been stated to 
indicate that it cannot be safely oondnded, that the existence of the 
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pellet ut ■roMteotare pmree die Vuflding to be of tiie date whieh i» 
asually cdled Normaa. 

Tho aooompanymg woodcuts exhibit the features of th\r< doorway, but 
I should remark that they do not appear at present nearly so sharp as is 




1 hero represented, the sandstone being much worn away. The aeeHon 
is one-eighth of the fall size. The moulding where dotted is too d»> 
cayed to distingnieh whether it had the jbnn of beads or flilets. In the 
jambs, both near the oentre of the waU, and towards the edges, there are 

round holes, but no indication how the door was hung. In a letter re- 
gpccting this Tower, from tlie late William MoiTison, the arehitect, quoted 
by IJr. Petrie in his K-siiy, \>. oOti, it is snpL'f-tcd thiit as the (i[ie nar- 
rows towards the «>xterior, a frumo niuy have bcuu inserted and wedged 
to the innde ; however, I find that the breadtii of the doorway is on 
the eontraiy 8 fit. at the bottom on the outside^ and only 2ft 9in. m 
the inside; whieh would more snooeMfolIy secure the door*firame from 
prc-sure inward.s. Aljout 6 ft. undcr the level of the door is :ni offset, 
below which the walls arc intemally composed of very rniimh stones; 
among them is one smoothly punched, evidently taken from some other 
building : it is not an insertion, but part of the original wall. 
The intenial diametor of the flnt floor, measnring at tiie level of the 
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door, is 8 ft. 8 in^ audits Iwiglit 18 ft. 10 in. Olose to the lerel of the 

floor in the second story is the triangular-headed window^ the jambs 
and arch of which are of well-chiselled sandstone. They are parallel, 
consequently not splayed. The breadth at the bottom is 1 ft. 4^ in., 
at the top 1 ft. 1 in., height 3 ft. 8 ia. This window faces west. The 
wall is here 4 ft. thick, and this story 13 ft. 2 ia. high. The third story 
is 12 ft. 2 in. hig^ Near its level is the dreular-beaded window boiog 
the south, 1 ft. 6 in. wide at the bottom, and 1 ft. 4 in. at the springing 
of the aroh, and 8ft. 2 in. high; the wall S ft. 8 in. thick. Ihese two 
windows are rqgoeonted in the annexed woodouts. They poagen the 



peculiarity, not very uncommon in the windows of the Bound Towers, i 
that tho external form of their tops ia not carried through the wall, but [ 
at two-thirds of the thickness, from tho outside, tho aperture is lower ' 
and square -headed, as is shewn in the woodcuts. The fourth story, 
reaching to the present top, is 13 ft. 10 in. high. This is lighted by 
a square-headed window ftoing north-east^ about the same widtii, but 
shorter than the othen^ and witbont aplaj. The wall ia 8 ft. 8 in. tbioL 
The internal diameter of the Tower at the summit is 5 ft. 10 in. In the 
second story a number of small holes may be observed, placed irregularly, 
and on the third story a row of them, at a uniform height of about 
5 fU above the floor ; and also others iiregulorly placed. They ore from 
2 to 8 in. wide, and a few inoheo deep, and were probably made for the 
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purpoae of holding pegs on which to hang thn valuables of the monutiBiy, 

which were commonly lcKlfj;r_'(l in tlic Tower for safoty ''. 

Witli resptict to t]:i^ qttesHon whether doorways enricbod with (sculp- 
tured or other ornaments arc iasertlons, and not part of the original 
, btnldtng, the effiimetife of whidi m atoutlj mamtkiiied by the ad?Qoate« 
of the Teiy earlj pagan origin of the Bound Towen^ it may bo well to 
I mention thet wuik is olearly not the case in the pnsent instenoe ; fiir it is 
j most curious, that two of the courses on the right-hand side of the door, 
I as viewed externally, actually hond i\mvn for the length of scvcnil stones 
to meet the line of courses of the jamb, thus shewing that the wall was 
, in course of erection when the doorway was in progress. Unfortunately, 
I this WW nut pi lucired whoa the «ketoh (p. 21G) was taken; bnt no one 
' whoae attention is oallcd to it can &il to notice that such is the fiust. 
, This illnstrates the gi-cat value of photographs for atchiteotuml details, 
j To describe an Irish Bound Tower without expressing any opinion 
' as to the uses, the uriirin, or the date of the«e remnrUnblo strsietnros, \ 

would require an unusual amount of scli-resiraiut. With respect to 
I their use or uses, the arch;eolugical world, always excepting a very 
limited sdiool of Iridk antiquaries, may bo said to consider tiie qneetion 
virtually settled, since the appeannoe of Dr. Petrie's learned and cbann- 
ing essay on tho " Ancient Ecclesiastical Architeotnre of Ireland." j 

lie has most elcarly shewn that these Towers were belfries, and that 
they were also used as castles, or places of rofuiro. Since tlie publication 
I of his work, J)r. Pctri<^ has observed that, in several instances, the opeu- 
I ing» which are near the summit of the Tower face the ancient lines of 
I thoioaghfare, which, in some remarkable oases, eonverge from difllere&t 
I directions to the ooclesiaatical establiahmeDta in which the Towers occur; 

I thus stvengtboniog his third oondusion, which from want of &eta to

Attention baa reoentlj been oalled to a idaas of numnaientB eniitied 
lamternes dcs Mortt^ or MmaWf irbioh are to be found in oonsideraUe 

numbers in the centre and west of Franoe; and it has been urged 
that the Irish Towers were erected for tlie same purpose as thai for 
which these curious pillars were designed. A slight cxaminntiou will 
aerre to shew clearly that this novel hypolhesia is hardly deserving 
of the eonsidenitaon it has xeeeired. In U.TIollet-le-Dae'a traly vahi- 
abk Dktiaiaiave de PArddUeiure, fto. an artide is devoted to tite LtuUenu 
det M«rt», which contains some interesting i-cmaiiE8 upon this (wrioos 
class of niudiLi'vul Ktnicturcf?. Tlicir cxistt'tiuc, in some shape, is trace- 
able to very early times, but those ut present rcamiiiing — none of which 
are older than the twelfth conturj', according to VioUet-le-Duc — were 
intended to indicate to a considciable distance at night, the position of 
a monastery or oemeteiy. Ho alao eonaidera they may have aenred fi»r 
fboeial putpoaaa, and quotes IC. do Oanmoot, Oaun ^JnHguiUtt t vi., 
who maintains this view. Monsieur Lc-Dao thinka that these columns 
were connceted, 1)y frmlititin, with customs and sup<*rst5tioTiP of very 
gwat uTitiquity Plans and drawings, with deacriptioDS, are given of 
three of these pillars, selected as specimens 
of the daas. The fiiat ia aquare in out- 
linsi, with the angjlaa rounded oifl^ formed 
of eight nearly aemioirouhur shafts; its 
total height is 84 ft., of which a very 
steep eonieal roof occupies 11 ft., and it 
is 5 ft. in external diameter. The third is 
square, with four slender attached iihufts 
at the angles: this pillar ia 26fi; high, 
with an additional 6 £t, for Ibe rool^ and its eztemsl diameter is about 
8 ft. Theae have not the least raaembhinoe to an Irish Bound Tower. 
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Of &e Moond, m afSffding oonadenble Ukenew in fiMtm, an iUiMbation 

k here given ; and wlieo it is stated that tbe scale is half as large again 
as the "Ravenna Campanile'', the grcrtt differenCG in si'zo between them 
I becomes obvious. This little pillar is only 18 ft. high, exclusive of its 
oonical roof, which make a total of 22 ft., and its diameter is cstemallj 
l«w tiian 8ft.; a leolion ja given of the interior, shewing the mode in 
whidi the lamp vas diawa up and down. Thta XmltriM i» in flie TiUage 
of CHnm (Indte)^ and datea finm the end of the twelfkh eentazy. Tko 
projection which may he seen just below the hole for admitting the 
hand to work the lamp, is nn altar: one of the other two, already de- 
scribed, has a similar nltnr. These Luntcr/us drs Morts l<»st their char- 
acter of isolated pillars during the fourteenth century, and were super- 
aeded by amali mpea chapels, sonetaBMa of TOiy beantilbl oouMtmetion'. 
It will be tbva aeen that one of the objeota of theae pJUaia^whieh, it 
may be obaerrcd, ore never oalled towen— to idntieal with Dr.Petrio'a 
third use of the Irish Towers. But to suppose that the latter wore imi- 
tations of these diminutive i>truetures, and built primarily for a similar 
purpose, is an hvpothe.si.s destitute of any probability, or solid foundation. 

Dr. Petrie has not entered upuu the (question of the origin of these 
towen, or by whom thoy were introdneed into Poland, having reserved 
tiieoe important topioa &r hia aeoond volnne; but he baa long afaioe 
abandoned all intention of completing hia gteat work, a eboumalanoe 
most deeply to bo lamented. | 

In Scotland two fine Towers remain, at Brechin and at Abeniethy, 
precisely similar to the Irish, and it is observable that both are con- 
nected with establishments founded by Irish ecclesiastios. 

In l^gilaha, one of the Orkney Islands, there ia a Bound Tower 
attaehed to the weat end of 8L Magnua'a Chnnli, and of ooe?al «reetion, 
. namely, the twelfth eentury. Tliia Tower is stiDf or was a few years 
ago, between 70 and 80 ft. high. Dr. Fetrie possesses a sketch of it.

j Bentcd lis pcrfoot. Tlio tlii(;knof;s of llie walls was nearly 4 ft., aod tho 
internal diumotcr of the Towor 7 ft. C>m. Tlio Church of Deemess, in 
the Orkneys, which was ulso skctdied by Mr. Low in 1774, was re. 
markable as having t^ro circular Towers with conicul roofs at its west 
end. In a letter to Br. Petrie in 1836, Br. Htbbert Ware itetee Uiet im 
a Tiffit to BeepieeB in 1832, he Urand that "the proprietor imt U»M A» 
Urn gromd the whole of fliie and«it etmetiird." 

At Peel Castle, in the Isle of Man, there is a Hound Towte close to 
the ancient Church of St. Germain, and the still more ancient little 
Church of St. Patrick. In the •* Archceological Journal" of 1848, will 
be found a description of this Tower by Mr. Petit. It is 44 ft in cir- 
oumlfanooe; the internal diameter at the level of the dflotr ia 5 ft 9 in. ; 
height of the sOl of the door Urom the ground, 7ft.; height of the door, 
5ft 6 in.; width at bottom, 2 ft. 3 in. ; at the ipiing of thearcii, 1 ft 8 in. 
Thtl Tower has four !:quari -Leaded windows near the top: the conical 
cap is gone, boin^ reiilacoil by a kind of embattled parapet, like the 
Towers of Kiidure uud Jvilmailock. The elevation of the door above 
tho ground, its sloping jambs, and the windows near tho summit, stamp 
thia Tower to be of Iiiah origin, vhidi is confirmed by ite oonneetion 
with the Teiy eeily Church of &L Patiiek. 

In England no structures similar to ihvati exist, hut iu the Eastern 
counties n:any circular belfries arc to be found. Mr. iludson (ilurucy 
has described more tlian fifty : they are chiefly Hoiuiinesquo in character, 
I but only one appears to be older than the twelfth oentuiy. They are 
always attsehed to the OntMhei^ an larger in diameter than the Irish, 
and generally do not exoeed 50 ft. in he^t 

Buring a tour in Italy, a law yesrs ago, heoiing that Bomd Toweia 
were to be seen at Bavenna*, I made a point of visiting that most

permit. Some ct the dntidiM to whioli they beUmg tn of greet 
antiquity, having been fonnded in the fifth and aixth oenturiaa. 

lu the accompanying voodoota a BaTenna circular Campanile and an 
Ixiah Sound Tower^ that itf Deveniab, ate placed side by side. The 



i dimensions of the latter are, height 81 ft., circumference 49ft. 8 in.; 

j therefore if drawn to the !>unie scale, the Irish Eonnd Tower should bave 

, been represented about three-quarters of the height of the Italian. 

! The CSampanile at Bavenna which has been selected, belongs to the 
Ghuioh of 8. Giovanni Battista. It ia attached to the north«w«at enner 

I of the aiale^ which ia, however, of a much later date than the tower. 

' Th«x» are ISrar windowa in each tier. The internal diameter at the 
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bottom is 10 ft., and the height of the tower by estimation about 100 ft. 
The base is hidden in the sketch by the modern fmudo of the Church. 
This Church is said to have been built by the Empress Oalla Placidia 
in the year 438, and consecrated by S. Peter CliryHologus. The conical 
roof is of shingles. The Campanile of S. Apollinare in Classis is the 
finest at liavenna. It stands on the north-cast side of the Church, from 
which it is 2G ft. distant. The wall is G ft. 6 in. thick, and the internal 
diameter of the tower 11) ft. Its height I should judge by estimation to 
be from 140 to 100 ft.

Circular Campaniles arc said to exist in tho northern parts of Lomhardy, 
j among the secluded Alpine valleys, l)ut I was not fortunate enough to 
I find any of them. In the Dictionary of Architecture, issued by the Arohi- 
I teotmal PnMioation Bodely, artiele AmpamZ^ writtan by Mr.B.FA]uoii, 
j mentian ia made «f two out of Italj-HHie at tb» Oafliedial of Vntf in 
j Fiance, with the ordinary two-light windows, with slender columns and deep 
' capitals ; tho other at the Cathedral of Worms, of very similar character. 
' Perhaps tho most striking rosemblaiRO to an Irish liound Tower 
hitherto discovered, is to be fouud iu tho accompanying woodcut, taken 




from a sketch made by the aocoroplishcd antiquary Samuel Fei]gvs8on, 
Esq., whioh be Imidly plaead at my diqwsaL The Cbnroh to vfaioh 
this Tower is attaohed ia that of StMaarioe, at Epiiial, in Lomine. 
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Through an archtcological friend, Monsieur Carre, of Meaux, Mr. Fer- 
guson obtained the fallowing detiuls of this very interesting Churoh 
and Tower. The nam and tniu^ts date ilrom Hm tenth oeatnrj. At 
the end of euh tranaaiife ia ft drcnlar tower, <«. flie nortii aide partly 

ruinod, with probahly only about one-half of its original height standing ; 
it is 10 ft. in internal diameter, and (he walls are about 3 ft. thick. The 
soutbpTO tower, whirh was rebuilt in the thirteenth century, is nbnnt 
112 ft. in height, uud nearly 7 ft. m luierual diameter, the walls being 
3 ft. 6 in. in thickness. A winding aiairoaae eztoida to tiie beight 
of about 60 It the old tower the ataira appear to hsTO reaehed 
higher. The windowH of t1u> southom tower an aqiiBre*hcadcd and 
small. The door is on the IctcI of the ground, the entrance being from 
the tmnsppt. This tower seems never. to have been furnished with 
bells, which may bo accounted for by the fact that the western square 
tower, erected in the eleventh century, has always been used as a belfry. 
It woald be intereating to trace out the hiatoij of thia Ghnroh, which, 
tnm ita bong dedioated to St. Uaurioe, ia probably of early fiiandation. 

Another and most remarkable example of the extstcnoe in early times 
of T^ound Towers nttaehcd tn Churches, may be here ndihucil, in ill eating, 
too, an additional and very curious piirpo=50 for whicli these eireujar 
buildiuga were employed. This was at the great codesiastical cstablish- 
.mttit of SkOaU, where » plan on paxehmemt ia atill preserved of the 
monastery aa rebuilt in the ninth oantoiy. In 1844, thia plan, with 
a deaoriptivo memoir, was invduoed by Dr.FBcdinand EeUer, of Zurid^ 
under the title Bamiu d«t Khuters Si. Gallm vom Jahr, 820. From this, 
and from an older work, Professor 'Willis piihlisliod in the "Archseo- 
logical Journal," June, 1848, a v<Ty interesting urtifle, with reduced 
plans, giving full details of this most valuable architectural record. 

At the west end of the Cbnnsh, and aqni-distant from Ae aemicironlar 
attinm, are two eiroolar towen^ tbit on the north called the tower of 
SLHiohae], that on tiie aonth the tower of BtQabriel, having spinal 
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statnb Ihtaa towers appear to bean betwoea 25 and 80 ft. in 
eztemal dimaeter. ItefisHor Willia dbtcmi : — 

t* On the two ridea of tin oMteni (rte& wrntorn} aoiuieiNiihr atrinm 
of tbe minster stand two toweca, which, like thoae of moat of the ancient 
basilicas of Italy, are not connectp<l vnih tho principal 'building. Tlio 
access to them is by short passages from the atrium. They are probably 
dindad duto sioriaa^ and, what ia aeldon Oa aaae witb bdftiai^ aie of 
a tound tma. Tbmx height ia not giTon. It ia not aaid whether tb^ 
were to receive bells, which doubtless was their principal destination.

known, had not been brought into frequent uae in the CMifltniction of 
churches \ery long before this jjlan was made, — ^perhaps first under the 
reign of fliiirh rTinLinf. TI:( ri fiillnwrd tho \ ari'>u^, uiul in part unsuccess- 
ful, efforts to bring thtai into harnionioiis connection with the rest of the 
building, to which, by their nature, tiiej were not auited. The HihbI 
ornament in the plan, whi«Ai ia also often aoen in manuaoiipta of the 
ninth oentuiy, baa no preoiae aignifioation 

At Bavcnna most of the towers are attached to the Churches, while in 
Irrlrind they are almost always detached, T hi lievo the only examples 
known of tho former arrangement arc to be found at Clonmacnoisc, 
Killashee, Ireland's Eye, Dungivcn, Trummery, Tamlaght-Fiulagan, 
Xjlleyy, Fema, and two at Glendafaiugb. The majority of these eaaea, 
if not all, ace aa lato aa the twelfth, or even the (Jiirteenth eentoiy. 
There ia no inatanee of one of the ahdent toweca being oomiected with 

* 'ati|nifaB%Iddjcatc«lheeoiiii!di«rfaftteliiul^w 
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ita Church. At St. Fineen's Church, Clonmaonoise, which is probably 
the earliest example of this azraiigemeiit, the tower is at the south-east 
Mnur of the nave^ and its dow opens into ihe dunod. At Dimgi?en 
and at JSSStfvj the tower wm pUwod at Ae wmUi'Wwt angle itf the n»Te; 

at Tamlaght-Finlagan, at the north-west ; while at Tnunmeiy it was 
situatetl at tlio uorth side of the small chancel. This tower was about ^ 
60 ft. high, and had a low conical roof. It had two doors, one at the 
level of the ground, leading into the Church, the other at the height 
4^ 6 ft. above tibe ground. 

Serenil of the Itdian CampoaOea oflbr peenliaiidea of shape. The 
one attached to the Churoh of 8.

Thfi Cimipanile of the Benedictine Abbey of 8. Nicholo, at Pisa, of 
the thirteenth century, has the lowfr story circular, the next two 
octagonal, and the fourth or upper story hexagouah 

In Izehmd a few eases are known in wMoh the low^- part of the tower 
was sqiiarei, vis., IDUasheei, Qlendalon^ Dnngiten, TamlaghtpEtnlagan, 
Trummery, and Killcvy. Qlendalough has disappeared: at Dungiven 
the square portion rwiched as high as the roof of the Church ; this tower j 
fell about the bc^iuiiiug of the jnesent century". Only a ftnv feet of that 
at Tamlaght'I uihigau remain : it is internally round, the diameter beiug 
5ft. 4b." Tmmmery, whiohwas still smaltar, fell in 1828'; sndthe

Anion!» (he examples which have bepn classed under the haul of 
attatliiMl Tuwt rs, (In- following peculiaritieis deserve to bo mentioned. 
One of tlie Towers at Olendalough rested on the stone roof of the 
ehuroh, oalled Civ^CbomiJ^, w Kevin's Hoose, sad tittt on the ubnd of 
Irdaad's Eye rested on the stone roof of tlie ohanoel of die ehnrab, 
(saUed 2Vsi/d/ mac Xessai\ or tilfi Ghnrch of the sons of Xessan. 

Since there are but these two cases in Ireland of circular belfries placed 
on the churches, it wonld bo very interesting could the age of these 
towers or turrets be clearly ascertained. That such au arruugemcnt 
was not unknown to the Irish in the ninth century, wc may infer by 
a passage in Fleming's (MUeftawa Saera, p. 245, rdatiTe to the emotion 
of flie CHiuroh of St Oohinhanin, at Bobbio, by the Abbot i^plvlphns^ 
I who flourished at the close of that century. " Ipsam deniquo eandcm 
Ecclesiam vfTicmhilis Ahhas Agilulfus tx lapidibus struxit, turriiiii|uo

One of the moflt important problems eonneeted trith the early Italian 
Campanilefli, is the deteinunation of tiieir age> I' Anson, in the 
artiele above reftned toi, oouiders those at Bavenna to be not latw 
than the middle of the eighth oentnty, and be adds, that they may be 

as early as the sixth. 

The hratittfiil Cairipanilf (square) of S. Oiorgio, in Vciabro, at Rome, 
is stated in " Wood's Letters " to have been built about 750. No author- 
itraa are given for this assertion. It is indeed snrprising how Uttle 
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is known of the origin of the bell-tower, which wait developed into one 
of the humI IctatiM tetuTBB of MMfaotttteal anliiteetiirB. When md 
when wen fihej flnt eceoted? md ▼liat vw fheic. original fenn?— these 
no qneetuan woKflif of oooapying Hw attantum of fhA moot ddlf dl and 

l«irncd ecclesiastical archceologists. 

In the foregoing sketch, it is to be hoped that at least a plausible 
indication lias been aflfordfd of tlin country, and perhaps the very qimrtor 
from whence the Irish Bound Tower may have been derived; but oven 
aonld thk be proved, it ^nld not materially anut towards the aolvtuni 
of aeveial queatioiui eonneeted witJi tiieae xeaaa&Ma stnuiAute^ vhidi 
at {mHBDt seem surrounded with diificultics. In various ooontrieo wo 
can trace the change of belfries, whether in the form of towers or spires, 
frtjiu the iiimplcst types and smiillcst dimensions, until they culminate in 
the nohlc!5t f'^nturos of Golliic arohiteoture ; but it is a most curious cir- 
cumstance that in the extreme west of Europe Towers should be found, 
of a form atnmgly reaeinbliiig dioBO at Bavenua) and a flaw other places, 
and whioh aeema to liave reoeived aearody any modififlBtum or derelop- 
ment ita oarlieBt appearance, down to tho period when the latest 
were erected — a range of probably from six to seven centuries. This con- 
tinuity of type is certainly a very striking and nncominon phenonienuu. 
Were it not for the appearance of certain ornamental details, and a better 
kind of masonry, there is but little or no difference between the eorlieat 
and meet reoent of Hie gemiiiui Tbwen. Aa to ilie email daaa already de- 
smbecl, of attaehed Towen with aqnaxe taaea, tibey were eertaialy no 
development, but, on the contrary, appear to have been on a smaller 
scah', and of inferior construction to the older Toweis, judging by the 
circurastuncc of nearly all of them ha^^ng fallen.

record of the erection of one is in 965*. HoweTer, Dr. Pctrie gives 
reasons, whieh arc not without weight, for 8nppo3inf» that these Towers 
cxiBted as early as the seventh, or even the sixth centuij. Among 
others, he brings forward the carious popular tradition which ascribes 
the eieetion of some of them to tite oelehnted boflder Goben Sacr, 
who flonridied in the eevontb ooDtiuy, end goes en to mff— 

" It is remarkable that anch a traditloa never eaats in connexion 
with any Towers but llm^o in which thf architecture is in jx-rfect har- 
mony with the f'hurilu's of tlutt period, as in the Towers of Ktlmacdnach, 
Eillala, and Antrim. And it is further rcmarkablo, that the age as- 
signed to tiie flvst buildings at Kilmacduagh, about the year 620, ia 
exactly thftt in whieb this oelebntod Iriab ardbtitaot flourished V 

Qoban aj^ieen to have been of Ibraign origin, if not himaalf a Aneigner. 

The very ancient life of S. Aid, or Maidoc, published by Colgan in his 
Acta f^nn, fni-nm, contains two interesting notices of the Goban. S. Slaidoc 
was Abbot and Bishop of FeroB, and chief Bishop of Leinster; he 
flenriahed in the aizth eentiny. Hia biographer, who, acconling to 
Colgan, vas a Frieat or Honk of Fema, or of aome Chundk of vhioh 
B. Maidoo iras patmo, writes thus : — 

" Qnodam tempore cum Bcatus Mocdoc basilicam sibi uHlificaro Tolu- 
isspt, non potuit artificem tunc invcnire. Coufidcns in P«o Ivencdixit 
manus cujusdam iueruditi nomino Gobbanus^ et statim subtilissimus 
artifex est ibotuB. PosteA in summa arte illun basiUoBm sdifioaTit*." 

Goban is mentioned again with reference to another Church: "Postea 
autem Cobbanus artifex illam Eoelesiam scdifioavitV The cognomen 
taer or Mwr applied to his name, nguifies a oaipenter and a auMnn — in 
fhot a bnilding artifieer.

For a historical proof of the existence of Bovnd Towers in the Mxth 
eentmy, Dr. Pctrie adduros n romnrlvablc passage in St. Adamnan'a Life 
of 8t. Colnmba, Avritten about tho year G80. It is the fifteenth chapter 
of the third book ; and the chapter is thus headed " De Angelo Domini 
qoi diotti fkatii lepao do mmuterS eulmmt nfmii in Bolioreti Osmpo 
(nov Dvrroir) opportune tam oito snbTenerat." The autiuw then pro* 
eeeds to deeeribe horn St. ColtiiniM raddenfy aent an angel who vas 
standing near him, **ut alicui cx fratribus do summo culminc w/ynof 
(hmrts Inpso tam cito subvcniret, quae his in diibus Pioboreti Caiupo 
fabricatur." Tn book i., rbfipItT 2^>, the same building seems to be 
alluded to again, where it is muutioucd " ulicujus majoru domut 
fiibriea.*' Dr. Petrie ftirly argues, that no part of an amsiflnt Iriah 
monaateiy will aerre to e^Iain the otjeot of the miiable, except the 
Bound Tover. The Churebes vere miuure, the monks' cells, althooj^ 
generally round, were very low, and with sloping walls; there could 
be no such danger in slidinci: down one of tho sides of these beehive 
houses as to call forth the miraculous interference of an angel to save 
a man's life. The miracle, to be a miracle, requires that the Bonuiit 
most be that of a bnilding of great aMtode, and thia oonditiam the 
Bound Tower alone fulfils. 

After quoting ibe paaoage from Br. Fetvie in ftiU, Dr. Beeres 
remarks » :— 

*' The preaent bhafitar of Admaan inppliaB a moat valuable link in

This opens out an additional use to which tbese Towers were applied ; 
for assuming the above Jeserijitioii to refer, as Dr. Pefrio and Dr. Reeves, j 
not without good reason, consider that it does, to a Round Tower, tiicse 
structures were more than mere temporary places of refuge; they wci-e 
abo SMHiaaib dwdliaga. 

Indireotlj oomieeted with these Towers, and with the vqratoy whieh 
still haii||» over their intndnetion into thia ooontry , anoflier piobleni 
remains, equally curious, and at present still less capable of solution, 
nanioly lliis,- — How does it liappcn that the Irisli niurelies are invariably 
I Kfjiiare-cnided, wbile tlio^c in Italy, France, England, and otlier countries 
are alinocit invariably apidul? and from whence ia the square end 
derived? The ootneidenoe u at least singular that tiie only squaro>eiided 
early Chnteih which I detected in Italy, aJwnld hap{iea to he at Bavenna, 
the veiy place from wheaee «ne may, at alt events, with some proba- 
bility, emoeiTe that flie Bound Towers arc derived. Unfortonately, 
there appears at present no clue, cither tlirongh doenmcnfary evidonre 
or otherwise, by which even a plausible conjecture might bo hazarded 
in answer to these most interesting questious. 
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IX the foregoing chapters scarcely a passing allusion has been

Dr. fieeve^ ▼ho hat placed at my 
dispMal a ahort hut ^uahle paper d»wiL iqi by him on the topogiflphy 
of a portion of the eounfy of Limeriek, eontaining an aoeoont of the 
< Ily-Figeinte* and their eonqponent dans, ftom whioh the ibllowing 
brief sketch is mainly taken. 

The present diurest) of Limerick is nearly iJcnticul with the aneieut 
territory of the Uy-Figeiute, a numerous and ^jowcriul tribe, who derived 
their name from "Fwim Figinti, the aenior representative of Eo^ian 
Mbr, eldeat son of OiliU Oluu, S3ng of Munatw in the third centiuy. 
Fiacha flouriahed in the following century; and among the different 
clans who sprang from him, and occupied the territory above mentioned, 
the most important were the descendants of his cMost son Brian, whose 
eldest son Caiibre was surnamed Aebbda (Evu), or ' the beautiful.' 
His posterity grouped themselves into a clan called the 'Hy-Cairbre 
Aebhda,' who were seated finr the moat part in the ^esent hanniea 
of Keucy, Coahna% and Kitnallook, in the fartile plains along the river

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Ibigue^ aoid ooenpifld the greatmr portion of tJie 8abaeq[naiit rani 
deaaeiy of Adare. Towards the olofle of the ninth century, Cathal, 
the representativo of the tribe, was married to a daughter of Amlaf, 
king of the ^>Jlno^^ of ^funster, and in consequenoo of this nlliancp the 
race of Cairbrc Aebhda became closely associated with the Daai&h settlers 
at Limerick. Donndubhan (or Donovan), the iasue of this marriage, 
I enjoyed the ebiefiainoy of the Hy^Ourbre by hereditary right. His 
■ abodie W9» at Bnigh*righ, now Brune^ on the Uaigue!, to the south-east 
of Adare, wheve,' at flic instigation of Maelmhuaidh, lord of Desmond, 
he seized the person of Mahon, son of Ceinedigh, of the Dalcussian race, 
I and king of Munster, whom ho delivered over to his enemy to be Hlain. 
' This act of treachery was avenged by Mahon's brctht-r, tho celebrated 
Brian Borumha, in two battles, in the latter of which Donovan and his 
I iktber-iii«latr Aulaf irare slain. From dus Donovan the &mily name 
I of O'Donoran was derived, bebig assumed bj his gnodson Amlaf. 
j Notwithrtanding tho aid of their Danish connexions, the O'Donovans 
j were uns^ble to make head against the power of the Daleussiuns, as 
wielflpd by the O'Briens, so that they gradually declined in importance, 
and wci-o finally dispossessed by tho Anglo-Norman lords. The O'Dono- 
Tans migrated southwards to Cork and Kerry, and their tribe name 
still remains in the form of Oarbeiy, an extensive barony in the sotttbom 
part of tiie ooonly of Cork. With {heir departure tho Hy«Figetnte and 
j their subordiuato claii^ disappear fi^m history. It is mngular that 
' a portion of the O'Donovan territory should now be possessed by two 
families descended from the Dalcassian race who, in the j»crson of their 
! great monarch Brian, avenged the death of his brother, namely, the 
O'Gradys and the O'Quins. Both these clans, as has been mentioned 
(p. 161), were dispossessed of their ancient patrimonies during the irais

This correspondence of the Cuntrcd^ with 
the mini (Icimcrics is clearly sci ii by ri forring to tho Patent Bolls of 
ChaiK'Lry. For eiuimple, in 1346, among tho Cantrcds was Adare and 
Crumyth; in 1377, the aame; 1881^ Domimum CSomitM EyldamB''; 
BOW, Adare and Croom, vhioh pretty nearly eoinoided witii the nual 
deanery of Adare.

Previous to the dissolution of religious huuiics, tho Bcctorjr of Adore 
waa appropriate to the Trinitarian Priory, but tliere was an «idowed. 
Vtoazage, (he prewntation to whioh vas veatod in the Earla of Kitdaro*. 
For some tune alter this event the Crown mffleued the right, but even- 
tually it was restored to the original possessors, who continued to enjoy 
it till 1721, when the advowson of the Vicarage was pnrchnscd by John 
Croker, of BalUnaguard, Esq., Irom the trustees of the Euri of Eildare's 
estate, for the sum of £2,050 12s. : it was sold by bis descendant, the 
late Jdu Croker, of Ballinaguard, to tiie late Earl of Dnntaven. 

In 1802, the Ykarage of Adare waa estimated at 6 marke 8 ahiUings 
and 10* pence, or £B 15s. G|d, According to a valuation made in 1C29, 
it was rated hi tliu King's boolc^ at £■'3 5s. In the 'Report of the Oom- 
missioucrs ou Ecclesiastical Ivevi-nue and Fatronjigc in Ireland, 1837, 
tiie gross amount of the annual income was stated to be £^01 Itis. lid.;

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of the CoUege of Maynootii, a short deMriptioak of its cantent* may prove 
iotenatiug. The JUlitr Nigtr oontains ieventy<ris leaves on Tellnm and 

parchment. The tabic of contents and collection of documents, oooupjillg 
seventy leaves, are in the same hand, beautifully and plainly written in 
the style of the end of thr. rr>ign of Edward III. The carlieHt document 
transcribed into the collection is of the date 1194, and the latest 1362. 
The additumal portion, oontaiuiag the Froouralioo table and Bental, is 
in a later and different style of hand, being annexed by Bisliop Cor- 
neUQsO'Deaml418. 

Among the documents contained in the Liber Nigtr^ one of Hit most

The following mape plaoe Adare on Hie ea«t lido of the xtTor : — Speed'a 
Eingdmn of Itdand, 1610; Speed's Province of ICnnater; Blaen's Map 
of Uomonb; and tho Map of the Kingdom of Treland, by Bobert 
Mordon, hi GKbHni*a Camdei^a l&tftnmM, (vol. ii. p. 1310). 

These maps are, with one exception, of tlio seventeenth ccntur}-, on 
a small scale, and very inuccurate ; moreover, two at least are really the 
sumo map. Mcrcator's Uybernice pars Justralis, 1636, and hie IHmiuB 
licffntm of the eamo date, phm tite town on tho weit ride. The Sown 
Survey map of 1656 is quite eonclnrivo as to the position of the town 
in tho seventeenth century, so that, if it ever was situated on the 
eastern eiJo, it must Lavo been in very early times. A niTich stronger 
argument in tuvonr of the town liaving been at some period on tlic east 
side of tho river than that afforded by these inaccurate maps, is derived 
from tho oinnmrtuee that Ao townland, whidi cornea close np to the 
Cialle and tiie old parish Chweh, is ealled Ardahanbally, the dorlTation 
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and ncaaing of iHudi appear to be^ Ard-mm-Mif 'heiffjit of fbe oM 
town.* FroDi titiiliaglit, the Tioir, Plato IL, it tskflo.

No. 3, unlike the others, 
is rather an elegantly shaped : it is 6| in. hmg. For about an inch 
from tiie handle it is sqnara, with the edgea notdlMd; from this point to 

the wards the edges arc bevolled off. The key is much coated over with 
a blue colour, probably a deposit of sulphate of iron. I have not been 
able to obtain satisfactory iiiibrrnution as to the age of these old keys. 
Two or three with Bpikes may bo scon iu the iluseuin of the Eoyal 
Irish Academy, but none like fig. 8 : nor are there any simflar at South 
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Eeiurii^ton or in fhe British MuMnm; bat as &riB I «■!» ■mafaln Ihun 
fbe best antiioritiM ftof m probably of the fburteaitii and fifteeath 
oonhmes. Na S vu dug up Aoni near tha rwf loweal pait of the 

dopoflit, among oyster shells and bones. 

Close to this key fourul a email tool or weapon of hoi*o, iiero 
figured ; it is 6 in. long, aad &uems to 
be ftroMd of tin aatlor of a deer; 
2 £d. itf one end have been abaped to 
fit into a handle, the other 4 in. taper 
to a fine point. It is 2^ in. round in the thicltost part. A portion of 
a chain was dug out, 3 it. G in. long, with, flnt Hnk.^ from i to 5 in. 
in length. Also a sinull skvAn or knife aUout G in. long, like thoso found 
in the crannogcs. Thiti specimen was hafted in wood. These skeins 
probably came down to a eomponlivdy neent period in Irebmd. 

A nnmber <d pieoes of broken pottery were dug out of the moat, and 
a few in tkese recent oxcayatkoB. In order to aaoertain their age, they 
were exhibited to Mr. Franks nnd other persons eompctotif to form an 
opinion on the subject, but it seems very difficult to arrive at even the 
century to which this sort of rude mediieval pottery belonged; it was 
probably in use during the greater part of the period of occupation of 
the Castle by the Iltigerslds, from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
century. Plate XXXI. contains sketches of the fragments of pottery 
describfd in the following memorandum, which has been drawn up by 
G. Wallis, Esq., Keeper of Art Division, South Kcnsiingtoii ^rnserim. 
They are here noticed chiefly in consequence of the curious circum- 
stance that BO littlo of early pottery has been discovered in Irish 
domestio habitations*. 

"The fragments of pottery are too small to permit of any very decisive 
opinion. The handles Nos. 1, 2, 3, are of a rude and do doubt compar-

latp as tlie fourteenth and flftoenth centurios, h gencraWy very rude. 
There is, however, a certain character about Kos. 1, 2, and 3, which 
would indkate an earHer dAto^ as tiie metiiod of daeocttioa u very primi- 
tive. The under or iiuide of these headlee liave fhe bdsutotions pco- 
ducod by the fingers of the potter while sustaining them during the 
operation of decoration, which has been cffoetcd at once with a rude 
modelling tool, or suitable pointed piece of wood, the incisions being 
made in a ftee naaiier, and altliongh Todeii shew dexteri(j in the 
workiDaii. 

** Tliere U a wave line, a rude imitation of a common decoration found 
on antique water vessels, nronnd No. 5, which has been ovidoully pro- 
duced by scratching the surface of the wet clay with the jugged eud uf 
a Hat stidc, in vhieh flte gtain of the wood has bom veiy pioninent. 

" No. C is u portion of the bottom of a Teasel, and the dccoFatioiu axouad 
\hv edge liiivo been produced Ly the mere pressnn; of ;i finger at regular 
intervals while the clay was wet, but ufti r it was removed from its fixed 
position in the wheel on which the budy uf tho vessel was being turned. 

^'The stiek leqnired to produea the fluted effect in No. 4, suggests Qua 
probaljility that this is the n:ost modern example. 

"Tho rude plaze which is found more or less eomplete in all the speci- 
mens, except No. G, has been apparently produced by throwing salt into 
the kiln while the vessels were being fired.'* 

<*The Art Joomal" for If or., 1864, p. 337, oontains an interesting 

paper on tho Early Potteries of Staffordshire, by Llewellyn Jewitt, F.S.A., 
in which the itudior stales that tho ancient British pottery included 
drinking (nips and food vessels, as well as cinerary urns. Tho drinking 
cups have no handlis. The Anglo-Saxon pottery is confined almost 
entirely to oincrary urns. Th«re are no authentiBated examples of Nor. 
man Staffordshire pottery, but the author has made an interestiiig dis-

In the description of the Anglo-Saxon pottery Mr. Jewitt uieutions 
Oat Hie pottery of tiiat period ii mntkfBA hf iiie frequency of unall 
punotnred onuiinentB prodnoed by fbe end of a etiok. The Nonnan ia 

usually devoid of ornament, except having the ends of the handles 
foliated by the pressure of the worlcnicn's finger?. In one Tesael ft kind 
of herring-bone omainont was scratched into tlie soft clay. 

In a work "On Marks and Monograms on Pottery, &c.," by W. 
Chaffers, Esq., there is a ropreeentation of a vater pitcher, of a mottled 
green glam^ the general faxm of trbioh is like those found at Desmond 
Casde, and it has the thnmb-maika mund the bottom. This b stated to 
bo of the same form as one drawn in a MS. of the Hoventh century. 
Among the drawings from "N'orman and Early EnglLsh MSS., "Xo. 17 is of 
a jug of similar form, of reddish -browu earth, -with u dark-grcoii yluzc 
and touches of yellow, partially applied in a wavy or festoon patteru. 

FLite XXZI. Ko. 7 is a diairing of a pieoe of leather, of wluoh ffir 
W. Wilde Bays, <*The pieee of leather you forwarded to me is moet 
enrioDs and interesting, and so fiir as I know, the pattern is unique in 
this cdimtry. The holes were evidently effected with a punch or series 
of puiiclies, hut not vr'ith ono blow, for the tntpr-spncefl are quite un- 
equal : whether it holonged to man or beast ia now dilhcult to decide, 
but I am inclined to think it was a piece of horse-trapping."

Tb» same deed mentions, amongst other things^ that the Sergeant or

' Tho Manor of Adarc oxtendod northwards nearly to the Shannon, and 
comprehended a considerable portion of the parishes of Kildiiuo and 
ChapelmaBell, and the ndrth-weatmn aeotion Adate tttnate in the 
harony of Cbdima, with a poftion of Drehidtanna, and parta of Okeedy 
and Croom, lying in the barony of FubblebricQ. The bulk of it is re- 
presented by tho lands contained in sheets 12 and 21 of tho Ordnance 
Survey. The ^fanor of Tubornea was situate in the ?outh-castern part 
of the county, etnbruciug the extreme southern portion of the barony of 
Coshma, with the adjacent part of Coshlea, and contained a oonaideraUe 
part of die pariahea of Effin, Ballinguddy, and Mhreedy Minor. 

Amoogst the Adare doeomenta are two hooha of Oe Manor Courts, the

Together with the Court Bsnn and Boyaltiee of tiie Maoor of Adore, 
the edvowm ind pieaentation of the preheod of Effln, In the Oathediel 

of St Mary's, Limerick, passed from the family of Fits Gfenld to that of 
Quin. The Lih^r Niger of Limerick contains two curious instruments in 
connection with the prehendation of this parish, which will bo found, with 
a translation, in Appendix 0, They are of tho duto lliST, aud are not 
only voierable for their antiquity, but interesting as shewing how the 
jtufofnmitu hofpened to be outeide the Biahop and Chapter, the pre- 
sentation to a prnhnd by a patron othw than an eodesiaetao being of 
rather rare ooeamnee. 

Page JoO. Sii,ver-gii.t Dish. 
The principal objects of antiquarian interest preserved at Adare, are 
dosciibcd at p. 150, scq. ; one article, however, a fine silver-gilt dish, 
wu^ accidentally unnoticed. This dish, according to the iiuuilj traditioo, 
I belonged oooe to tiie Fnmeieoan Abbey, but I hare not beat able to 
' diaooTer upon what grounds the etory rested. In order to obtain ftom 
I the highest authority an opinion as to the age and pnrpose of this rare 
and curiuu.s Hjiecimcn of medieeval art, I forwarded it to A. W. Franks, 
Esq., by whom tho following notice Vi-a-^ dmwn up^ and read at one of 
tho meetings of the Society of Antiquaries : — 

" Tho £url of Dunraven has been good enough to allow mo to exhibit 
to the Boinety Ihis evening a very interesting diah of diver-gilt, whiefa 
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has been fiff many years in his Lordship's family, and which is said to 
have belonged anciently to tlie Abbey of Adare. Be tliis as it may, (he 
dish is u very interesting specimen of motal-work, although I feel some 
doubts as to its ecclesiastical origin. 

"It measnraB ll^in. in dkmeter, and doe* wA exoeed l^in. in hdg^t. 
The whole is TtpoiutS work in unusually high relief; the centre rises 
into a boss, which presents the form of a double rose. Eound the broad 
margin are representations of the seven deadly vices or sins, ^ch of 
which forms a subject of three or more figures, with the names of the 
vi«M inieribed on Ubels «boT«. The names on tlieae labels ippeav to 
be in Fortuguesei. In eaoh subject one or more human beings arc repre- 
sented between an angel and ti demon, flic spaces Ijotwecn the figures 
being often omumcnted with stitf foliage of a somewhat Gothic design. 

The subjects are as follows : — ^1. Avakcza. (Avarice). A man seated 
on • benck near an in»i->boiund oheat, and bolding in his left hand 
a purse; before him is an angel leaning fonraid and presenting to his 
notice a cripple wluwe right log Is tied up, while liIs left hand rests 
on a stai£. The rich man is, however, looking back away from the 
cripple towards a demon with long ears and tail who is bringing a sock 
of moneijr on his shoolden. 2. Souba (Pride). A nan in armour 
holding up a sword in his right hand : to his right is an angel holding 
a skull to wnni hint of tho end of all Imnian pride ; he is looking, how- 
ever, to his left, where is a demon holding up what appears to be 
a oonvek miiror or shield. S. Lvsvsta {WantanneK). In the oenlie 
a youi^ nttn and maito are embiaoing; an angel is looiking awaj in 
' despair, while on the other side a devil is oneonrsging thorn. 4. TlA 
(Anger). A man in a jshort dress and cloak appears to be tearing open 
his drciis in rage * ; to his right is an angel addressing him, to his loft 
a demon witb animal^s head and wings. 6. Emyboa (Envy). A man 
ajipesn to be draining a deep flagon ; an angd is addreaaing him, wbile 
behind him is a demon. The oonncetion between this representation

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and the vice is not clear. 6. Fbeoica. (Sloth). A man is lying donn ;

7. GvLA (Gluttony). A richly dressed man is seated in a clmir of state 
at a tabic witli dishes of varions kinds; an angel is calling his lUilicf! to 
a poor man on crutches, whilo a devil is briugiug in a dish with u fowl 
ei some sor^ and a laig^ nng-shapod object, perha^ mmm land of otks 
orturaad. 

"The middle of the dish rises gradually towards the boss, and has o!i 
it representations of \h(\ Last Judgment. The good are being conducted 
into a walled city lepr&^nting Paradise by St. Peter, who holds the key 
of the gate ; they are rcprasnted hf seven figures, foUowsd hgr sngcl 
Uowing a horn. Hell has the usnsi figoio of a gaping mouth, into 
which varioos human beings are being forced hy three demons. 

« A double rose f«ming the oentral boss has round it a doable band 
twisted together. 

'^Then vn three plate-marks, a ship, [iji], and [eg]. I have not been 
able as jet to asoertain to what town these ImU-marks belong. 

"The date of this fine specimen of silversmith's work appears to be 
about T'l'^O, judging from the costume of the man in armour and the 
general character of the design. The inscriptions might belong to an 
esriier time as iStt as the foxm of the lettens is eonoerned. 

**It appeszB to me probable that the dish was intended to serve as a 
basin to hold under the hands when spriukled with rose-water alter meals. 

" In the Uritish Museum is a shallow bafin or dish of hronze, probably 
of the twelttii or thirteenth century, which bus uuquciitionably been 
used fttt" washing hands. It is ornamented with engraving only, repre- 
senting seven oiroular medaUioos; in each ot them is a female figure 
hrilJiiig some conical suhstance, perhaps a rrproscntation of hemlock ; 
round the side medullions art; InscribtMl tlin names of various vi(^r'>, 
about tkree names to each figure. Bound the central one jiac iodick 
1UXJL vjuKon own valvu. 

" BepnaeutatioDs of the Virtues and Tiees ar^ as it is well know% 
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not uncommon, but to enter on these allegorical subjects would extend 
bejond llie limits of tiiis noHoo.**

Page 195. Histoky op the PAi.ATirEs. 
"While this and the next sheet wen" \wm<j, printed, I met with the 
following intcrcstiug account of the intro<iuction of the Palutincii into 
Ireland, in a Dublin montbly newspaper called "Tbe Irisb Evangelist," 
tqI. i. Ko. 9, June, 1860, which profesaes to be drawn up witb gveat care, 
and from it the iblkwing extiaeta bave been talcen. Tbe writer itatoa 
tbat— 

"In the year 1709, seven thousand * Protestant Lutherans' were driven 
from their homes iu the Palatinate by the French, inider Louis XIV. On 
hearing the intelligence, Queen Anno sent ships for them, and conveyed 
them to England. Gianto were giTen by tbe Crown to pertnit of Ibeir 
settling in these countries, but about half the number proceeded to Nbrtb 
America. Prejbably a few fiuinlics btayej in Eiii^land, and the rest catno 
to Ireland, :uh1 were ehiefly located ou tlie S<HitliWp]l property, near 
Bathkcale. Each man, wotuau, aud child was allowed eigUt acres of 
land, for iriiieb was to be pud Ave dullings an aore yearly, for ever. 
Tbe QoTemmcnt agreed to pay their rent for twenty years, in order to 
encourage the Protestant interest in Ireland, aud mako them all free- 
I holders. They supplied every man with a good musket ((aiUed a Queen 
Anne piece) to protect himself and his family. They were embodied iu 
die free yeomanry of tbe ooontiy, and were styled tbe Ti-ue BluoS| or 
German Fudleen, and were oommanded by one Oaptain Brown."

aa well as for some valuable remarks upon aerolites in general, I am indebted to 
Nevil St(ny«Maak«Ijno, Eaq., who liM collected so fine a Mries of theso singular 
bodie* at tlie Britiiih Museara, and haa writteo aeveral admirable papers upon 
them. Afr. Maskelyno pointed out to me a pqarin tliL ' rLilosopliical Mugazm^' 
for tlie year 1818, p. 35.5, which contains an ncconnt of this fall of mfteoric «*oiie5, 
hj W. Higgins, Esq., including a letter from an cjre- witness, Mr. Samuel Max- 
vall, fiwB whkh the foDowiiig astraoto htm been atadek 

"Friday intjrning, Septeni!)(r TO, ISl?!, l.cing very culm and the Rky clear, 
about U o'clock a cloud appeared in the cast, and soon after I heard eleven distinct 
reporti;, appearing to proceed from ihene^ aomevhat naamUiag tlie diaobarge of 
haevj artiUery. Thia was immediately foUewed by a considanfek noiae, not unlike 
the beating of a largo drum, which was saecoeded by an uproar resembling the 
continued discharge of musketry in line. The sky above the place from whence 
the Boiae came, became darkened and diatorbed, making a hiaaing noise, tbeneo 
appeared to i^mf with great riolencp mns^nK nf matter whieb diieeted their eOBiae 
with greet velocity borizont4dly towards the west." 

He then goea «o to deaeribe diflbnDt epeeioMgoa wbieh Sdi : — 

" One near Patrick's IIIU, weighing seventeen pounds ; it was not fractured. . . . 
One very large mass passed with greet rapidity end noiiw near me, it came to the 
ground in tbe Uinda of Braaky ; it appeared ftactorad in uuuy places, and weighed 
about sixty-iiN o ^x unds. . . . Another at Faha, not fractured, weighed about twenty- 
four pounds. The day eonttmied eulni und screno, and was ratlier ell)^L■ uiiil aultry." 

The only inaccuracies in the foregoing account seem to be as to the hour, which 
waa not 9 tfciook but between 10 and 11 o'doek; and diraotien, wbieli waa 

nearer nnrlb-nist to ftoath-wr'it, nn a line drawn frorn F:iha to Adare wootdahew. 
With reference to Mr. Maxwell's letter, Mr. Muskelyue olworvea— 
"Sveiy eaae aeema to hm eomethiog peeidiar, and belpa to add • new fiMt to 
our knowledge. Hindoos liken the rc|)orts in the air to the discharge of artillery ; 
Mr. & Maxwell likena the noiae which followed them at Limerick, and which was 
doubtless eatiaed by tbe eobo. to the besting of a drum, fbllowed by a rolling uproar 
a-s of jjliKoon-firiiig of musketry. He adds t'>", a singular obeervatiun on the st;ite 
of <he sky at the time, wiiirli bi'i-iiine (hukcufd atid diiifiirbrd ; while from tills 
darkened sky emerged the solid masses of stone. No doubt, like a sc^uodron of 
oaTaby, dut in tbe diatanoe ia b«t • amall ol^aot^ but coming np at • gtOa^f 
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npidl; atstimea formidutle pMpovtions, this cekatial aqiudroii of Utd* phoeto, 

from all of which innltcii iriatter was flying off as dust, began to be seen as a far- 
off speck in the sky, and rapidly (at first with a velocity of many miles in a aocond, 
tboagli ■ftermuda dowvr, from dra fri«doa md ofattniotioB of th« air, wbtob null 
Of'.d funns tlio oufer parts of the aerolitic stoiiol approarliins; llie s])rc(at<ir, mnrc 
and worv grew into ft oload of dispersing dust, from which the atones would 
idtinifttely emerge, md &I1 witli Utdc» (if any) more vdoei^ tluii tfaat of m fetUng 
body. Tho rc|)orta «re more difficult to explain, but in a paper in the ' PUlflMH 
jjliical MagajinL ' of Jnniinry. ISRH, 1 have giren what I believe to be the true ex- 
planation of them, namely, the bursting of the masses of rock in consequence of the 
tembw pw d i i e e d in Hum Igr fbe flomikal eold «f tbdr interior, and the intense 

heat nf thi>ir exferidr, induced by the re«i«fnncp of tho air. Sometimes they do 
not burst, sometimcti (or rather, generally) they do. Thus, in a shower, most of 
the itaDee ten fiHtnd to be ft«gnwnta, tbottgh n few are geasnOy entire, llieie 
entire stones, however, are often in reality fragments, but have bci n Fcvcrrd raily 
enough in the progteas of the aerolite through the air, for tho fusion of their 
enrihoea (dw to tike liigli Telocity) to be eieeted. 

"I think the largeat piece I am acquainted with of thi' A'lan' hk itNirito h at 
Oxford ; it wiiR prpsrnffyl to the Tiiiversify by tho Rev. J. W. Griifltii, of '\^'udhnln 
College, and iSishopstrow, Wilts.; it weighs 18 lbs. 11 oz. I have examined in the 
niicnweope a aactimi* which I had ent and gronad wry thb, of the Adare meteorite, 
and send you tlie result of my obsorvntinn?;, It presents under tho roirmscope a 
great resemblance to the stone that fell at Alexandria in Piedmont, on Fobruarj- 2, 
1800, and alee to that wbteh ML atWeaton, Gooaeelieut, on December 14, 1807. 
It is one of those aerolit<>s (by far the most numerous kind) which contain small 
epherula^ more or leas round, of ctystalline matter dispersed through the rest of 
the etone, and which Chtsfa^ Bose of Berlin hat denominated eAoudriHe aeralitea. 
It has however only a liinitcd uun.bi r of these little spheruW, and like the stones 
I Iifivp rtvTnpnrrrl it ;<i, tho ArJarc ai rulite oxliibits these litllr splierislen intor<pors.c-fl 
with a compuratiTcly large-grained confused magma of crj'stalline matter, not 
potphyritie aa in oome aenlitea, nor ftidgr gnnafair «ad tafiweooa aa in ethen. 
Meteoric irciii {metallic, and probably cotituinin;; nirkrlj Is disseminated through 
the whole mass in small grains of a regular form, and often in rather long vein-like 
fihrca^ aepamtiDg, or anrfeandiBg, or again, penetraUng the partidea of tte magna 
and the spherules.

TiiK riirliMt mpntion of Bysert in this manuscript is in the TiKjuisiliiui of 1'301, 
mentioned at p. 211. It i« too extended in its range for insertion here, but it is 
unporUmt as ragsHi the raljact andair ajnaideratian, noi only banuae it fnniialiea 
nil I'iirlv instance of Di^rrl- tnjn'^S'i in fall, as flio name liy wliicli tlir Aflare Dvsert 
was then faauliorly known, but because it enabled Sr. Kecves to discorcr the true 
atuation of the sneient dnmsb af IKwrf- JTiimMra, as appears by the foUoiring 
menioninduni trith which he haa fimiihed me. 

At f hp 3rd of NoTcmber there occura the folIoTrtng commemoration in the Irish 
Calendar, called the Martjrology of Donegal : " Muirdeabhair, the Wise, of Disert- 
Mnintebn m Ui Oanaili OaUiift*.'* Itr. 0*Daiwmi, no* being vmn that tlm 
name of Arnp-us wai^ nncimtly attached to tlie Pisnrt near Adare. and finding 
Piaert-Muirdebra placed in Fi Couaill Gabhra, has identified it with that church ^ 
(p. 313 nifinB). Thta anppoaition, howeimv ia dJaproTed bj the InqawHion of 
1201 ; for in this record we find the Adare Dysert in its proper situation as 
Dmrtenguua, but wo alao meet with Dmurtmurdeitar elaewbere *, and ia the fol- 
lowing position t ZemehaeR (now LoughiU, in the barony of ISiaziid), Ardhtvir 
(now Ardinepr, in SlianugoWen parish, same barony), DUitirlmurdeirar, Sengola 
(now Sliaiifroldrn). T3iii>i wo nre brouj^tit to the barony of ShaniJ, nml tlio imme- 
diate neighbourhood of Shanagolden, adjoining which, and ecclesiasticaiiy united 
with it in tba Bonan Catholic dtatribntton of the dice e a a, ia die pariah of Roberfa- 
town, wherein is a townland eallrd Dyscrf wincli is no doubt iLc )iLco in 
question. Like the other Djscrt, it haa dropped, in modem use, its distinctive 
appellation. Shanid waa fanuiAj the vcatem portion of Oonnello Lower, as 
Olenquin was of Connello Fpper ; but each has been aevercd from its proper 
division for civil aonrenience, so that fonr baronies now represent the original 
territory and barony of Ctonnello. 

By the following Charter, Robert Abbot, of Magyo, or Hooastemenagh, grants 
the land nbont the vfiite aton* oroM on tho aonth aide of ^ taHj of liuMaiak,
